How Perſicles was created King of Aris, and travelled into Per- 
fia to the Marriage of his Siſter Piers, tothe Fmporour's Son 
Deloratus, how he is now enamoured of Cenſſentis, aud returned 


into Aſſyria, 


N Ancient King named Pius, Ruledthe Land of 
a Via Afſyria in great Peace , as well Foztunate by the 

tllebe of His Subjeas and other outward bleſ⸗ 
3A V7 ſings, as with two fair Childzen, a Son , and 
a Daughter, that after His death ſhould ſucced 
in his Empire; and bn reaſon, Age was now lo 
much grown upon him, he found Himfelf wearied 
and unable to exerciſe the care that be longed ta the Govern- 
ment of ſo mighty a Nation; alſo beholding in his ſon moze than 
92d11;ary Gzavity, and ſo fozward a minde to Uertne, as that he 
might well commit a matter of ſuch weight to his care he deter 
mined to give himſelf to reſt, (ag well agried with his age) and 
there foze cauſed all the Pers of the Land to be aſſembled. This 
done, and all ſet in Parliament, the old Ring uttered his minde, 
which was to effabliſh His Son Perficles in the Kingdom. The

cauſe certain ronditions were to be ratified by the King his Fa- 


thers the, nities of the Yarriage was deferred umil that 
was erfem and from that time ſhould not be lon e 
which Delorarus with great earneffueſs Haſted , Pericles with 


the conſent of his Father, artompanied his Siſter Piera into Per- 
ſia, attended by a number of gallant Knights, as well to ſe& the 
Conditions ratified, and the Marriage perfo:zmed, ag allo to do 
Delorarus Ponoz : After their departure, then within few days 
arrived in the Kingdom ofPerfia, where Per ſieles and Piera were 

molt hondzablu entertained by the old Tmperoz Tortillus,, a 

the Conditions ratified. ä 
The ſolemni zation of the Parriage was deferred foꝛ certain 
days, fo: the Emperoꝛ of Perſia, determined to habe the ſame 
perfouned with great Pomp , whither he invited maup of his 
Neighbouring Kings , as of Arabia, Natolia, and Theflalia, 
The Perſian Knights made preparation#-to attend the Bzide- 
grom in great Ropalty. Perſicles being in the Court, and hear⸗ 
ing what Gallants were likely to be at the Wedding , pzepared 
moſt rich Oznaments againſt that dan, determining not to ber 
the laſt in tryal of his Walour at the Tilt, The pꝛe fixed dap be⸗ 
ing tome, the Kings of Arabia, Natolia, Theſſalia, and mann 
Punces of great eſtate arrived with them, and the Citp was fil⸗ 
ted with ſuch a number of Knights and Gallants, that there 
was ſcarce rom therein to contain them. | 
Co recite every particular of their entertainments,grerings, 
riches, and what gallant Ladies were with them, would be to 
tedious; but in bzief, there was ſuch Ropal entertainment, as 
befrtcd ſuch Perſonages, and ſuch a multitude of rare Shows, 
and ne Devices , as might evern wap plcaſe the epe of acurt- 

ous Het old:r,

" The Parriage being palf, the Dumptuous Banquets ended, 
and the States ſet to beHold the Tilt; Che firff that entred the 
Liff was a Perſian Duke named Ofimus, gallantin mounted, 
and a man ok goodly pꝛopoztion: after him followed the reſt of 
the Perſian Knights , who were all Challengers againft all 
flrangers that came to make tryal of their Aalour: Next, came 
the adverſe Party, the fozemot of which was Ferſicles, who ap- 
peared ia richnelle atcoꝛding tothe Dignitpof his place, being 
Aung of lo mighty a Countren as Atſyria; whole ſight led the be⸗ 
gol ders to an admiration of his evident perfedions : After him 
followed Nonlus Pꝛinte of Nitolia, and alter him a number of 
moſt gallant nights ſo richly adoꝛned, as would have perſwa- 
ded a towardlu Milcreant to habe become valiant; whole partt- 
cular delcriptiong Jomtt. 

As Perſicles was thict᷑ of the adverſe Part, and Duke Oſtmus 
of the Pertians, ſo then two began che entounter, bzeaking of 
their ſtabes with ercecding great valo'ir: But Oſimus intending 
ta win the chiefeſt henour, fo2 that He was eſfeemed the belt 
Anight in Perſſa, had pzobided Stabes of tough wod, which 
would not ſtart with an caſte encounter, ene of which her tok 
and ron the fourth time at Perſicles, who unpzobided foz ſuch an 
unerpeered aſſault, was overturned, and His Sted crumbling, fell 
upon him, that with the fall, foz a time, he remained without 
ſenſe. Che Emperour of Perſia, and the reff, being much a⸗ 
raid that he was ſlain, came running from the Scaffold to take 
him up, tarrping him foꝛth of the liſts to ber unarmed; amongſt 
the reſt his fiter Piera uſed her utmoſt endeavour to reto⸗ 
ver him; with whom like wiſe was a gallant company of Ladies 
tu aſſiſt her, but t heiſlu the Empꝛelle of Perſia and her pounge(t 
Daughter Conſtantia, ag moze regarding him by teafon he was 
Bother to Piera, and moſt of all lamented his milhap, 

Perſicles finding himſelk ſomewhat recovered, at the firff o⸗ 
pening of his enes f red them on Conſtantia, which by reaſon he 
was not full revived, ſfod Till fixednpou the firff objec, as it 
were wich affcatonate carneffne(s , which cauſed an exterding 


bluch to riſe in her cheks, 


But now ſ&ing ſuch a number about him, hee was amazed 
and Half aſhamed of His fopl, ſaid, 3 pou {cave me to my 


delt, 
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ſelf, and ſ& the reſt of the Tournament, fo2 J have no haam; 
with that He ſtarted upon His Fer , and fetching a dep ſigh, 
departed; thep were all much glad at his ſafetp, and ſo leaving 
him to be attended by two Knights, then deparced to the ®caf- 
foldg, and again tok their places to behold the reſt of the Tour: 
nament. 

Perficles was extedinglu vered that He Had received ſuch a 
diſgrace , and in the pzeſence of ſuch an honozable Aſſembly , 
molk of all,foz that He underſtod Olimus's intent, and p:eſently 
buckling on one of His Knights Armour, mounting himſelf, en- 
tred the Liſts again; by which time the Tilt was al moſt end- 
ed, and the Perſian Knight bare away the pꝛize; but Perſicles 
then unknown. cod readp at the rates end foz the next Entoun⸗ 
ter, againſt whom the Per ſian Knight ran, but ſo far to his dil⸗ 
grace , that he tumbled with his heels upwards ; with thate⸗ 
very one began to wonder who he ſhould be, and the people gave 
an extteding ſhout , then another Perſian met with him, whoſe 
Foztune was much like the fozmer , foz His Steed tumbling 
with the fozte of the encounter, then both fell down. A Knight 
of Perſia, who that dap Had won great Honoz bp His valour, ler⸗ 
ing that, would needs be the next to meet Him, thinking to re- 
venge his Country⸗mans diſgrace ; but at the firſt Race then 
could not perfozm it, fo then paſſed bu without any other ods, 
but bꝛeaking their Staves moſt gallantlp, and runniug again, 
the Perſians foztune was ſo bad that He was overthzown. Bu 
this time the dap was ended, and the Judges ready to depart, 
but Olimus entreated that he might bzeak one ſfaF with the 
fkranger , which thep granted. Perſicles well knew him, reſo- 
luteln determining to give oz take the fopl , both of them met 
with ſuch terrour , that the earth ſeemed to ſhake ; and Oßmus 
notwithffanding His great ſfrength , wag bp Perſicles over- 
thꝛown to ſalve His Honour and requite His diſcourteſie ; with 
that the people gave ſuch hours as made the Pallace to riug 
with the ſound, then Perſicles diſcovered Himſelf, which made e- 
bern one rejouce and wonder at his valour. 

Perficles being unarmed, attompauied the Emperour of Per- 
ſia, the King of Natolia, and the reſt, Having that dap won 
ſuch Honour, as made him moze Highly eſf&med; and turning to 
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falute His Siſfer Piera, he ſuddenly ſpyed Conſtantia, thinking 
be Had befoze (cen that [wert countenance , but He couldnot re- 
member where, which calf him intoſuch a deep ſtudy, that he 
almoſt foꝛgot himſelf. After he Had ſaluted the reſt, he came 
to Conſtantia, to whom he ſaid : Fair Lady, either J have be⸗ 
held pour beauty and that ſweet countenance in ſome other coun- 
try, oꝛ in ſome viſton, foz mp mind perſwadeth me that J ſhould 
perfealu know pon; fot J am ſure this is not the firff time J 
have {en nou, which makes me thus bold to demand of whence 
vou are, if it be not offenſive unto you. Sir (replied Conſtanria) 
it map be Jam but an imperfect ſhadow of her pou ſo perfealn 
remember,fo2 until this day Jnever ſaw you; which maketh me 
ſuppoſe pou do but take occaſion of courſe to commend me, that 
deſerveno ſuch matter, neither ſhall it offend me, noz J denn 
to ſhew mp birth, being Daughter to the Cmperoz of Perla, but 
fo manp pears bzought up in Arabia. Pardon mu boldneſs{qd. 
Perſicles) foz J would not offend pou, neither do J think pou a 
ſhadow, but a per fta ſubſtante, and not to reſemble ann but pour 
ſelf; fo2 there can be no beauty that excels pours , which mine 
eyes befoze this time Have beheld, oz elle Nature it ſelf hath 
impꝛinted in mu heart an ellential inſtina of Devotion tFerero, 
which perſwades me to this boldnels, there foze J humbly deſir e 
pou not to miſtonteive me, noz effeem me of ſo rude a diſpoſt⸗ 
tion, as to ſpeak otherwiſe than my Heart thinks, and to account 
of me as one that earneſtly defires to be better acquainted with 
pou, and will endeavoz to make amends fo2 mp offence given, 
offering mp ſelf, and all that is mine, to be at your diſpoſition; 
which laid, he left off further ſpeech , foz he ſaw others attend 
to hear what he ſaid, 

At night Conſtantia being in her pzivate Chamber, called to 
remembꝛante Perſicles ſpeeches , marvelling why he ſhould lap, 
he Had befoze that ſcen Her, which ſhe knew could not be, but re- 
membzing how earneſtly he beheld her that day, when he was 
ſcarce revived from His trante, ſhe thought that might bꝛeed ſuch 
a perl waſton in him, which was ſo indeed ; withal ſhe called to 
minde his Comlineſs, Ualoz, Effate, aud Courteſic, which ſhe 
had befoze noted; all which remembrance made her ſo much 
kozger all other thoughts, that a great part of the night was o⸗ 

B 2 verpaſt 
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verpaſt; and after «the had revived her ſenſes, 2 ſelt ſuch an al- 
teration, that all the night ſhe could not rel, delighring in no- 
thing moze than to remember him. The like did Perlicles, foʒ her 
beauty and other outward graces had ſo pierced His heart, that 
he was enthzalled to her love, and ſoreſolved-ts win it. 

Carlpthe next mozning he got up, l(eelking all occaſions to 
(peak with her again; but was diſappointed all the Fozenon, 
fo: the by reaſon of her little re in the night kept her chamber, 
and after Dinner accompanied the Queen Her other and other 
Ladies, wherebyihe was that dap diſappointed : The next moz- 
ning like wiſe he aroſe , fudping how to come to ber ſpœch; foꝛ 
His affection was ſo great, as no thought contented Him lo wel 
as her remembzance , but befoze he could bzing to paſs what 
He moſt deſired, there arriv'd meſſengers from Aſlria,certituing 
Him that His Father was dead,andthat their ancient enemp the 
King of, Armenia had entred the Land, and deſfroped many of 
His Subjeas, deſiring Him in all Haſte to return, foz in his ab⸗ 
ſence the Aſſyrians ſemed like men without courage. 

Perſicles Hearing this unexpected news, was exceedingly a- 
Touiſhed, both with deſire to ſave His Countrey, and alſo to pꝛo⸗ 
letute his love, the one perlwading Him to tay, the other to ha⸗ 
en his departure; the one being as dear ts him as his life, the 

ther as dear as life, Countrep and all; faʒ without obtaining of 
that, he thought he could not live, being lo much perplexed that 
He could not reſolve what to dv: At laſt rhe ſpectal regard of his 
Countreꝝ overcame his heart, and revived him with a inanly 
courage to revenge, ſo that He tommanded all things to be pꝛe⸗ 
pared foʒ his ſudden departure; and going to his Camber, he 
got Pen and Jnk, and wzis as followeth. 


To the moſt fair Conſtantia, 


MIO. beloved Canſtantia, though my Countreys preſervation 
occafioneth my ſudden departure, yet my love to your 
perfection importuneth me to ſolicite your !gentle ears with 
theſe rude lines: I cannot with any colourable phraſes ſhadow 
a perſect meaning, nor with painted Eloquence decipher my 


true loye; but in the trueſt ſort manifeſt my conſtant affetion 
| to 
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to your vertues, which unleſs you grace with ſome ſavour, will 
bee my endleſs torments; ] have long deſired to make the ſamp 
manifeſt unto you, but Iwas ſtill diſappointed, and my unxpee 
Red departure hath now ſhut me from your preſence , whereby 
I ſhall live in continual care : Notwithſtanding, I humbly be- 
ſeech you in my unwilling abſence, to eſteem me your faichful 
and true devoted Servant, and one that hath vowed himielfe- 
ver to be yours, whoſe welfare conſiſteth in your courtelie , the 
hope whereof ſhall preſerve my life until my return, which my 
conſtant love will cauſe me to haſten ;defiring you, though I be 
abſent, not to forget me, nor for my little deſerts to reject me, 

but let me be ſo much bound to your vertues, as tonceive 

well of me, ſo (hall my Joys be lengthened , my unhappy life pre- 

ſerved , and my good wil and conſtant Loyalty highly rewarded : 

So with ſorrow Itake my leave,

Having wzit this Letter, he foundout his Differ Piera , to 
whom he ſaid: Dear Siſter, the ſozrows that cauſe my depar⸗ 
ture tome ſo ſuddenlp , as that I cannot ſtand long to conſoore 
with nou, therefoze that J build upon the aCurance of pour loue, 
ſecreſie , and aſſiſfance , J will unfold to pou the letrets ot mp 
heart, and that which none but pour ſelf ſhall know. Do it is, 
that Conſtantiaes beautp Hath enamo:ed ny eves , and à remain 
lo much ent hꝛalled thereto, that unleſs ſhe pitty me, Jam but 
taſt awap; I deſire pour aſſiſtance herein, wherebp pou man pꝛe⸗ 
ſerbe mp life: J have wzit this Letter unto her, which J deſire 
pou to deliver, and withal to uſe ſuch ſpeeches in my behalfe , ag 
ſhall ſem beſt ts pour wiſdome , foꝛ J aſſure pou , imleke at mn 
return, which ſhall be ſhoztly, I finde her fabenrable, mu ſorzows 
will ſhozren mp daies ; then god Siſter ſbewo pour love to me in 
this. Piera pzomiſed her utmoſt aſliFance , and ſo with mann 
tears on each ſide they parted. 

The news of his departure wat ſ@n (pꝛead though the whole 
Court, and came to Conſtantiaes hearing, who left her chamber, 
thinking to have a ſight of Him, which ſome ſparks of love being 
kindled in her tender bꝛealt, pzovokedher unto, After al — 
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wells were paſt, he eſpyed her in company with other Ladies, 
to whom he came, and among the reſt of them all, oneln took his 
leave of her with a ſweet kiſs , breaking fozth a bitter ſigh ar 
the parting, which every one noted, ſome taking the ſame in 
diſdain , and others marbelling that he regarded her above 
them all, which made the blood riſe in Conſtantia's Cherks, and 
the water ſwell in her eyes,

His abſence with pꝛibate tears, until Deloratus found Fer out, 
and cauſed Her with his comfoztable ſpeches to give over that 
grief. The King of Natolia likewiſe, with moſt of the Nobles 
and Knights that came to the (olemntzation of the Wedding, 
were departed, ercept Pꝛinte Helion Son tothe King of Arabia, 
the occaſion of whole ffap , was to crave Conſtantia in Marri⸗ 
age, aſſuring Himſelf of her love, bp reaſon of the familiarity 
that had been betwirt them in his Fathers Court, which in- 
ded by her fozmer kindneſs he might be in ſome allurance ok, 
though not by ann pꝛomiſe ſhe had made him; which motion 
he made to the Emperoz of Perlia , who eſteeming ſv honozablu 
of him, regarding his Birth, and molt of all deſiring to be al- 
lied tothe Arabian Ring, gabe His conſent ; which was fully 
concluded and agred upon, befoze it came to Conſtantiaes knows

Pzince Helion Having this aſſurance , with a merry heart 
ſought out Conſtantia, intending to reveal the ſame to her, and 
attoꝛding to his wonted kind of familjaritp began to greet ber,

in whom he found ſuch an alteration that he wondzed thereat; 
ſaping, Pp dear Conſtanria,this unexpected unkindneſſe in pore, 
whom JI eſfem as mp molt choſen friend, maketh me admire, 
whereas J had thought to have enjoxed your lobe without inter: 
ruption : Upon confidence of pour courteſie, J habe moved pour 
Fathers ton ent to our marriage, who hath peilded thereto, then 
J beſ&ch you , darken not both nours and mp jopes with theſe 
miſtu clouds of Care, whith will fill mp heart with ſozrow ; 
— rather encreaſe pour kindne lle both to mine and your com- 

ozt. 

Conſtanriaes countenance bew:aped the angry motions of her 
heart, cauſed bp His ſpeeches , that ſhe had much ado to refrain 
from ſhedding tears, pet with a tolour ag red aa ſcarlet, ſhe 
gave him this anſwer : Pzince Helion, if that betrue which pou 
tell me, Jcannot chuſe but wouder at pour foffu , that would 
without aſſurance of mp love make ſuch a motion; think pou mn 
affections are to be limited accozding to pour diſpoſition⸗ foz mu 
part J diſclaim luch intereſt, and renounce ſuch affection ; fo: J 
neuer intend ann ſuch matter, no2 ever did pou demand the 
ſame; then mp Lozd; be pou ſatisfied with this, fo2 Jnever did, 
no: will give mp conſent. 

Helion Hearing this anlwer, was nipt on the head, beiug ffruckk 
with ſuch grief, that he could not tell what to ſap; but at laſt re- 
plyed; Conſtantia, Jconfefſe J Have done pou w2ong in adven- 
turing ſo far withont pour conſent ; but pet foz that J Have not 
thereby diſhouour'd pour name, oz otherwiſe injured nou, J hum⸗ 
blp crave pardon, deſiring pou to ratifie that which J habe bn 
pour fozmer courteſte aured myſelf of, and let not mp over- 
boldneſe alienate any part of pour god wilt, fo2 pou know that 
my affections have remained inviolably conſfant many pears,« 
Jhave attended pour liking with ſuch fervencp,as pou map be 
reſolutelp allured of mp. truth; Then J beſ&ch pou be not d il⸗ 
pleaſed with me, but actoꝛding to pour wonted kindneſs, accept 
me into pour favour. Pp Lozd (replyed ſhe )J cannot ednp but 
that pour god will hath exceded mp deſerts, foz which J thank 
pou; and withal, that J have always eſfemed pou, which likewiſe 
A would have done ſtill, but now that opinion is altered; neither 
tan J be induced to conceive well of him that would do me ſuch 
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manifeſt injurn as pon have done; therefoze J pꝛan be contented 
with that favour pou Have Had, foz mp affections are otherwilſe 
imploped, and mp heart utterly dilagreeing to the motion you 
habe made; with that ſhe eſpyed Piera in the Garden, coming to⸗ 
wards her, to whom ſhe went vown, ſaluting her moſt kindln. 
Piera thought now to Habe delivered her bzothers Letter, but bu 
reaſon there wag diverſe in the company, ſhe could not then per- 
_ form it; after a while then left each other; Piera returning to 
her chamber , and Conſtantia to a ſecret plate in the Garden, 
were ſhe uttered theſe meditations; What contrarions diſ⸗ 
quiets are theſe that poſſeſfe the Center of my bearr» What in- 
conveniences am I like to run into? And how ſhall J avoid blame 
fo: the one, and reap content by the other - Yow unlundly hath 
Pꝛinte Helion uſed me, to make this motien to mp Father, 
whoſe diſpoſition muſt us t be croſt without Hazard of much dil⸗ 
quiet? Bp kindnelle to him Hath cauſed this over-fond concetr 
of Himſelf, and bzought me into much trouble: J could have lo⸗ 
ved Him befoze J came tothe ſight of Perſicles, whoſe gifts are 
ſo far exceeding his, that wheras mp heart loved Him, p thought 
of that lobe is new moſt grevious; wherein J map do mu ſelf 
great wꝛong; oz in hope ofthis effeaten, J refuſe Helions lobe, 
which map de pꝛive me of both, purchaſe mp Fathers Heavy dil⸗ 
pleaſure, and mp own perpetual diſcontent. Revolting a Chaos 
of rheſe and luch like confuſed Cogitations, which overcame 
her ſcn'es with their ambiguity; with a Heavy and diſcontented 
bein ſhe went to her Chamber , thinking there to conſider of e- 
verp particular at fun; where ſhe found Fiera all alone ſtaping 
her coming in, who ſ@n cſpycd that Conſtantia Had wept, where⸗ 
upon ſhe tok otcaſion to ſav as ſelloweth. Mp beloved Differ, J 
am ſozrp to {re pon in this heavy and ſad bein, alwapeg Ending 
pou either ſad v2 weeping, which inaketh me wonder, and defire 
to know the cauſe, as one willing in any loꝛt to tor nſel pou, and 
comfoze ou with inp uttermoſt aiftance; J he ve of purpoſe en- 
tred pour Chamber to have ſome conference in p2tvate with 
ou, being a Wellenger ſent pon by mp Wtotfer Perlicles, 
who Mn: loteth pou tearly, who by me Zumblucommenderh 
Himſelf unto pou, being ſorry 5 His ſudden departure was ſuch, 
that Fe tonld not befoze his going, do pou thai ſervice pou de- 
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ſerve; withal he veficed the to deliver you this Ketter. Conftan- 
tia without making reply received the Letter, and read the ſame; 
which when ſhe had done, ſhe ſaid; Dear Siſter, Jthankpau 
foz taking this pains to come to me, and not : ather to have ſent 
foz me, that reff at your tommand: And allo J thank that woz- 
thi Ling Perſicles, the t Þe will veutſ ſaſe me that undeſerved fa 
bout, as to eſt m well of mp unwo:thineſs,to whom J am bound 
in ell Henourable reſxeas, but Hcw unfit am J to entertain 
lobe, your ſelfe would judge, if cu l mw mine eſtate;which up on 
alli. r ante of your ſetieſle J wil unfold: Pꝛince Helion vainlyu 
pit uming he was aſſured of my favour, hath asled my Faikers 
tonent to a Parriage bei wt him and me which he hai grent⸗ 
ed unte; but the Prabeus cn icliiie, it is diſcgreingto mu 
heart, and altogether witÞcut mp teuſent, whith 1 e ſhall never 
at. ain, włat danger ſocber J incurre thert by, which if Pericles 
did 1 nde1ffand, would ſan alicr hię minde; therefoze it is beit 
fo2 hic quiet, not te place his afftaic ug on me ſounworthp, but 
let me al one to endure ibsaſtlicion that is like toenſue, , 
Im w quoth Piera) that my Bzothers lobe is ſo tonſfant, 
that net hing tan alter iße le me, which he related to me at large, 
wl ich makes me teſt iie the allurante thercof, which would peu 
but accept of, oz git e me ſome comfoztable hopes in his abſence, 
I ttould think mp ſelf bound to feu fo2 eber, and to har e done 
Him a great pleaſure; foʒ nothing but the happy tidings of pour 
fai our tan comfozt him. The Cmperoz will not compel pou to 
me rip Helion, when he underſtands that you arc other wile bent, 
foz iat were cruelty ; and A think Helion himſelf bearethnot (0 
diunourable a mind, as to ſcek your love by tonſtraint, fo that 
were inhumanity : But would pou yield to like of mu Brothers 
lote, who iSeverp wap as god as the Pzince of Arabia, the 
k1icwiedge thereof would ſ@n make Him return to as{ neu a 
thers conſent, which map peradventure and as well affcurd to 
him, as to Pꝛinte Helion, AH me ({aid Conſtantia) Siſter, na u 
not doubt to reveal mp ſecrets to pou , that J know fot Perlicles 
ſake will conceal them. J confeſs without further circumfozuces 
that J love that noble King Perficles, which is tFe cauſe vf thts 
dilquiet; noz did mp fancp ever pield the leaſt coxtcir of ithing 
Helivn's lobe, which J tok tobe 1 grounded upon

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familiarity than pꝛetente of marriage; therefoze now that you 
are aſſuredof that which pou requeſf , Jheſeech pou not to con- 
ceive amiſs of mp raſh confeſſion , noz eſfem mp lobe light be- 
cauſe of ſo ſhozt continuance , fa; it is immoveable ; but rather 
comfozt my po diſquiered heart with pour counſel, how to avoid 
theſe mconvemences : and if that wozthp Knight be \o affeaed 
towards me, as pour ſpeches and this Letter affirms; J would 
wiſh his return might be ſpedp, otherwiſe mp-\ozrows will be

All this while Helion was meditating How to haſten the mar- 
riage;but moſt of all to find the cauſe of Conſtanriaes diſcontent, 
which he thonght was aggravated agaiuffHim,bpſome god con- 
ceft which ſhe had lateln entertained of ſome other than himſelf, 
which made him pꝛoletute the lame with moze fervencp,dealing 
fo effetuaſiy with þ Emperoꝛ, that heſwoze Conſtantia ſhould be 
ruled by him, and thereupon the next dap ſent foz her, to whom he 
ſaid: Daughter, J think it is not unknown to pou, that J have 
pꝛomiſed you in marriage to P2, Helion, one that is evern wap 
worthy to match with pou, both foz nobleneſs of birth, vertuous 
qualities, and comelineſs of perſon;withal,J am given to under- 
ſtand that pou like not mp choiſe,noz eſfem mp command, which 
tf pou neglec, pou ſhall not onelp diſpleaſe me, but alſo loſe mp 
favour fo: ever, fo2 as pou are mine, J purpoſe ro diſpoſe of pou, 
but if pou refuſe my counſel refuſe me to , foʒ J wil nat regard 
a diſobedient Childe: The manifold reaſons J could alledge,

Conſtantia well knew , that if the denped, he would be offen: 
ded and his froward nature was ſo much diſpoſedto wrath,rhae 
befoze ſhe could ſpeak the ſhok foz ſear; pet reſolbing'ro hazard 
the wozft, humbling her ſelfupon her kne,ſhe made this anſwer: 
y reberend dutp to you, moſt loving Father, perſwadeth my 
ton ent to fulfil pour command, though mp love bindes me to the 
contrarp, that J ſfand perplex d between two extreams; the one 
fearing to offend pou,the other to pzocure mp everlaſting diſcon- 
tent; fo? in refuſing. to do attoꝛding to pour will, J ſhall incur 
vour indignation, and in perfozming the ſame, mp everlaſting 
ſor;ow,foz as pet mu Heart could never pield to lobe that wozthp 
Pꝛinte, who is far tw wozthp co be matched with me;moſt hum⸗ 
bly beſeching pou to conſider , that fozced love never breedscon- 
tent, but diſquiet, which with Helion will be mp poztion; there- 
fozc J beſ&ch pou, revoke pour determination. | 

It is even ſo (qd, He) ſhall mp command be countervailed bp 
your peeviſh conceit Is this the regard pou gave to mpgeod 
will / Are nou wiſer then J- oz are pot willing todiſpleaſe mee y 
Shall mp will fand at pour direction- Js this the duty pou owe 
tonour Father » Oz fear pou no moze to offend me ⸗ Have J 
ſo carefully bzought pou up, and tenderlp regarded pou foꝛ this? 
Hence foꝛth never come in mp ſight, foz J will not eſfem ther as 
a Childe,but as a Baſtard; and withal, J vow, that if thon dot 
not nie ld tomarry him, uſe him kitidelp, and apply thy devot ions 
to his liking , J will uſe ther in ſuch ſozt, that all Perlia ſhall la- 
ment thy caſe.

but now inn god opinion is altered, foz that pu onelp felt mp 
rozment; S Farker harh grven me charge co marry with you, 
which I tuft ag aint mp heart * but be aſſured — — 
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poſleſſe mp lobe, faz that J have bequeathed to another, onely 
mzoutward parts map be pours, bit mp inward affections ſhall 
continually effeem pou as the onlu occafioher of my endlelle tniſe- 
ries: with that ſhe aroſe from the ground and Ieparted, leaving 
him there as one aTawithed, | 

Pier a made C ntanciaes efate known to D-lratus, who ſo 
far as he durſt, per waded her Farher not to tonſtrain her to 
marru be Pzince; bat ſuch wilfulneſs poſleſſed him, t hat the 
mote then entreated im the moze concrarious he was, and there⸗ 
foze appointed vᷣ dap fo: the marriage to be within two months. 
and deſiring the King of Arabia's conſent, he ſent AmbaCadozs 
to that effec, 

Piera hearing thi3, pzeſently ſent Pellengers into Ailyria, 
cocertifie Perſicles of all that had happen dz and withal wzit a let- 
ter which contained the whole lumm of Conſtanciaes conſent to 
his lobe who with all diligence haſtned until then arrived there, 
being pzeſently conduced into his pꝛeſente: After he had moſf 
Rindlp embzaced them, He demanded how Piera did, and what 
Peſſage then Had hzought from her: 'Whereupon then delivered 
the Letters they Had b;ought; which when he Had read. he com⸗ 
manded the knights to give the Peſſengers Honourable enter⸗ 
rainment, and departed to his Tent: one way ſo much tomtoꝛt⸗ 
ed, and another wan ſo dep troubled, that he late dow.1 in a ſtu⸗ 
dp, not knowing what to reſo!ve upon. 

When He had a long {pace medirated, with what contrarities 
his foztunes were croſt, the danger His Countren was in, how 
likelp he was to loſe Conſtantia , and How dificulr to attempt 
her poſſeſſion, and many others, at laſt He thaught his life ſhould 
be nothing without her love; and there foze he fullp reſolved to 
Hazard the ſame to attain it;biut it ſemed unpoſſ;ble which wan 
foaccompliſh the ſame : Foz fir the Armenians war hazarded 
His Kingdom , whom he coulduot ſuddenlp expel: Next, to at- 
tempt to win by fozce , that could not be, foz the Perſian was 
to mighty; Laflp,delap might bued a greater miſchief than all 
the reſt; then calling unto him, two of His chiefeſt Nobles the 
one named Parenus a wiſe Counſelloz; the other Thrureys'g 
noble warrioz, he uttered, His minde t then. big: J have 
ſent foꝛ pou, as the men J molk reſpea and truſt, being deter mi 
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ned to commit to pour charge the. Sobernment of my uinguum, 
fot that weighty buſineſs, and ſuth as tonterus mn everlaſting 
welfare, muff fo: a ſeaſon wir hdzaw me And fo: that Jam

ſozt, Thrureus re- 
ing me much, bot h in pꝛopoztion oun:enance, ſhall in 


my abſence take mu rom: whom the people will aCuredlp take 
to be my ſelf, and log v ru them with moze eaſe; and pou Pare- 
nus hp pour wiſdome oꝛdei all things accozding theretg. Thus 
port know mp minde, which J doubt not but pou will accompliſh 
in every reſpec attoꝛding to my deſire. They firſt entreated him 
not to depart , but when they ſaw nothing coſtd pzevail , they 
(woze then would faichfully exetute what he had giben them in 
tharge; and likewiſe told them, that he would depart within thꝛer 
days, which he deferr'd ſo long. bp reaſon the ſecond dap the Ar- 
menians and Aſlyrians ſhould met: Having ended His couferrence 
with them, he returned to the Peſſengers that came from Perſia, 
ſending Letters to Piera , which gave her knowledge that hee 
would be there \udbdenh?, Es R 
The p2efixed dau foz the battel was now tome, and both Ar⸗ 
mies met, betwixt whom there was a terrible fight, and many 
thouſands on both ſides lain: The Ai menians greedy of their 
Enemies overthꝛow, followed them ſo eagerly,that thep began 
to ſound a Retreat: Perlicles (&1ng that, left the place of His 
Eovernment, and with His Lance readp couched, met an Arme 
man Duke ſo full, that he pierced the ſame quite though his bo⸗ 
du, then dꝛawing his Dw2;d, with the lame he flew the next; 
and after him wounded others; that within a while he made (ſuch 
laughter amongſt them that they avoided the y late of his ſight, 
and thought themſelves beit that were furtheſt off him. Thug 
valoroufiy did he purſue them, till he was unawares inthe midſt 
of their armp, which advantage the King of Armenia eſpped,and 
ets, bc life within his power, ran at him with a Lance, 
popnred with ſteel, b,it it miſt im; and Peſicles ſcing him, met 
lo fun withrhe pummil of his wo;

ainſt his bzeſt, that had 
not his Std pielded, he had back; with that the Ar- 
nientans altiuled him rotud about with tuch une qual odds, be- 
ing a multitude to one, that ſometimes they were thzuſt lo near 
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1 him in the thꝛong that thepſwaped Him up and down,thoſe 
t came next him dyed bp His woꝛd, their dead bodies falling 


down between his legs, which made him lan about with 
ſuch fury, that he de them give wan. In the mean tige 
whilft the moſt pa e Battel were bent to dcffrop ng 
Aſſyrians had made aflaughter amongſt the Dut-wingF 


the Armp, that moſt of them were flain,and the reſt fled. . Thru⸗ 
reus fearing Perficles's harm, fo2 that he miſſed him, with his 
followers, ſcon found him out, and by that means reſcued. Him 
from the multitude, who had unhozſed him, being tonſtrained 
to fight on fot, bing ſcarce able ro withhold Himſelf from ſtium⸗ 
bling on the deatfTarkaſſes of thoſe whom he had lain, Thrure- 
us ſon got Him re-mounted, and then both of them perſued their 
enemies ſofiercelp, that then began to flie, and had not the dap 
then ended; then had all been deffroped, which cauſed Perlicles ta 
ſound a Retreat, and betake him to His Tent, having that dau 
done (uchdeds at arms, as made both his own Subjects , and 
the Armenians admire him. | 

Earlp the next moꝛning wozd was bzought Him,that his ene⸗ 
mies were all fled,andnot any of them to be found in the Camp, 
having left all their riches behind them; which much re j onted 
Perſicles to hear, fo: that then ſhould bee no hindzante to His 
journen, and commanded His Souldiers to take the ſpoil, and 
bury the Dead: and becauſe her Had received never a moztal 
wound, he determined the next dap to depart,which he acquaint- 
ed Parenus and Thrureus withal, requeſting them not to diſcob er 
his abſence till his return. 

Paving oꝛdered everp thing accozding to Hig minde, the next 
moaning he departed, attiring Him{el[F like a Palmer, with a 
Faffe in his hand, which dilgniſr edhimfrom knowledge, 
that he pat his own Court Gates undeſtrped. which allured him, 
that if his own Subjects and Servants knew him not, much le ls 
would ſfrangers, that he paſſed without fear of being diſcover- 
ed. In this ſozt did he travel, thinking it nopennance to take 
pains to finde out his Lebe, ul arrived in Perſia, per nut 
knowing which wan to actomplih bis inteut, oz tome toſpech 
either of Piera oz Conſtantia, fo: he was a ſfranger, being denied 
to enter the Court Gates, where be ſtaped Ittend inig — — 
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faztune ſome thꝛer daies; but as far from Hapes then, as at his 
firſt coming, that he was lo toꝛmented in his thoughts, that he 
could not tell what to do: The next dan he heard that the King 
ſhouldgo foꝛth a hunting which made him-pzeſentlp luppoſe, 
(foz that the Park was ſo near the Court) the Ladies likewiſe 
would ſc the paſtime, hoping bu ſome means oz other to give one 
of them knowledge of his arrival, then hedid write a Letter,

The next day accozding to his hopes the Kiug and Quen,De: 
loratus, Piera, Helion and Conſtantia , and manp others came 
fozth, whom Perlicles ſon eſpued, and well noting Conſtanriaes 
countenance, perceived the lame to be darkned, as if ſhe had ben 
fully poſſeſſedwith diſcontent;who coming near Him,(fo2 he ſfod 
ſo as then muſk paſs by him) caſting her epes him, beheld 
him ſo earnely,that ſhe almoſt fozgot her ſelf, feling her heart 
to thꝛob with um wonted motion, that ſhe let fall her rich Stark, 
molt turioulln embzoidered, which octaſion Perſicles (on eſpped, 
as waiting foz ſuch an oppoʒtimitp, ta up the tart᷑, and with a 
great reberence gave it her, convening the Letter cloſely there- 
in, that ſhe ſon eſpped the ſame, wherewith her heart began to 
pant; and viewing the ſuperltription, found it direced to her, oz 
Piera that cloſely ſhe put the ſame in her boſom , left Helion oz 
any elſe ſhould eſpy it, till ſhe could finde oppoztunitp to read it. 
By this time the Game was rouzed,and all but the alone follow- 
ed the paſtime with earneſtneſ$:which ſhe beholding, withdzew 
her ſelf with one of her Ladies, and read the Letter, the which 
affeced her heart with jon and fear, that ſometimes Wee Pears

With that ſhe ſmiled, ſauing: Bow can that be, oꝛ what ma⸗ 
keth pou to think ſo : With that ſhe pulled out the Letter, and 
bade her read it, which when ſhc had dene ſhe ſaid : Conſtantia, 
He is wozthp to be kindly uſed, having rravelled ſo far on ft to 
ſee us Pea (quoth Conſtancia) How can we come to ſpeak with 
Him Oz how map we give him that welcome hi worthy neſs 
deſerbeth, that foꝛ my unwo;thp ſelf hach undercaken'to hazard 
his Ropal perſon in travel '- | Let me alone (quot h; Piera) and 
the better to avoid ſuſpition, uſe Helion ſomewhat mote kindly 
then heretofoze vou habe done, that Hig minde map be voidof 
jealouſie, foz J perceive when pou come in anp plate 02 tomua- 
ny he hath a vigilant eye over you. 

And calling to her a Damoſel named Dela, one that was pꝛibn 
to all her ſecret counſels , to whow ſhe laid: Go thy wäu, and 
finde out the Palmer that thou ſaweſt as we came, fot ir is Per- 
ſieles, conduc him into my Chamber, where let him ay till I 
return; and if ann one ask ther what Le is, tell them he is of Al- 
ſyria, and bzingeth me news from the King ms Bꝛother. 

Dela haſted and ſw found him out, retberently ſaluting him. 
and called him bp his name, which made Him marvel that ſhe 
knew him, until ſhe delivered her Heſtage, which Le was ready 
ro fulfil, as the onely thing he deſirtd: And having bꝛought him 
into the Court, which ſhe did withourt'contradicion, ſhe returned 
to tertiſie her Piſtreſs thereof, whom ſhe met with Conſtantia, 

and ſome few before rhe reff, returning to the Court, being deſi⸗ 
rous to ſe Perlicles, who now entring the Palace, were bon el⸗ 
pued of him, which affeced his heart with ſuch donna as it

Conſtantia he aring his ſpt#ches; and many other rralous that 
he alledged , made this anſwer ; Pp Loꝛd, refping upon pour 
vertues, trut lobt, and honourable meaning, J pield to pour re⸗ 
queſt, giving mp conſent to be pour Wife foz ever, deſiring vou 
to diſpole of me attoꝛding to pour minde;fo2 pou ſhall finde me al⸗ 
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wapes obedient to your command. Thele lxecheg ended with

The Knight being much grieved to ler Conſta!itia thus diſqui- 
ered, ſaid: J am ſoꝛru mp pꝛeſente hath troubled her, which was 
againſt my minde,fo2 be it far from mp thoughts co diſturb her: 
The Emperoꝛ of Perſia miſſing her, hath ſent out divers beildes 
mu ſelf to ſ&k her, with commandment to bring her back to the 
Court, and amonglt the reſt, pou ſ& it is fallen to my lot to 
perfo:m it; yet ſuch regard J do bear unto her, that J will not 
do any thing diſagreable to her Honozable minde , Conſtantia 
hearing his ſpecches, ſaid: what is pour name ⸗ Pp name ((atd 
he) is Piſor.

Perticles riſing upembzaced him, teling him that Fe came in 
a a molF fortunate houre ta do him god. Conſtantia with this was 
tomkoꝛted again, and foꝛgot her fozmer paſſion and ſear. The 
old Shepherd and his Wife were half amazed, until 9

thing ſh2uld make them ſo diſloval. Then he laid to Piſor , of 
old experience J know thou loveff me , there loʒe I queſtion not 
thy fidelity, 02 doubt that thou wilt undertake-any thing to plea- 
ſure me; therefoze J would have the with all ſpedro poll into 
Aſſyria to Parenus and Thrureus, whom Jlefr my Subſtitutes, 
and to them make my eſfate known, telling chem mn deſire is, 
that then come to me in this place witha ſufficient number of 
Pozſe-men to Guard me and the P2inceſſe home, but let none 
know their intent (which J take to be the beff courſe fo: our ſafe-

fit fox ſo great a man as he derived himſelf from, 
Now having paſſed many daieg, tolouring his pꝛetente under 


the ſhadow of feigned ſo:row, he longed to viſir his Lover — 
there. 
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there koze finding a fit time ſoꝛ his intent, he with bis man 
Aldru rode thither, and found her cloathed again in her Coun: 
try werds, who eſpping him, with a modeſt bluſh came to met 
him, whom he embzaced in his armes asking her how ſhy fared- 
Pp Lozd (ſaid ſhe)vour Hand maid rejoxceth to ſx pour worthy 
Perſon in this homelp Cottage,wt o'e heart can attain no quiet, 
but pour remembzance. By this time fer Parents was come 
in, who ſer ing the Pꝛinte, did him humble reverence; he alſo ſa: 
luting them with great courteſie, and when he had ffaved there 
moſt part of the dap in pꝛivate conference with his Love, he de⸗ 
parted, the next dap repairing thither again, which he did like 
wiſe foꝛ many daieg after, iy; 

Jn the end he grew to luch extremity of paſſion that He told 
Selia he would marry her, and withal made her Parents ac- 
quainted therewith, who willingly gave their conſents thereto; 
and by this means he enjoyed her company at all times, acco;d- 
ing to his deſire, © kg 

Jnthis lozt did he viſit her many daps, doting excievingly 
on Lis Country Selia, thinking no Lady in the Court compare- 
able unto her , and alſo diſſembling exceeding grief fo; Conftan- 
tia, 1hat the Emperoꝛ Highly commended his conffancy, eſfem- 
ing him the moze.foz not altering his minde. Within few daies 
news was bzought tothe Perſian Court , that the King of Ara- 
bia was verp ſick , which cauſed Helion to deſire the Cinpero: of 
Perſia's conſent to his departure, which he granted, having firſt 
received his faithful Oath tomarrp Conſtantia, which he (wo;e 
to per foʒm at his return. | 

Polk of the Knights that went in the ſearch 6f Conſtantia are 
returned, not one of them bzinging news of her, which put the 
Emperoꝛ into ſuch a rage, that te (med quite bereft of ſence, 
cauſing them to make moze open enquiry, and to pꝛomile great 
rewards to thoſe that could tell any tudings of her, 

Bp this time Piſor had ben in Aſſyria, and again returned to 
the Shepherds houſe , whom Pericles welcomed, and glad that 
he was ſo ſon returned: But Piſor's countenance ſigniked ill 
News, which Perlicles ſ@n perceived; and being unwilling 
Conſtantia ſhould Hear ought that might bꝛerd in her any dil⸗ 
ontent, walked aſide with Him into the Thicket of a — 
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hard bn the Houſe , where Piſor ſaid; n Leꝛd J habe a Tea- 
gick diſcourſe to rebeal: that malteth my Heart melt to think 
thereof, which IJ would it had not ben mp il foztune to have 
bzought pou news of. 

At mu coming into Aſſyria, J paſt many miles befoze I found 
an Aſſyrian totonserſe withal ; Foz tie Torons and Uillages 
which befoze were compleat with ſto; of tuÞabitants, were new 
con'umed with fire, and not a houſe fanding 64c3e, but was po: 
led, andthe people from their dwellings fled away, which cauled 
me to make the moze haſte , Hoping that all was not deffroved ; 
and coming moe near the Court, in mu way J found tke bodies 
ef the Aſſyrians lning dead and ffrewed upon the Earth , as it 
ſome Battel Had ben latcly fought in that plate, thoſe which 
lan dead ſeæming to have fled to ſave their lives. | 

And the farther J paſt, the moze the number entreaſed, which 
followed ſo long, that J was xerſwaded thoſe that deſtroxed 
them were not far off, but vet went ſo far be foze me that It ould 
not overtake them, fo2 the bodies of ſome were not pet cold, and 
others lap ſtrugling to overmaltcr death; wherewith J was lo 
amazed, that J ſex (ſpurs mp Y2z\ſes ſides, and rode with all 
the haſte J could until ac laff I cſpyed a mightp armp of Soul 
diers right befoze me upon the Pount Silo; whoſe multitude 
ſcemed to be innumerable; near unto which J was no\ſoner 
tome, but Jeſpped an Aſſyrian grievouſly wounded , to whom 
JI ew nigh, and ſon knew him to be Parenus, and diſcovering 
mp ſelf to him, deſired him to tell me what Treaſon had bꝛought 
him to that dangerous effate, with that he knowing me, ſaid 

Piſor, ſuch miſerp is befallen to us Afſyrians, that we ſhall be 
a repꝛoach and ſcandal to all the wozid , which J would repeat, 
but befoze J can make an end, death will ſtop mu ſp&ch; there⸗ 
koze tell me How mn Ladp Pieta fareth, 

Noble Duke (ſaid J) the is in god health; and in gre at pꝛo⸗ 
ſperitp: J rejonte thereat (quothH@) chuugh IJ have otherwiſe 
eberlaſting cauſe to ſozrow ; Fo: our Soveraign Lozd the King 
after he had put the Armenians to flight, was very defirous upon 
ſome occaſion (as net unknown) to leave the Court, in his ab⸗ 
ſence committing the Governinent thereof to mu unhappy ſelf, 
aud the Noble Knight Thrureus , won we perfozmed with 

great' 
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great quret, until Duke Oretus, one that never was true to the 
State, hearing of the Kings departure , which we could by no 
means conceal, raiſed a falſe repozt, that we Had murthered the 
King; which rumour mobed the common people toſuch diſquiet, 
that then began to Rebel, which he perteiving, aiming ctherebp 
to win the Crown, gathered a great company of them toge - 
ther, with pꝛetente of Revenge againſt us; which when wee 
heard of, with all ſped we could poſſible , we muſfered up men 
foz our defence, but ſo cager were the multitudes to our deſtru⸗ 
tion , together with Oretus his perſwaſtons , that befoze wee 
were ann wap able to reſiſt them, then ſer upon ugs, and ſhed a 
great deal of their own Countru-mens blod that ſteod in our 
— and conſtrained us to dꝛaw back our foꝛtes within the 
ity. 

The King of Armenia hearing of this Rebellion, with great 
ſped bzought a mighty Armp into this Land, deſtroying all that 
came in his way, burning both Towns and Cities, and deſfroy- 
ing the common people with an exceeding great laughter. O- 
retus Henring this, was ſfruck with ſuch a terroz , that he fled, 
leaving his confederate Rebels to be deſtroped by the Enemy, 
whichcauſedus by a Herald to demand; Whether then would 
ſubmit themſelves to us, o2 not, oz by their treaſon to ſe their 
Countrys ruine » With that then yielded, and we gathered all 
our foꝛtes together to reſiſt the Enemp , with whom we fought 
the great battels , and in the ſame loff above thirty thouſand 
Aſſyrians, being d2iven to flight. This dap again, gathering 
head to reſiſt them, and being to few in number, in reſpec of 
their ffrength and multitude,you ſ& How our bodies lie mangled 
upon the earth; myſelf ( Jtrhink ) the lat that liveth to tell 
this news; fo2 the noble Thrureus is alreadp ſlain , whoſe 
Deeds of valour would contain a great volume; which news, 
when our King hears , it will no doubt cut off His vertuaus life 
with \ozrow , mn greateſt grief being that J cannot hear of his 
lafetn befoze mp death. 

Pp Lo2d ( ſaid J) our Gzatious Ring is living , and in god 
health in Per ſia, who ſent me unto pour Yonoz , and Theuceus 
with a Pelſlage which J nerd not now unfold. Pes, god Piſor, 
CaidhHe)let me Hear mp Lozds Peſſage,that J map therebp _ 
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whether J was fill in his favour oz no; with that J told him th® 
cauſe of mn coming, which when he had heard, ſuch a paſſion of 
diſcontent overcame His vital Spirits, that with mann bitter 
groans he gave up the Ghoſt, When J ſaw there was no way 
fo his recovery, J departed, to enquire what flaugheer the ene- 
my made, who bp that rimethe dan was ended, had vanquiſhed 
the Aſſyrian Foztes, and to the City, and moſt of the Nobi- 
litu Pziſoners : J ſtaped four days hiding me ſecretly, to bing 
you certain news, which is this: The King of Armenia com- 
pelled the Noble men to ſwear Allegiance to Palian His Eldeſt 
Son, whom he Hath Crowned King in Aſſyria, and left a migh⸗ 
tu Armp foꝛ his defence: When J underſtod this, Jreturned 
to certifie pour Pajeſtp thereof.

How Perſicles hearing the News by Piſer, departed into a ſoli- 
rary place, which cauſed the unfortunare ſeparation be wixt 
him and Conſtantia, who in great ſorrow wandring to ſeek 
him was found by Helion, and carried into Arabia; of the 
ſorrows Perſicles endured for her abſence : How Piſor became

Piſor's Heavp news , that he had much ado to contain 

himlelf from extream madneſſe, that he minded a while 

to with⸗dꝛaw himſelf to utter his plaints in thoſe lolita. 

tary walks, hut ſeing Piſor follow Him; deſired hjm to return to 
the ſhephecds Youſe, and in no tale to acquaint Conſtantia with 
the miſ-foztunes ; burt if ſhe asked foꝛ him, he ſhould tel her he 
would come pꝛeſently. Piſor being departed, he ſought foz the 
moſt unfrequented plate iu the Nd, wandzed long in that dil⸗ 
tontent, but could finde none agrerable to his minde; not knowing 
where he went, o what he intended, his ſen'es being dulled with 
that paſſionate vexation, continuing ſo long therein;that he ſpent 
longer time in ſ&king out a place of reſt, then he was ware of, 
which turned to his greater unreſt,as afterwards it fell out: foz 
Conſtantia marbelliing that be ifaved ſo long, and noting Pilor's 
F 2 pdarkned 


PH heart was overcome with ſuch ſozrow, to hear 
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darſteurd countenance , ſuppoſed ſome ill news to be the cauſs; 
and f.nding occaſion fit, thought to finde her Love in the mid 
of his Dumps, and with her amiable pꝛeſente tocomfozt him, 
lo ſtealing from the Cottage into the Mod, where Piſor told 
her that he had left him, ſhe wandzed up and down a great 
while, not finding him, which made her wonder; ſometimes cal- 
ling him, but not by his right name, leaſt any ſhould Hear her: 
And kuding that means to pꝛevail not hing ſbe began to enter in⸗ 
to many doubtful thoughts: Sometimes calling his Lovalty in 
queſtion; then again repꝛobing her fancp foz encring into ſuſpi⸗ 
tion of Hun; then thinking ſome il news was hapned in Aſſy ria, 
which might dzive him into a careleſs deſperation, fearing that 
ſome of the Perſian nights had met him, and finding ſome like: 
li hond of (uſpition in him, Hath carried Him to the King her Fa- 
ther. Thele Peditations poſſeſt her minde ſo long, and wꝛought 
luch terro? in her fancies , that the fared like one that had been 
poſſeſf with the truth that it wag ſo. 

Thus did they both continue the moſt part of the day, ſhe ler 
ing him, and he oppꝛeſt with care, not remembzing that it was 
time to return home; vet both of them direcing their ſteps a con- 
trarp wap, that then met not; but wandzed one from the other; 
at laſt he remembzed where he was, how long he had been ab- 
ſent, and what care ſhe would take foꝛ his abſence, which cauſed 
Him with as much ſpeed to haſte hack, as with earneſffneſs he 
Had wandꝛed up and down; which befoze he could attain it grew 
towards night. 

Piſor likewiſe marvelling at his long ſtan, and her ſudden de- 
parture, fearing ſome ill might betide him, and ſome extraoꝛdi⸗ 
nary care oppꝛels her; left the Cottage to finde him and ik he 
could meet her, to direa per to the place where he left him. 

When Per ſicles found them both abſent,he marvelledthereat, 
enquiring of the old woman when then degarred, who told him, 
that Conſtancia went out firſt, and he after her; which made him 
think that ſhe 1.ziſſing Him ſo.long, might go to ſ&K him, and Pi- 
(or followed het, thinking to dirs her, leaſt ſhe ſhould wander 
aftrap (as ſhe might well do) in thoſe unfrequented places. But 
when he had a long time tont inued in thoſe dumps, and law nie⸗ 
ther of them returned, he began to enter into many miſ-doubts, 
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fuch as pꝛotted from the unquiet motions of diffempered Cogi- 
tations,being fearful ro depart from thence again, left he might 
ſo miſſe them. 

Piſor being entred the Wod , came tothe place where he had 
left Perlicles, but tould neither finde him there, no2 Conſtantia, 
which made him wander up and down lo long, that he was wea- 
ru. At laſt he came to a ſhadu place, and laping himſelf down ro 
reſt, he caſt up his eyes, and elpued moff beautiful fruit upon a 
tree hanging right over his head, the ſight thereof pleaſed him ſo 
well. that plucking ſome of the lame, te found the tafte pleaſant, 
which cauſed him to eat many of them, which made him pze- 
ſently fall into a deadly lep: The name of the Fruit is called 
Pyloſs; the nature whereot is, to pꝛocure thoſe that taſte it, firſt 
to ſleep foz the ſpace of four and twenty houres, and after to be⸗ 
tome frantick fo: the ſpace of thꝛer months, which Hindzed Piſor 
from returning. | 

When Perlicles had ſtaped ſo long, expecting their coming, un- 
til it began to be dark: He again went out telling the Shepherd 
that He was going to ſerk them;cruel Fozrune direaing his ſteps 
unto the plate where Piſor lau leping: Whom when he beheld, 
but neither by calling 82 an» other means could awaken him; a 
deadlp fear poſſeſs d his fancy,thar ſome furious Eeaſt had ſlain 
him, and either devoured Conſtantia, oz perſued her, fluing from 
him; which cauſed him like a mad man to dzaw forth Piſor's 
Swoꝛd, running up and down to ik that which was not there 
co be found. | 

Conſtantia by this time was wandꝛed ſo far in ſearch fo Per- 
ficles : that ſhe could by no means tell which wan to go back a+ 
gain, but was conftkraine d all that night to wander up and down 
with hope to Have returned; But contrarp to her thoughts, went 
another wap, her fear and care cauſing her to make the moze 
ſped, that being wearped with travel, coming to the out-ſids of 
the Mod, the late down upon a Bank, and after ſhe had bewail- 
ed her miſerable effate , and wearied her ſenſes with ſozrow, as 
the had her bodp with travel, fell aſp. 

Now it fell out, that Helion the dap before had taken his leave 
of the Emperoz of Perſia to travel into Arabia, and that ni 
lay at Seliaes Fathers, cauſing her tobe attyzed in Rich Ox 
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naments that mozning carried her into Arabia, intending there 
to make her his Bude , and by misfoztune paſſed by the place 
where Conitantia lap faſt aflep: Some of His followers ſon 
eſpyed her, and ſhewed her to Helion , Selia likewiſe ſing her, 
pꝛeſentl told Helion,thather apparel was either the lame which 
Conſtantiaes Gentlewoman tk from her in the Perſian Court, 
oz ſo like it, ſhecould not tell one from the other. Helion rode to 
her and awaked her; by his fozmer diſpoſition; and her counte- 
nante, which was ſtill in his remembzance,he perfedlp knew her, 
and ſhe at the firft ſight knew him, which amazed her ſenſes 
with deadly fear: To whom he (aid : Pp dear Conſtantia, what 
ha th cauſed pou thus diſcourteouſlp to rejea mp love - and leave 
the Per ian Court to endure this hard foztune, ſo much diſagree- 
ing to pour effate, pet at length I beſeech pou accept of mp love, 
and go with me into Arabia, 

Leave off pour diſſembling ſpeches ( quoth Conſtantia) and 
let me alone, fo2 J had rather all mp life lie on this cold earth, 
then live at eaſe with nou. With that ſhe would have left him, 
but he commanded His Servants by fo:ce to take her into the 
Coach, and to go along with him into Arabia, not leting ann 
know what the was but Selia. 

When Conſtantia ſaw that of foꝛte ſhe muſf needs go, ſhe ut- 
tered ſuch plaints, and made ſuch ſoꝛrowful exclamations, that 
thoſe that guarded her thought ſhe would Have fallen mad, and 
though then neither knew her noz Her cauſe of ſozrow ; pet in 
their hearts then pittied her. 

Whom we will leave fullp poſſeſf with the uttermoſt exter⸗ 
mitn of anguiſh, onwards towards Arabia, the place ſhe moſt of 
all hated , toſpealt of Perſicles who in a mad fury Having ran up 
and down a long time in the Mod, again teturned to the @hep- 
heras Houſe , to (& if Conſtantia were not yet come , but there 
he found onely the Shepherd and His Wife in great care, wait- 
ing his return; who eſpying the @wozd in his hand, and his 
face and hand3 in man» plates blody, which was with the ſtrat⸗ 
ches he had received in the dark wood, were ready to flie from 
him fo: fear; hut he mild demanded if Conſtantia were come 
back, who told him then law her not: Alas (quoth he) p La- 
dy, J fear ſhe is devoured by ſome mercileſs Beaſt, fo J * 
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Piſor Iping dead in the Md, which atfrighterh me with ſuch 
fear of her miſhap, that Jknow not what to do, no2 which wap 
Pp Lom (ſaid the Shepherd) J can aſſure pou there doth no 
wilde beaſt haunt this WM d, fo2 then tould not my Flocks fey 
in quiet, of which J have not loſt one Lamb bp anp caſualty ; 
the rather I think mp Lady miCing you all the dan, is gone ſo 
far into the wiod, that ſhe cannot return, noꝛ pou finde her, whom 
I do not doubt hut to finde in the mozning; neither is he dead, 
but J believe hath caſted ſome of our unlucky» Fruit called Pu⸗ 
loſs, that hath calf Him into a dead ſleep, and after that he will 
be Frantick foꝛ a ſpace. : 
Perlicles was much comfozted with the Shepherds ſpeeches, 
pet notwithſfanding left him, and all that night wandꝛed up and 
down the Wed to finde her, but he ſpent his labour in vain, nei⸗ 
ther that night, noz the next day finding her, which dzave him 
ſo far bepond the compaſs of Natural continency, that it he had 
remained long in that perplerity, it would have cur off his life. 
When he law himſelf void of all Hopes, without means how to 
finde her, and aſſurance that ſhe was not within the Mcd he 
late himſelf down upon the earth uttering theſe laments. How 
foztunate Had J been, Had Jnever ſet ft on Perſian ſoil » then 
had J been fill Kingof Aſſyria, und Conſtantia at quiet in her 
Fathers Court, whereas now, both J, but eſpecially her ſelf, is 
fallen into extream miſerp : Mad it onelp fallen to my ſhare , to 
have endured a thouſand moze miſ-foztunes , J could with pati⸗ 
ence have endured them; onely this tozmenteth me, that mn 
mis foꝛtune hath bzought her from weal, to wo, from quiet, to 
diſcontent, from pleaſure, to pain, from happineſs, to miſery, 
and from life, to death. J cannot tell How to p2event theſe e 
vils, to ſit here and utter ſad wonds, availeth me not; to bewail 
her eſtate helpeth me not, noꝛ to deſfron my ſelf will benefit her: 
ao J fit here foz eber, J ſhould never finde her, and to ſl; 
ber our of this place, is to ſpend mp laboor without hope of ann 
comfozr, fo I fear the is dead, and then J map ſoner met her 
Gholt in this place then her body in another, Well, ſince neither 
comfozt no2 counſel is lefs ro further mp hopes, J will foz cver 
dwell in this unfoztunats plate, and fill the ſame with my la⸗ 
| menus, 
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ments, neither ſhall mp body reſt in bed, noz mp ſfainack taſte of 
other fd than wilde fruit, until AJ ande mn Love, oz know the 
plaee of her abode. 

Thus he lived in thoſe wods many dates and pears, making 
every trie a Monument of Conſtantiaes tinfoztunare loſs,though 
he was often periwaded by Piſor, who afterwards travelled moſt 

art of thoſe Countrps in ſearch of her, but could never hear & 

er: TheEmperoz her Father alſohadgiven over all care , as 
ſuppoling her to be dead; greatly lamenting the miſ-fozrunes of 
Perlicles, and marvelling at his abſence, believing that he was 
murthered, accozding to the accuſations made bp Oretus againſt 
Parenus and Thrureus, whom we will leave fo2 a while, to [peak 
of the miſ-foztunes that befel Conſtantia. 


CHAP. VI. 


How Selia was married to Helion, and of the miſeries Conſtantia 
endured by her jealouſie: How Conſtantia was delivered of a 
gocdly Buy, whoſelife was preſerved by the policy of Palia, and 
how Sclia vexed therear. 0 


Elion wag no ſoner tome ints Arabia, but he was ifo- 
med of his Fathers death, which foz a time he lamen⸗ 
ted of common uſe, not of piety 02 affecnion; iu ihe mean 
time cauſing Conſtantia to be kept in an old Monafferp, 

under the Government of an-ancient Lady, who lived not oneln 
by the gifts that the King beſfowed upon her foz many bad ac1- 
ons, but alſo of manu Gentlemen that Hunted the company of 
the Rings Coucubines by ſtealth. In this verp place did he 
leave Conſtantia , neither her Keeper noz any other knowing 
what ſhe was, who bp this time was reſolved ro endure all ad- 
berſities; mann daies giving her ſelftoquiet: Helion bp reaſon 
of His diſſembling mourning He came not at her. 

But the time being tome, that he was Crowned Ring, de mar- 
ried Selia, cauſing Conſtantia as one of her Hand · maids to at; 
tend her, which he did out of a malicious intent only to vex her; 
but the was well content ts do any thing to be rid of his hatetul 
abe, whom ſhe abhozred from the verp depth of her ſoul, _-> 
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when he ſaw ſhe endured the ſame with luch patfence, ze again 
cauſed her to be kept cloſelp in the ꝓonaſtern, giving oꝛder that 
none but Palia ſhould come at her. 

Thus did ſhe continue until ſhe began to fel her ſelf with 
Child by Perſicles, which dzave her to the uttermof exigent of 
care , how to pteſerve the Infants life; ſometimes thinaing to 
make ger eſtate known co Palia; but having ſufficient tryal of 
her wicked diſpoſition durſt uot trust her, leaſt the ſhould reveal 
the ſame to the King. 

Selia alſo at that time was great with Childe by Helion, both 
Lonceiving ar one inſtant, one in the Per ſian Conrt,rFe other in 
the Stcepherds Cottage. Selia made Helion acquainted there- 
with deſiriug chat ſhe might be de!tvered in ſome private place, 
that the Ladies of the Court might not know thereof, oz it 
would be to her a great ſcandal. 

Helion well knowing the nature of the people, and in what dc» 
te able ſoꝛt ti ex Feld Adultery in their Queen, thought no plate 
ſo Er ag the Pcnafterp where Conſtamia was, whetter ſhe was 
len conce; cd; repozt being given out by the Kings command, 
that ſhe was foz the pze[crt atien of her health departed into the 
Coi'nry, 

Tie Ann being come into the Ponaſterp, agked fo Con- 
ſanta; he was preſently bzorightr before her, whom Selia now 
began to harry morally, being jealous of ber, ſuppoſing that her 
Mus band steil loved her, whom ſhe uſed ſo diſdainkullp, upbzaid- 
ing ter wi h man undretent (ſpeeches, which ſhe tok moft pati⸗ 
ently . with bzimth icar? lamenting her mil ⸗foztunes; and ſo 
pꝛoudlu did the bthaue her elf to all chat attended on Fer, that 
the began to diſlile her. 

Palia ſœing the pꝛidr of the Quin , and in what diſdainful 
ſozr Che uſed her attuſing her to be pꝛibꝝ to the Kings ſecret lobe 
to Coniſtantia, aud uſing her ſo bale lu, and with ſuch evil tearms, 
began to hate her, which Conttantia perceived by ſome doubtful 
woꝛds ſhe gave out againſt ker; wetreupeu finding a ft oppeꝛ · 
tunitp, when ſhe was vered with her unkindenels, che tame to 
Palia, and ſaid; J perceive the Quien u eth you unkindely, re- 


garding to uſe none well though tbey gave ker no cauſe at all ſhe 


likewile miluſeth me, that never - my life offended her 3 
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haus bern the greateſt cauſe of her god, J wouldgladly intreat 
pour aid: and withal reveal manp things unto pou, that you pet 
knew not, if J were aſſured of pour ſecreſie , which J am the 
moze fearful toreveal,becauſe then are matters of great impoꝛ⸗ 
tante, but notwithſtanding, if yon will vouchla fe pour aſliſtante 
to pittp mp mol} miſet able eſtate, pou would do a de? of ever- 
laſting merit. 

Palia hearing her ſpches, ſaid; If I man likewiſe without 
fear make mp minde known unto pou, be you aſſured that I do ſo 
moztally hate her, that rewards my god ſervice with ſach dil 
dain, that I will not leave any thing unattemped to ver and to; 
ment her; therefoze if an Dath may aſſure pou of mu ſecrefie,ha- 
ving no other means at this infant to give nau p2of thereof; J 
bow bp all the Gods, that J never intend fo2 to reveal what pou 
diſcloſe to me, but will molt faithfully endeavour to pleaſure pour 
to mp utmoſt power, Then know (quoth Conſtantia) that Jam 
Daughter tothe Emperoꝛ of Perſia, ſometimes b2ought up in 
this Court, and pour Nuen but the Daughter of a Countrep 
Swain in Perſia, that being exalted ro Dignity, though baſely 
bozn,behaveth her ſelfthus pzoudlp; J fearing mp Father would 
have married me to He lion againſt mu will having betrothed mp 
ſelf to the King of Aſſyria, with whom J ole from the Court in 
this apparel of Seliaes, that is now pour Nucen, much enquiry 
was made foz me, but thep could never finde me,foz I lived with 
mp Loꝛd in this diſguiſe in a Shepherds Houſe , until one dau 
I mifſing him, raped ſo far from the Houſe that J could not re 
turn, ſo by miſ-foztune was found by Helion; and thus am J pou 
(@ hʒought into this Country, either to my death, oz a wozſer 
end; J am alſo big with Child, and within ſhozt fpace lok to be 
delibered;my earneſt deſire is, hat nau would uſe ſome means to 
pzeſerve mn Babe from death, which no doubt it is likely to en 
dure by her malice and his cruelty. 

Palia Hearing her ſp#ches, did comfo2t her with mann che ar 
ful wozds, thereby to wozk ſome revenge aga inſt che Nun, pi⸗ 
tying the diſtreſs of Conſtantia, of whoſe vertues ſhe had befoze 
ſome Rnowledge : with this pꝛomile did Conſtantia ſomewhat 
camfozt her ſelf, hoping that in the end ſhe ſhould eſcape from 
that bondage, being daily cheriſhed by old Palia who 9 
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her (elf towards Selia with ſuch dutp, and obedience, that not 
withſtanding her often upbzaidings,ſhe ill kept her ſelf in moff 
place of credit about her. 

Now the time was come that the Queen was delivered of a 
neodly Boy, and Gonſtancia the next night of another, none be- 
ing p2iby thereto but Palia , who handled che matter with ſuch 
cunning, that ſhe conbez ed Conſtantiaes child ro Selia, and hers 
to Conſtanria making her acquainred with her intent therein; 
and the next night told Helion that the Danfoſel in her cuffod? 
was delivered of a Bou. Helion hearing that, willed her to 
keep the lame ſecret upon pain of death, and not to reveal it co 
the Queen, vowing ert many days todeſfrop it, giving oꝛder to 
hart his own Son named Perus; and toming to his Queen, told 
ker, it were beit to be nurſed in the Countrep, who was con- 
icnted to be ruled bu him. Then calling Palia to him Fe rold her 
that ſhe muſk movide a Nurſe foꝛ his Don , who having defoze 
complotted what ſhe intended, ſaid ſhe knew akinſwoman of 
hers, that was lately bzought to bed ſome twenty miles off, to 
whom the would contep the infant. 

Helion was glad of her pzomi'e,appotnting her all things ne: 
ceſſary fo2 her departure the next mozning. Late in the night 
when Palia was ſure none could ſ& her, ſhe went to Conſtantia, 
aud told her what ſhe 1atended, withal, as king her counſel, what 
the ſhould do - 

Ape me ſaid the, J know not in this extremity what to reſalbe 
upon, fearing neber toſ@ my Son again; and if thou goeſt J 
loſe mp greateſt comfozt. Then taking the Child in her armes, 
and beſtowing many dear kiſſes thereon, the ſaid, Palia, J pzap 
the let me know what thou intendeſt to do with it. Ladp(quorh 
ſhe) after Jam departed this Court, J will not ceaſe traveling 
tin J arrive in Aſſyria , where J do not doubt but to finde Perk- 
lecs, unto whom I will declare pour miſ-fozttunes. But if J 
finde him not there, J will travel into Perſia, to the place where 
pou loft him, where I ſhall aſuredly finde him, ſo that he know- 
ing pour eſfate, map ſeæł to releaſe pou. And wilt hau do this 
ko me (ſaid Conſtantia) that am never likelp te make thæ a 
mends - J will (quoth Palia) and with ſuch faithfulneſs execute 
mp charge, as ſhall pꝛeture pou - 
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ann ſpeches palt berwen them be foꝛe then parted, but pet 
inthe end ſhe was conſtrained to leave her almoſt dead with 
grief, but afterwards ſomewhat comfozted with tke god hopes 
ſhe had of her faithful dealing; of twa evils thinking it the be(f 
to commit the Babe to her courteſie, who by all likeli hend inten- 
ded well thereto. Early the next mozning che departed, having 
no bodp in her companp , with all the hafte ſhe could, traveling 
towards Aſſyria. 

Helion now began to meditate on Conſtantiaes miſ-foztune, 
and who ſhould be the Father of the Childe;and whereas befo:e 
be determined to ſhut her up in a Clopſte r until ſte would pield 
to his deſire, he now reſolbed to rebenge the diſdain ſhe had ſhe w 
ed him foz refufing his lobe: And finding occaſiou when none 
tould interrupt his ſpecþes, being alone with ber, he laid unte 
her in this manner. | 

Diſdatuf ul and unwoꝛthn Lady, did you effem ſo baſelp of 
my lobe, in mp contempt to chuſe ſome baſe bo:n Peaſant, to 
poſſeſs that which I ſo long ſought with devoted affection - and 
refufing mp Honourable pꝛofer, tochuſe rather to become ano- 
thers Yarlot « Who would eber Have thought that ſo tomelp a 
Perſon,ſhadowed with ſo fair a pꝛetext, had inwardlp nouriſhed 
ſuch ignoble affections, Do pou not think that the Emperoz pour 
Father will rejopce to hear, that his fair Daughter (which 
map well be termed incontinencp ) hath ſo vilelp ſtained ber 
PÞ21ncelp Blod, and defamed hex Ropal Stock, wich lo infa- 
mous a fact, oz will rather dye with grief. 

Therefoze topzevent ſo great a miſchief as will come bp his 
eeath, I wii be the man to keep this action from his knowledge, 
and in His behalf wozk ſuch puniſhment , as ſhall be agreable 
unto ſo great au offence : pet let me know the cauſe ot th con- 
tempt againſt me. and who is the Father of thy Baſfard,which 
if thou refuſe to da bp gentle means, J will by fozte compel 
ther thereunto. 

Conſtantia with patience heard out his ſperches, and then did 
make Him this anſwer : Helion, J can well bear pour oppꝛohzi⸗ 
nig wozds , neither do care How ſcandalous thep are; foz the 
Father of my Infant is as god as thp ſelf, and one that J love 
fas moze than thpſelf,who cenſnroch me accozding to the _ 
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of his own diſpoſition: The reaſon wp J left mp Fathers 
Court was to aboid your 1mpo;tunate ſuit, which was berp im⸗ 
pleaſing tome, in reſpea of che Houozable love J embzated; 
therefoze beware that r01abu'enot me; foz though the Empe⸗ 
roz mp Father will not revenge my wzorigs, yet there is a King 
as mighty as he, claimeth mp poſſeſſion, and will not ſuffer mer 
to be w2onged. ; 

What, is a Bing the Fathrr of that Eaffard, ſaid he? No, 
thou ſhalt never petrſwade me to that; fo: it loketh moze liker a 
Fol, than a Bing. 

Pea, ſald He, and pet a King as wiſe ag thp ſelf, and that ere 
long thou ſhalt ſon know; fo: the Facher thereof is pʒibate to 


all chu adions, although thou thinke me ſafely kept; andif 


thou doſt murther it J care not, foz thy ſelf will be the firff that 
will repent the ded, And foz meuſe me well, foz te Father 
of this Infant loveth thee well, and pet thou wilt be'thy own de- 
ſcruaien in ſ&liing his death. 

Helion undertod not the meaning , mardclling who it ſhould 
be we meant, that he ſatd; think thou art mad, oz counter- 
feiteſt ſome deceit bp the ambiguitꝝ of ch» ſpeches; fo: How can 
the Father of that bzat love me? oz what cauſe Haves I to re- 
pent me of any thing J chould do to it, whichthe rather ſhall 
(uffer mn wzath becauſe of rhu deriſions ; therefoze reſolve me, 
oz be aſſuredof mv everlafing hatred. 

J neither (quoth ſhe) regard the noz thy Hate, utterlp denp- 
ing to fulfil thy requeſt in anp reſpec; pet if thou haddeſt not de⸗ 
manded it J ſhould peradventure have told ther: Dothe wo. 
pou tan, Itare not, foz miſerp it ſelf Hath made me reſolve to 
endure the greateſt extremity; and know, that J da the moze 
diſlike the Babe becauſe it is ſo like thæ, that haſt not the leaſt 
ſpark of honoz og Honcſfp, Asli me no inoze queſtions, foz J 
will not anſwer ther, eſteming mp ſelf moze foztunate in thu 
hatred then in thy love, foz the one is nothing but the diſfempe- 
red motion of a cowardly diſpoſition; andthe other the uncon- 
fant fal bed of a ſhallow wit. , 

Helion was much bered to ſ How lightly ſhe effemed Him; 
wag readp to tear his hair, de went raging and wearing from 
her, meditating which wap How to wozk his revenge, Selia no- 

ting

ting his diffemper bp his pail countenance ,agked him what had 

dilquieted Him - to whom he gave no anſwer at all, caſting a 
ſcoznful lok towards her, which took in ſuch ſuſpictous ſozt, 
that the p:eſentlp (ed he did it in ſco;nof her, and being 
puffed up with jeal „ could not refrain from tears, and at 
laff ſhe uttertd theſe ſpeches. 

Py Lozd, J now perceive the love you pꝛoteſted to bare tome 
is altered, and J like a pon caſt away am like tot ine in miſery, 
O that J Had lived ſtil in my cantented effate , then ſhould J not 
habe ben ſubject to theſe miſ-foztunes ! Conſtantia whom pou 
told me nou loved net, it is ſhe hath folen awan aur affenions, 
and on her vou dote, de piſing me, wherein nou ſhew the uncon- 
Fancp of nour diſpoſition; beſides,ſhe hath made known what J 
was, which makes me \comed by the Ladies of the Court, ſo 
that the miſery J am like to endure is intollerable. 

Do not, ſaid he, diſquiet pour ſelf with the lealt luſpicien of a- 
np ſuch alteration in me, fo2 J vow to lobe none bur pour ſelf; 

cauſe of my veration is, how to rebenge my ſelf on her that 
even now hath abu\ſ'd me with cppꝛobzious terms; ſhs is bzoughe 
to bed ok a Baſfard, begotten of a baſe bozn Peaſant , which 
ſhall not live long to vex me; J with J had left her in Perſia to 
have been devoured by wilde beaſfs , rather then my pittying 
her, to wozk mu ſelf this diſquiet. Should J ſend wozd to her 
Father the Emperez, He would compel me to marry ker, oz elſe, 
he would make war againſt me: Oz it I ſhould ſeek her death, it 
would bp ſome means oꝛ other come to his ear and then he would 
7 revenge againſt me, ſo that J know not what wap to be rid 
of Her. . 

The Quteu hearing him ſap ſhe had a Baſtard, p:eſentlp be⸗ 
gan to ſuſpec it to be his, and would then have uttered it, but 
frar and pzemeditated hope of revenge againſt Conſtantia , ffop- 
ped her, thinking firff to learn the truth, befoze ſhe would of- 
fend him; perceiving his inconſtant diſpoſition to be ſuch, that 
the leaſt thing altered his love,deferring the ſame till her math 
was ended, by which means Conſtantia reſted void of diſtur⸗ 
banince. 1 

The flame of jealouſie hurned ſo in Seliaes Be aſt, that as \ 
as ſhe had fozſaken the Ponaſterp, and had a while with — 
| ind- 
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kindnefſe behaved Her ſelf to all the Lozds and Ladies in mot 
eſtimation, therebn to inſinuate into their god opinion, ſhe came 
to Conſtantia, fawning upon her with an affable countenance 
uſing many courteous ſpcec bes towards her, with intent to fi 
out the truth of her ſuſpition. 

Helion hearing that ſhe was in the Ponaferp, fearing that ſhe 
would Have done ſome violence to Conſtantia , followed her: Se- 
lia ſcing him there, was Half aſfoniſhed, thinking that He had 
not known thereof, and now ſuſpeced of a truth that he came to 
biſit Conſtant ia of lobe, and not to ſ&k her, again burſt fozth into 
tears, whereupon he rok an occaſion to ſap thus: Selia, J perceive 
ſuſpition is the cauſe of pour diſquiet , therefoze to ſhew what 
little cauſe pou have to uſc me ſo; do but ſay what J ould do to 
this diſhonozable Ladp , and it ſhall be perfozmed, Conſtantia 
then began to fear ſome miſchief was near her, which might ea- 
ſiln hate been ſ&n by the oft changing of her countenance;whers- 
upon ſhe made this reply; Helion. if thu Quen knew How much 
JI diſdain the , ſuch motions of diſquiet would not trouble her, 
foʒ I contemn thu diſpoſitions, which are ready to alter with e- 


, Lerp blaſt of winde: oz Selia, doſt thou think mp heart will op 


to his baſe luſt , oꝛ become Concubine to ſo degonerate a wretch 
as thy Husband is, no, J will rather ſer mp body tozn in pieces, 
and ſuffer the cruelleſt miſery in the wozld ; Me thꝛeatneth me 
with terrible ſpxeches, but his Cowards heart is not of courage 
to execute His deteſted will; Therefoze, thon that art of a Heavy 
diſpoſirion, tomeſt to incourage him to do miſchief; do the wozſk 
pou can both, f o2 J fear pou not, hut would gladly be rid out of 
this miſerable life: And rid thou ſhalt ſon be (ſaid Selia) not- 
withſfanding thy diſſimulation, think ing with diſdainful ſpe- 
ches to colour thy wickedneſſe. J am inded come to be reven- 
ged on ther, that troſleſt mp intent, and firff ſhall that Baſfard 
fel the (mart of my wzath. Then catching the Child out of the 
Cradel where it lan, ſhe held it bythe heels readp to depzive 
it of life, tel Helion with-held her; Then Conſtantia ſaid; Nap 
let her marther it, andſhe will be the firſt that will repent it;

dem the from hence;being lateln diſpolleſt of his Crown bythe 
King of Armenia, and by the Treaſon of his oron Dubjcas, be⸗ 
ing himſelf dꝛiven tolive in obſcurity z therefoze this will J do 
inſaiisfation of mu minde againlt the; thou ſhalt never depart 
rom hence but in this Cloyſter end thy life unleſſe the valiant⸗ 
eff Knight in the woꝛld redeem the , foz ſuch a gaard will J put 
ober thee, as ſhall be overcome by none. | 

Conſtantia was no whit grieved to hear the dom of her im- 
pꝛilonment, but only the ſluſpea ſhe had of his wozds of Pecticles, 
vbercame her heart in ſuch fear, that ſhe fell down in a deadly 
Trance ; thoſe that were about her Having uuich adv to recover 
her; whereupon the y beft her; Helion giving command that mot 
diligent ſearch ſhonld he made fo; Palia thzough the whole Count 
irp of Arabia. 22 
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CHAP. IX. 


How Helion built an Enchanted Tower to put Conſtantia therein; 
and how he was impriſoned therein himſelf in great miſery by the 
Enchautreſs II. 


vow'd(being relolb'd to woꝛk the moſt crueleft revenge that 

might be on the Lady Conttanria) called all the cunning'ff 

wozkmen of his Land befoze him, asking their advice 
about building of a Caſtle of invincible ſtrength, which then 
pꝛomiled to perfozm; and thus then began to woꝛk: Firlt ſtitu⸗ 
ating the ſame upon a Rocky Hill of great largene[s, that was 
encompaſſed with a dep Lake, and encompaſſing the circuit of 
the ground with a wall framed of the hardeſt Parble, of ſuch 
\mwothneſs without, and height, that it was not to be aſcended; 
ober the Lake was framed a bꝛidge of exceding beauty, placing 
at the entrance two Foztifications, between them ſetting a Gate 
of Bꝛals, curiouſly wꝛought with carved Jmages of Lyons, be- 
ing the Arms of Arabia; on the midſt then placed a Dzaw-b:idge 
d:zawn upon ſuch deviſes., that one man was able to dꝛaw up 
the lame with ſped ; at the further end of the Bꝛidge was buil⸗ 
ded a moſt curious wꝛought Gate-houſe , garniſhed with ffones 
of ſtrange and ſundry colours, the entrance thereto was another 
Gate of Bꝛaſs, far exceding the firſt; in the midff above the top 
thereof, was placed the fozm of ſix Golden Lpons of great big · 
neſs; within this Poꝛch was a large Court, encompaſſed round 
with Turrets, Walls. and Fortifications, within the compals 
whereof an Army of Souldiers might lie encamped. 

The next entrance was thze Gates of Braſs, caxved like the 
other two, over which then built a Tower of great beautp , and 
wo:zkmanſhip , framed of Adamant, cut out and carved inte 
the fozms of ſeveral Beaſts, Trees, Herbs, and Fowls, the bcan- 
tu whereof, would have held the beholder in admiration; on the 
Top was built four Pinacles on a Quadzant, whoſe glittering

bern framed of beaten Cold; within the Tower was a Court 
encompaſſed ound about with moſt rich and ſfatcly building, 
having ſeveral dos into every building, of invincible ſtrength, 
framed all of one p:opoztion, guilded over with Gold; the Win- 
dows of an exteding la rgenels aud beauty , ſuppoꝛted by two 
Lpons of carved Alablaſter, gilded over with Gold; on the top 
next to the Tves, two Chernbs ſtanding in Fozm of Angels 
of carved Gold, ſuppozting the picture of a beautiful Lady ; the 
Windows diſcovering the richneſs of the Chambers within : 
In the mi dit of this Court was framgd a clear Fountain; with 
dibers freams of water ſpꝛinging from the ſame, curiouſly cars 
bed and guilded over with Gold, the bztghtneſs glitteriug with 
ſach reflection of the Sun beams round about, that at the firſt 
entrance it would habe dazelled the beholders eyes: At the fur- 
ther end of this Court was a Hall of exceeding largene\ſs , ſup: 
potted within with Pillars of Jeat, beſet with ſtones of ſundzn 
colours; the gien being framed of the moſt curious wozk of 
carved Wood, the Ref of ſfone , whereon were colozed out the 
colours of all kinde of fruits; the walls hung with rich hang- 
ings of Arras containing the Viſfozp of the Mars of Troy: 
In the midſt of this Hall was faſkned two Pillars, whereunto 
were chained two Lyons of huge bigneſs and great Frength,de- 
nving ann further entrance ; the further end of the Mall was 
without anp Wall at all, ſuppozted bp Pillars of the ſame Jeat, 
lying open in a Garden of great largeneſs, which at the firft en⸗ 
tring into the Hall was gloztouſlp diſcerned, in which were 
made Walks, Arbozs, bozders of Flowers, and the fozm of all 
things cut ont in Herbs, Flowers to delight the eye, pleale the 
ſmell, of ſeveral fozms, and all things ſo curiouſip wzought, as 
was ffrange to behold: In the midit of this Garden fwd a Ban- 
quetting-houſe of round pzapoztion, the foundation ſuppozted by 
four Lyons of carved blew ffone , called Ayres ; the Windows 
round about encompaſſed the ſame , thzough which the Light 
paſſed clearlp without impediment ; the Pillars, Caſements, 
and other pꝛopoꝛt ions of luth excellent wozkmanſhip , that it 
femed to be altogether framed of Chziffal : on the top of this 
PÞouſe tod the fozm of an Angel framed of beaten Gold, popnt- 
ing with his Finger towards the other Lodgings , of yp rich 
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building, at the farther end ofthe Garden, the deſcription there“ 
of is hereafter let down. 

Helion Having finiſhed this wozkt, called unto him one Pen- 
thraſus an ancient P:ofefſo2 of Necromancy , and with him a- 
lone went into the Palace, ſhewing Him rhe lame, and why 
he Had built it, deſiring his counſel and aid to the perfozmanee 
ok his will. 

Penthraſus being deſirous top2aciſe His Art, which beloze He 
durſt not do, (foz by the Laws of the Land the ſame was puniſh- 
ed with death) pzomiſcd by His Art, to make the ſame lo invin- 
cible, that it ſhould never be overcome bp frength oz polity) 
adbiſing the King to bzing Conſtantia thither , and two Damo- 
ſels to attend her, and attpze her in rich Dznaments. When the 
Ring had perſ02med this, and delibered her to Penthraſus, ma- 
king a condition with him, that none but Himſelf ſhould be luft · 
fered to have entrance, he departed, leaving Conftancia to be en; 
tertained bp Penthraſus, who led her into the Caffle , appoints 
ing her Damoſels where then would habe all things neceſarp, 
telling her it would be manp years befoze ſhe could be releaſed : 
After he had placed her there, he to taſt about How to fo2: 
tifie the lame; and bp his Art, he found that there lived in the 
Deſart of Arabia two mighty Gpants,of huge pzopoztion,and of 
great ſtrength , whom he found out, caſfing ſuch bewitched 
charms upon them, that then pꝛeſently followed him tothe Ca⸗ 
Me , (which he afterwards named Penthraſus's Palace) by his 
charms and ſpells binding them to kep the firſt entrance of tho 
Bꝛidge, and by His Sozceries. guarding every entrance in ſuch 
ffrong ſozt,as it was impoſſible to be obercome. Yaving perfoz- 
medeverp thing accozding to His minde, he bi t thirker bis 
wife, named lla, determining to ſpend the reſt of his life there; 
but within few pears he fell lick, and by his art found the date of 
His life to be near; he went to the Ozatle of the 
Heſperian mphs in the Delart, which he was enjoyned unto 
bp a Uiſton He ſaw in his lep, toknow what be ſhould ds con- 
terning thoſe tharms which be Had ſet upon the Caſtle, whole 
anſwer was this. | 

Pentbraſns , Becauſe by thy Art thou haſt not attempted any 
wicked action, and to diſcloſe the Deſtinies; many a Knight of 
922 ſundry 
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ſundry ſtrange Countries ſhall hear of the beauy of Conſtamia, 
and ſhall come ro try their adventures to fer her at liberty, bur 
none (hall perform it: neither fhall it be revealed that ſhe is the 
Daughter of the Emperor of Perſia , until ſhe be releaſed by the 
Valour cf her own Son, and the manner aud means how he is 
as yet hidden and unrevealed , until which time Ia will live, and 
by our directions govern the Caſtle until the Enchantments be 
ended, Ye recetved this anſwer, he returned home, and with- 
in few days dyed, 

Thus was Conſtantia encloſed , enjoping all the delights her 
heart could deſire; but nothing could comfozt her but the remem- 
b:ance of her Lo2d Perſicles, foz whole abſence ſhe lived in conti- 
nual grief. k | 

Helion kept that which He had done concerning Conſtantia 
from the knowledge of Selia,determining never to ſee her again, 
within ſhoꝛt time after, ſuch diſcozd began between he and ſhe, 
that the whole Court was in an uproze, and he found ſuch dil⸗ 
quiet with her that then he began to hate her, abandon Her com- 
panp, and to dote on the remembzance of Conſtancia, repenting 
him of the evil he had done her, and reſolved again to let her at 
liberty, oz elſe to obtain of Penthraſus to live foʒ ever in the Ca- 
fle, and bp extraoꝛdinarꝝ means to obtain her love; and upon a 
time he rode thither determining to ſer Her, where when he came, 
he found the Gate ar the entrante of the Bꝛidge kaſt wut, and 
nothing but a Hozn Hanging thereat faſfned to a Chain, which 
winded, and pꝛeſently one of the Gyants came to the dz, with 
whoſe ſight he ſfod affrighted, til he agked him what he would 
Have » Jwouldſaid he, ſpeak with Penthraſus. The Gpant 
bid him tome in, and ſhutting fat theentrance, bzoughr Him be⸗ 
foe lla, who pꝛeſentiꝝ knowing him, ſaid, Junderſtand the 
cauſe of nour coming; whtch thou ſhalt never obtain,” koz which 
diſlopal thought and other ignoble derds, thou ſhalt never depart 
from hence, until the Ladp which thou didff cauſe ta be encloſed. 
here be ſet at liberty: with that, not ſuffering Him to anſwer, 
the tauled him to be bound, and barried into a datk Dangeou, 
where he was hardly dieted,and wozſe thꝛeatned. | 

Ha having him in her cuſtodp, knew that none elſe was pꝛibn 
ta Conftantiaes being there, catrſed theſe Uerſes to he waſtten 
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in Letters of Gold, and did hang them over the outermoff Gate, 

and bp the ſame Conſtantiaes Picture , whereon the caſt ſuch a 

— _ all that beheld it were in love with her. The Uerſes 
re theſe: -

CHAP. X. 
How Palia ſeeking for food was devoured by a Lyon ; and how the 
Infant was found by a Lady , whocheriſhed him, and afterwards 


named him Montelion. 


Et us now returu to ſpealt of Palia, and what happened to 
| the Infant. After ſhe had travelledout of Arabia, reſol- 
ving faithfullp to do what ſhe had undertaken, and had 
attained to Aſſyria, ſhes ſoon underſtood the news of the 
Armenians Wicorp , wherebp ſhe was aſſured it would be in 
vain to ſeek Perſicles there; therefoze the returnrd towards 
Perſia, intending to follow Conftantiaes diredions to finde him; 
but being wearped with long travelling, the late her ſelf down 
upon a Pountain , ſtanding in a valk and deſolate place, on the 
rop whereof grew a tuft of Tres , that ſhadowed her from the 


heat of the Dun, where ſhe had not long reſted, but the _—_ 
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faſt allen. und ſhe being bern hungry, began to ek fo2 Fruit, 
being no orher fed there to bee Had) leaving him upon rhe 
Yountam ; But wandzing into a thicket , was by miſ-foxtime 
deboured by a Lyon, and the peo; Infant left ready to be deffrop- 
ed, but the Deffinies that had alotted him to better foztune, 
thus pꝛeſerbed him. 

Not far off there dwelt an Ancient Knight, named Cothanes, 
who with his Lady the ſame dap had been hunting, and now ſhe 
being wearn of the ſpozt, with two ſervants in her company, 
hapned to alight at the very plate where the Babe lan, who by 
that time was awaked, and miffing bis Nurſe began to cry. 

Tht Lady hearing the noiſe, ſearched among the Trees, and 
peſently found the Childe, which ſhe tok in her arms, comman⸗ 
ding one of Fer Servants to take up a bundle of Cloaths that 
lap bn the ſame, and to winde His Yome; that Cothanes hearing 
it might come unto them; who accozding to her deſire came, 
asking her what was the matter ⸗ pou Have ſaid ſhe, all this 
dap hunted after wilde beaſts and loſt pour labour, but J have 
found a richer pꝛiʒe, pet bn what mil⸗foꝛtune left in this place,J 
know not, with that they both viewed the Childe , well noting 
his exceeding beauty and (wirt countenance with great jon 
carrying it home, naming it Montelion; finding in the Fardal 
many rich Jewels, and a fair imbꝛoideoed Scarf, whereby then 
knew him to be of no mean birth, Educating him carefully, 
and after he was come to knowledge , teaching him mann com- 
mendable and vertuous qualities: When he came to fourteen 
pears of age, Cothanes taught Him how to ride, and manage a 
Hozſe, often taking him fozth a hunting with him, delighting 
much in his foꝛwardnels, wherein he was lo apt, that he could 
not offer to teach him anp thing. bur he ſon gtew to be as perfent 
as himſelf, Whom we will leave to be Educated by Cothanes, 
and return to ſpeak of Perficles ; and what befel to him after the 
loſte of Conſtantia, 


CHAP 
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CHAP, XI. 

How Piſer being recovered, perſwaded Perſicles to crave aid of the 
Emperor of Perſia againſt his enemies, and how he obtained the 
ſame, and carried a mighty Hoſte into A ria, which was there 
overthrown, 


Yen Perſicles Had in his Heabineſs and ſozrow wan⸗ 
d:ed up and down theſe wods the ſpace of the 
months, and Piſor again coming to his rememd:ance 
upon a time then both met, Piſor ſaluting him with 

great reverence, Perficles ſing he was again come to his right 
ſenſes,agked him what became of Conſtantia ? ꝙn Loꝛd ſaid he, 
I found her in the Shepherds houſe, and told her pou would pꝛe 
ſentlyreturn ; but when ſhe law pou ſfay ſo long, unawares to 
ms, ſhe went out of the Cottage toſ&k pot, and Jſon miſling 
her, thought to overtake her, and direc her to the place where J 
left nu, but by miſ-foztune taſted of that Ominous fruit. 
Then laid he, ſhe is aſſuredlp devoured by wilde Beaſts , and J 
thall never ſ& her again, mp miſ-foztunes erced the bounds of 
common miſeries ; would J had ended my life when J was firſt 

on, then would not both Aſſyr ia and Perſia Have ſuch cauſe of 


ent. 

Py Lozd (quoth Piſor) J cannot be perſwaded that ſhee is 
dead; but by ſome miſ-foztune wandzed out of knowledge, oz car⸗ 
ried hence by ſome unexpected means; therefoze J bel@ch pou 
bear her loſs with patience, and in the end, Jdonot doubt, but 
vou will Hear of her ſafety. Thou giveſt me woꝛds full of com- 
fort (ſaid he) bur thou haſt no ground foz them, no can Jtell 
How bp them to add ann hope to mp wieffleſ# paſſions, fox that 
thee is (off J am ſure, oz that J ſhall ever ſe her again, Jthink it 
is impoſſible , being dziven to ſo hard an exigent of extremity, 
that J neither know what to do, noꝛ whoſe aid to imploze; thou 
ſeeſt another hath ſhut me out of my Kingdom, and in mu abſence 
won mp ſubjects hearts from me. The Emperoꝛ of Pertia hearing 
of the wꝛong J have done htm, will be mp enemp,andthen there 
is no place of refuge left foz me, but in this plate, beſt beficting 


mp miſerp, Pet mp Lozd (qd, Piſor) if I map be ſo bold ag v 
counſel 
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counſel pou, let us go to the Perſian Court, J as Jam, and pot 
m that diſguiſe, fo: none but pour Differ being pꝛivn to pour 
eſcape with Conſtantia, you man ſafely without fear go thither, 
hoth to confer with Piera, and to crave the Perſians aſliſtanee, to 
effabliſh nou in pour Kingdom. 

Perſicles was unwilling to leave thoſe Mods, where he was 
reſolved todwell fo2 ever, but finding no hope thereby to reco- 
ber her, andalſo being perſwaded bp Piſor, he condeſcended fo 
go with him. When then apf zoat hed ner the Court, Pifor 
rode on befoze, and entring the lame, he (@n found Piera, detla⸗ 
ring to her, the mil foꝛtuneg that was befallen to Perlicles and 
Conttantia, and that he was without the Court, ſtaping until ye 
returned, to know whether with lafetn he might come to ſpeak 
with her 02 na. Piera did then p2eſently ſend faz him by Piſor, 
who bzonght him into the Court, where he was welcomed by 
ber with great jon; with whom he continued ſome time in pz1- 
vate conferrence, She toun elled him to diſcover himlelk to the 
Emperoꝛ of Perſia, and to crave his aid againſt the Armenians, 
who would readily alliſt Him , whereof ſhe told him, he needed 
not to doubt, fo2 that he Pad always been his friend, and knew 
not of his eſtape with the Pzinceſs, which none but her ſelf and 
Dela were pꝛivn to. 

Mhilſſt they continued in this tonferrente, Deloratus came 
in, and ſ&ing one in ſuch habit with his Mife, did marbel who it 
ſhould be; Piera eſpping him, left her Bzother, and went to her 
Husband, telling him who it was; where with he ran to Perſi⸗ 
cles and embꝛated him in his arms, now perfealy remembzing 
him, alt hough grief Had much altered him. After mann ſpeeches 
paſt, Deloratus, he, and Piera went to the Emperoz of Perha, 
who knowing him, welcomed him with exceeding kindneſs.Per- 
licles then unfolded his mil; foꝛtunes, and deſired his alliſtante 
to1evenge the wꝛongs the Armenians had done Him; whereupon 
the Empetoʒ gave authozitu to Deloratus to muſter up Souldi- 
ers, and make pꝛobiſion foꝛ a ſpe dn Marth. 

This news was (on rumoured in the Court, and maup thon- 
ſand Knights pꝛepared to aid Perficles whom then Honoured fo 
hig valo: and courteſie, parpoſing to ſpend their lives in his de- 
fente, that of a (udden one part of the Countrp was up in _ 

an 
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and were conducted into Aſſyria by Deloratus, Perſicles, Oſimus- 
Piſor, and other Knights of great valeur; of whole Deds in 
Chivalrp wee will hereafter ſpeak, 

Perſieles Had ſuch ill ſucceſs, that after he Had continued a long 
time in Aſſy ria, vet he ſo little pzevailed, that he was compeled 
toflp back into Perſia to renew his Fozces- Theſe cruel wars 
continued many years , the King of Armenia defending himſelf 
and keeping full poſſeſſion of his Crowu, notwithtanding the 
Perſian Foztes. 

Deloratus perceiving that the long tontiuuante of theſe wars 
had waſted a great number of Soul: iers, and ill the King was 
as far from polſcſſion of his Right, as at the {ri beginning, de- 
termined to give ober, and therefoze afſembled together the 
chrefeft Rulers of the Yoſt to know their opinion, what further 
to reſolve on, who with a general conſent perſwaded him once a⸗ 
gain to renew his Fozces, and it they did wot pzevail, never moze 
to gibe the On-ſer. 


CHAP, XII. 


How Perſicles Army was renewed , and how Montelion being 
denied by his ſuppoſed Father, ſtole to the Camp, where hee 
preſerved the Kings life : and how Cothanes knew him, and diſ- 
covered his birth, and how he received Knight- hood at the 
Kings hand, 


himſelf wearied with that tedious War, went with full 
reſolution either to end his life, o2 ever after to aban- 
don the company of all men and end his days in ſolita- 
rineſs, Deloratus therefoze ſent Peſſengers into Perſia to muſter 
up new Forces. who in ſhozt time returned anſwer,that the Per⸗ 
ſian Camp was full four(coze thouſand frong:Amongf the reſt 
it foztuned Corhanes (beiug in his nouth a man of great Ualo?, 
and now being grown in pears , and of cxceding god expert- 
ence) determined not to gibe his minde to floath , being much 
grieved to hear, what a number of his country-men were daily 
llaun: and therefoze told hig . he intended, but — 
wit 


Pim: ſ&ing Deloratus readp toſhzink from him, bieug 
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with tears, and manu entreatieg diſſwaded him, but all could 
not pzevail, his heart was ſo fully ſet thcreon, 

Montelion now being grown to mans eſtate, hearing thereof, 
intreated Cothanes (whom he eſtæmed tobe Hig Father, and ſo 
talled him) that he might go with him; but hee would by no 
means con ent thereunto, the rather becauſe his Lady moſt ear- 
neſtly entreated Him, that if he did go, not to leave her comfozt- 
lefle by taking Montelion with him; wherefoze all his entreatics 
pꝛebailed nothing, but of nec: ity he was enfozced to ſtay, 

Cothanes being departed, Montelion continued ſome davs be⸗ 
rp penſibe, being lo much grieved in his thoughts to bre left 
behind, that he refuſed his meat; and not withſtanding the many 
Kindneſſes His ſuppoſed. other uſed to him, hee thought all 
things troubleſom ; which defire ſo much pꝛev ailed with him, 
that furniſhing Himſelf with god foze of mony, one n ight con- 
veped his Þozſe fozth, and when all thought he had ben. in his 

Chamber he was departed- 

Bg that time it was day, he appꝛoached near the City of Holo- 
coſs, wherein he ffaped lome ther dans, until he had furniſhed 
himſelf with Armoz , which he cauſeda wozkman to frame of 
extieding · gad Lydian Stel: Yis Armoz being interſet with 
thefozms of divers Trees , and beaſts of pureſt Gold, in his 
ſhield bearing this Device; A naked man amongſt a Tuſt of Trees, 
the which he cauſed to be made on purpoſe to he known, different 
from the reſt. 

Paving furniſhed him*elf in this ſozt , He left the Citp , and 
journped toward the Perſian Camp in Aſſyria, where he was no 
fwner tome, but hs beheld both the battels jopned into a.moft 
terrible fight, and a great number of @ouldiers on both ſides 
flain, lying covered and beſmeared with blood; ſome with their 
Swoꝛds graſped faſt in their hands,thzeatuing;and others with 
& hideous. noiſe bzeathing.fozth their laſt gaſps; and in the 
Camp he beheld.ſoune flying, others purſuing ;. ſome fandiug 
faſt in cruel conflic., others with fierce terroꝛ taping thole that 
werenext them , ſome with hideous nopſe animating their fel- 


low @ouldiexs, and others with fear crying, Retire, retire: 
There he beheld both Perlzans and Armenians intermingled, tach 
taughtexing other; wherewith he tad a while amazed, paving 

never. 
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'neber befoze beheld ſuch cruel conflicts. At laſt he beßeld a moſt 
gallant man with his @wozd dzawn all covered with blod,hur- 
ling up and down amongf the Armenians, perfozming admira⸗ 
ble derds of Chivalry, till at laſt Lc was encompaſſed with ſuch 
a multitude of his enemies, that it was impoſſible foz him co ef: 
tape, which ſigh; ffirred up in Montelion luch (yarks of tour⸗ 
age, and deſire to luctour him, that Hig Leart urging him to moe 
fozwardnels then his Sterd could perfoꝛm, and pet bie Sto 
with furious pace running as lwift as migkt be, ruſted in 
amongſt the thickeſt of them. At firſt he pierted Kits Lance 
though the bodies of two that were oppoſite befo;e him, and 
his hozſe with unTaved courſe overth;zew others, it2 ding them 
under his feet, then dꝛawing his Dwozd , whoſe ſight dazelled 
the beholders , till he darkened the ſame with cherr blood, de- 
{troping ſuch as with-ffod his paſſage,till he appzoached the Per- 
ſian Knight; who without his appꝛoach had there ended his life: 
but finding himſelf at moze liberty by the aſliſtante of this new 
come Gallaut, again redoubled his abated courage, and joyning 
themſelves both together, they perfozmed ſuch deds of Chival⸗ 
ry, as bp their aſſiffance, the thzonged multitude of the Ar meni. 
ans was diſperſed, eberp one haſting to get from them. 

This Knight which Montelion had reſcued, was Perſicles. who 
ſ#ing how vbaltantly this new come Gallant had pꝛeſerved his 
life, laid: Noble Unight, thy Waloz Hath pꝛeſerved mie, foz 
which J will not be ungrateful; and if thon art afriendrome, 
as thou haff alreadp ſhewn, ſecond me and J will once again trp 
my Foztune; with that Montelion held up his hand, to ſhew he 
gabe con'etit, Perlicles with all ſped haſted into the fozmoſt of 
the Battel ; aud Montelion followed after, making ſuch wap, 
that thoſe that ſfod to reſiſt Him died; where being tome, then 
found Deloratus, Olimus, Piſor, Cothanes, and mann gallant 
Bnights in Combat, beſer with odds; but that diſabvantage 
was (an turned to advantage by their appzoach , foz their did 
Montelion perfozm ſuch might Deeds of Arms, as made both 
the Perſjan and Armenian Pofts admire who he was, and from 
whence he came. 

Now the Perſians began to gather new courage, and Aſanlt 
their enemies moe fiercely then ep bad done ſince thep hogan, 
2 alian 
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Palian tFe uſurper of the Crown ſeing that; thinking to pꝛe⸗ 
bail as in times paſt he hid done, called the Chiefef Rulers to 
him, exhoꝛting them to take courage to reſiſt the Enemies; up⸗ 
on which with undaunted Spirits, then followed the battel 
wich great eagerneſs, that the Perſian Commanders were foꝛted 
toflie to their Regiments to incourage them to fight. All this 
time Monrelion and Perheles kept together, malting t hauſands 
of the Armenians to pay their lives fo: tribute unto their con- 
quering ©wo2ds. Mhileſt then continued the fight in the foze- 
front of the battel, then fuddenly heard a try on the ont ſide , 
which when Montelion Heard (not regarding to be counſelled) he 
ſet Þpurs to his Hozſe and rode thicher , where he found Delo- 
ratus among a great throng of Armenians unhozſed , and fight- 
ing on fot being grievoulln wounded , and againff ſuch odds, 
that he was ready to faint , among whom he ruſhed with ſuch 
fury, that he hozſed Him again, and (ſent a Guard with Him to 
His Tent; then turning again towards Perficles He eſpied Corha- 
nes unhozſed, whom he knew by his Armoz, and newly by fozce 
taken pꝛiſoner, but befoze they could convey him from thente, 
he began ſo cruel a fight, that with the loſs of many of their 
lives, he ſet him at ltbevtp. 
ky. + Armenians ſ&ing their fellows thus flaughtered, and 
the Tnemp purſue them ſo cloſely , began to retire , and Palian 
well perceiving that He ſhould loſe that dap; rherefoze calling to 
Him two Knights , one uamed Alcheſus, and the other Perron, 
who were the ſtouteſt men in all His Army , he ſaid unto them: 
Jonn with me, and let us once again repel theſe faint hearted 
Cowads, with that, they thze with a multitude of their chief- 
eff Souldicrs kept a head together, and Fronted that Battel 
where the King himſelf fought. Palian knowing him, with a 
Lance ready couched ran at him, which lighted upon his ſhield, 
and lo burſt in pieces, not once bzuifing the well tempered fel , 
Then Alcheſus aud the reſt aſſailed him all at once, whom her 
reſiſted with exceding valour , continuing a ſharp combat with 
them a long time; but at length the odds pꝛobing tw great, he 
was dꝛiven onelp to de fend their (wift blows that then made at 
bim, and then he began ta wiſh fo2 the ſfrange Knight that had 
befoze luttoured him, expecting nothing but death. 
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By this time Montelion had reſcued Cothanes, and again got 
him Yozſe and Arms, which done he left him, and even at the 
very time the King wiſhed fo2 him, he tame; and e ſpying the 
Knighcs aſſatling him at once, he aimed his Dwozds point at 
Pecron's bzeaft who was next him, and running at him with all 
the fozce his Yozſe could poſſibly make,thufſt him quite though 


His bodp, and pzeſenrly after, aiming the ſame at Palian, he ran 


it at him, and had he not auoided his encounter , He had either 
flain oz wounded him, but miſſing him, he made at Him with 
his ©w22d with ſuch puiſſant force, that in ſhozt ſpace He gave 
him mann wounds, 

King Perlicles having none but Altheſus to reſiſt, did Combat 
him bzabelu, who with the like valour reſiFed him: But in the 
end, the nlurping Bing finding himſelf ſoovermatched, would 
have often eſtaped, which Montelion perceiving , gave him no 
reſpight to fly. 

Now the fight was molf terrible to behold, the Perſians com- 
fozted bp the onely valoz of Montelion, running upon their ene⸗ 
mies with unreliable furp. | | 

The Armenians ſ&ing une of their thiefeſt Champions ſlain, 
and their General retpꝛe, were amazed, and rather ready to fly 
then ſtand; which animated their Foes wich courage to purſue 
them as long as the dan laſted. Monrelion ſtill purſued Palian, 
in whoſe reſcue many of his knights interfere themſelves, and 
dyed by His Swoꝛd; and notwithſfanding though he with-dzew 
Himſelf , pet Montelion followed him ſoner , that he often put 
Him in danger of his life, until he was ſo far paſt in amongſt 


their Trops ; that he was compelled with his ®wozd to make 


his wap out, in whole retp2e many dne d. 

The night dzawing nigh , whillk the Armenians ſounded a re- 
treat, Montelion had time to conſider what wag beſt foz him to 
do; and whether it were convenient to diſcover Himſelf oz no - 
at laſt determining to depart in ſecret , he eſpyed the King hard 
by him, who of purpoſe had watched him, doubting that which 
he intended, who came unto him, and laid: 

Dit Knight, the keundnels J have found in pou imboldeneth me 
ta defire pour company, and ent reat pou to attept ot mn T ent to 
xepoſe pour (elf in; foʒ that J ſuppoſe poui are a ſtranger, and it 
were 
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were intonbenient foz pou to journp after ſogreat a labour, ha⸗ 


bing this dan defended me, that J count mp ſelf pours, and mx 
life preſerved bp pour valoz; therefoze denp me not, but let me 
requite pour kindneſs, 

Montelion having heard Cothanes oftentimes commended the 
King foꝛ valoz and courteſte , and knowing how to behave him⸗ 
(elf as well tothe meaneſt as to the greateit (being by Cothanes 
nobly Edutated, and of his own inclination mo.e apt to con- 
teibe, then then were to inſtruc) knowing Him to be the King, 
laid: Polk honored King, J am unfit to receive the Yonoz 
pou p:offer me, and mp deſerts not wozthp the commendations 
pou give them, therefoze J beſ&ch pou not to attribute to me 
moꝛe thay is befitting my mean eſtate, but rather Licence me to 
attend on pou with all Humble duty, mp life and all my endea- 
vozs being vowed to be ſpent in pour ſervice , and mu lelk ready 
at your diſpoſition. This ſaid,thev went together tothe Camp, 
where thep were welcomed with ſhouts and rejoncings of all 
Perſian Souldiers, 

Deloratus Fearing the applaud, came fozth of His Tent to ſee 
what was the caule thereof, and eſpying the King and the 
{range Knight together, came unto them, and then both alight- 
ed, toſalute Him, but Deloracus would by no means ſufſer them 
to depart, but entreated them to lodge in his Tent that night, 
which then did not denn: then taking Montelion in kinde loꝛt be⸗ 
rwen them, entred the Tent, where he unarmed himſelf, 

When then beheld his pouth , they wondzed greatly thereat, 
co be accompanied with luch valoz, both Deloratus and Perlt- 
cles, uſing him with great kindneſs, : Pzeſently after che p:in- 
ctpal Commanders of the Camp aſſembled themſelves together 
to their Generals Tent, toreceive Ozders: amongſt the reit 
was Cothanes , who at the firff entrance into the Tent elpyed 
his Don Montelion (hig Head being onelp unarmed ) and bn 
His Armoz knew it was he that had ſo Honozably p2eſerved his 
life , he could not refrain from rejopcing; Likewiſe Montelion 
ſing him, upon his kne entreated him to pardon his boldneſs 
im ceming tothe Camp without His conſent, Cothanes tok htm 
up, and mhzated him, which the King ſeeing, aid unto Cothanes 


Pu, friend is this thp Son ⸗ Pp Lozd (ſaid he) be is mp "oh 
a 
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and he calleth me Father, and yet J am unwozthy to be Father 
of ſuch a Don, who hath rather ſhewed himſelf the Son of ſome 
Peroick King, and becauſe his wozthpneſs ſhall not be darkned 
with the ignoble Title of mu Son, J will declare co pou all that 
Jknow of him: Jnded he is not mp Son; but mp Lady and J 
being one dana Hunting, found him upon the Top of a Pount 
in Dwadling-cloaths, which was ſuch as ſhewed he was not of 
mean Parentage, but of Yonozable Race; his Nurſe as Jſup- 
poſe, being deffreſſed foꝛ want of Fod, was wandzed from Him, 
whole Carka(s and cloathes we found not ſar off deſfroped by a 
Lyon, ſince which time we have with carefulneſs bzought him 
up, efeming him as mp own Don; this mp Lozd in bzief is the 
whole ſumm of what J know of him. 

They all marvelled at his woꝛds, eſpecialſp Montelion, who 
was ſtruck into ſuch a deep Meditation, that fo2 a time he ſtod 
line one Petamozphoſed. The King then taking him bp rhe 
hand, ſaid: Although J know not what Title to give pou, pet 
bozn peu cannot be of leſs then Noble Blood, as doth appear bn 
the manifeſt tokens of pour Yeroick diſpoſition, therefoze remit 
the care of that till hereafrer,and ſtan with us, who are tomfoꝛt⸗ 
ed with pour pzeſence : Mn Lozd, ſaid he, were mpdefire moze 
great then it is, vet the deſire J habe to do pou ſervice, would 
ſurmouiit the lame, being entirely devoted to pour wozthineſs 
which no deſire of reward, hope of pzaiſe, oz woꝛldlp reſpet hath 
bꝛed in me, but oneln the inſtina of nature, that Hatheffecually 
engrafted the ſame into mp heart; therefoze J bumblp deſire pou 
to deffow on me the honoz of Knight-hod , wherewith if J be 
Dignifed bp pour vertuous hands, IJ ſhall remain both with 
pou, and endeavour to deferve the ſame, Perficles highly eſtæ⸗ 
ming Him; and kin delp embzacing him, told him he ſhould that 


night be his Bed-fellow,and the next dap habe his defire, With 


manp other ſpterhes then ended the night, every Ruler depar⸗ 


ring with carefulneſs to ſet the Matches. 


CHADP.. 
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CHAP, XIII. 


How the Armenians Army with exceeding loſs was diſcomfi- 
ted. 


all the reſt of the chief Commanders of the Perlian Ar- 

my were aſſembled , who gave order that every battel 

ſhould be placed in ſuch ſoꝛt, as if they expeaed a pe- 
ſent aſſault, which being perfozmed, Montelion was with great 
Trpumph bought into the field, and by the King was inveſted 
with the honoz of Knightihwd , which when he reccived , the 
Souldiers gave an exceeding great ſhour. 

The Armenians hearing lo great a noiſe, could not judge whae 
might be the cauſe thereof, ſome tenſuring one thing, and ſome 
another. Palian fretting ercedingly at the laſt dans dilcomſi⸗ 
ture, which went near his heart; koꝛ that in all the time of the 
war he had not endured the lie and calling unto him the chief- 
eff knights in his Camp, which were Altheſus, Golgorn, Muta- 
lus, Lamdelion, Knights of honozable birth, great wiſdome, and 
appꝛoved valoz , uttering to them his earnelt deſire of revenge, 
deſiring them with all ſped tocouniel him , which wan to lup⸗ 
pꝛeſs the enemies courage, onelp revived with the ſtrange 
Knights ald; amongſt whom it was agred to ſurpꝛi ʒe them una⸗ 
wares in the midſt of their jon, that with all (ped then arrived 
their Fozces, and without the ſound ol either Dzum or Fife, il⸗ 
ſued the City Gates. 

Certain Perſian Spies perceiving their intent poſted to the 
Camp, and certified the General thereof, who gabe command 
that without making any kind of ſuſpit ton. they ſhould continue 
in their mirth, ſo that thereby their Foes ſhould be heartned to 
their own deffrucion. Moncelion with a party of Yozſemen de- 
parted out of the Camp acontrary wan to that the Armenians 
caine, with an intent to get betwen them and the City, which 
afterwards came to god effec. 

The Armenians thinking to make a ſudden flaughter of them, 
and not at all ſuſpeding their readineſs , to receive them, — 
carele 


E Arln the next mo:ning, Delorarus, Perſicles, Cothane s, and 
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careleſs haſte appzoached the Camp, running upon their Ene 
mies whom then found in ſuch ozderlp ſoꝛt readꝑ to reteibe them 
that in ſhazt time then wiſhed themſelves again within the Ci⸗ 
tu. To retite every particular of their tonſlia. with what terroʒ 
the battel tontinued, would dull mp wits with confuſion, there 
foze mp Pen ſhall barelp recite the admirable deds of the mot 
ſtouteſt of both Armies, 

Perficles confidering what juſt cauſe ha had, and with what 
equitp he might challenge his right, w:ongfullp detained by hig 
Uſurping Foe, bent his Þwozd point with unrelenting furn ts 
the deftrucien of his enemies,pittping their deaths that dped by 
his ſwoꝛd, aiming the ſame rather at Palian's heart, then againſt 
them that were bp foꝛte conftrained to hazard their dear lives, 
which when he Had dpedin goze-blod , he mct w th Palian, and 
at the firff encounter Had ſurelp bereft Him of life, Had not His 


- Yozſe by great misfozrune tumbled at a dead body char lan in 


the wap, but pet His Dwozd by that miſchance miſſing his right 
aim, ran it quite thzough His Steds neck, and both fell, lying 
grovelling on the ground, readp to be trodden to death. A vali- 
ant Knight that was next at Hand, reſcued Palian, and mounted 
him on His own Yozſe , whereby he lest His own life; foz Perſi- 
cles ffruck him ſuch a blow en the Mead, that with the fo:ce 
thereof, His Armoz peilding, ſome ſcales pierced his bꝛain, that 
he dved. The two Kings foz a while continued fight together, 
Palian with everp blow receiving a dep wound, inſomuch that 
he knew he muſt either retp2e,veild, oꝛ dye; but then came Gol 
gron to his apd , who with him maintained fight againſt Perſi- 
cles, who notwithſfanding that odds Had near hand bzought 
them both to deſfruction, had he not eſpyed Deloratus and Cotha- 
nes in diſtreſs, who were aſſailed by fix valiant Kknights,two of 


them being Altheſus and Lamdelion unto he haſfed,giving 


them ſuccoz by the death of the firſt he met. 

Whillf the Battel was maintained in the Front bp the chief 
Commanders of both the Armies, Montelion with his reſolute 
followers , whoſe Hearts were inſpired with ſuch courage to be 
guarded by ſo valiant a Guide, was gotten behinde them, and 


began ſuch a Paſſacre , that multitudes on a ſudden was de- 


ſtroped bp his app2oach , whoſe deds 3 balo2 amazed their — 
es 
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ſes with ſuch fear, and abated their courage with ſuch terrs2, 
that like a flock of fearful wen, eſpping the appzoach. of a de- 
bouring Lyon, ran with amazed fear from his paws,eten ſo the 
Armenians fled from the deſtroning hand of Mortelion, filling the 
Aire with ſuch diſmal cries that the noiſe thereof daunted the 
bearts of the ſtoute ſt Armenians ; Pelian and Golgron then 
turned their backs, making thitherward to know rhe cauſe, 
Altheſus aud Lambdelion did the like, whilſt Deloratus, Pericles, 
andthe reff, made ſuch havock amongſt the Common-ſovildiers, 
_ _ the fight contigued long, all their enemies had bern de- 
roved. 

Palian and Alcheſus met Montelion, not knowing him, but ſup- 
poling that it was he that had made ſuch flaughter amongſt 
them the latt dap, both aſſailed him, who in his heart rejopced, 
that he Had met with two ſuch Champions to make ir nal of h 8 


valoz, continuing ſo bzave a Combat betwenthem both, aß 1s 


not to be deſcribed, | | | 

Bp this time, the try began on the other ſide with ſuch a hide- 
dus noiſe, that Palian's heart was affrighted therewith, aud de⸗ 
fended himlelk, as if a ſlender Pouth had held encounter with 
a great Gnant, and began to ſonnd a Retreat, haſting to the 
City with all ſperd; which could not be accounted a retpꝛe, hut 
rather an abſolute flight, foz it was done with ſuch baſte , as it 
then Had lien all amazed. 

The dap being thug ended , (to the terroz of one, and com foꝛt 
of the other) the Perſians retired as Midoꝛs, and the Armenians 
half mad with grief and deſpair within their Walls, not mind⸗ 
ing ſuddenlp to iſſue out again, Perſicles and Deloratus honoung 
Montelion with their kinde embzacings, and the Bouldiers ap- 
plauded their valoz with great rejopcings , aud every one (ac- 
cozding to their pzeſent occaſion) betook themſelves to their 
charges, ſpending the time in moze jon and ſecuritp then ever 
thep had done. 


CHAP,

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CHAP, XIV. 


How the Armenians ſent to two Kings for more aid into Armenis, 
who were met, and one of them taken priſoner ; and of other 
accidenrs that beſel. 


Ozning being tome, Palain aſlembled his counſel toge⸗ 

ther, to determine what Oꝛder to take foʒ his ſecurity, 

which it behoved him to do; foꝛ that dll their Fozces 

were utterly diſcouraged , and the Inhabitants (@ing 
their lawful King libing,began to revolt, and denped to aid him 
either with men oꝛ monep,that he was conſtrained to kep him⸗ 
ſelf within the Citp walls, not ſuffering aun to iſſue out, oz 
daring indeed to do it, then were ſo ſttaitlꝝ beſieged b their ene⸗ 
my. When they had well conſizered their Eſtates, and the mi⸗ 
ſerp then were likely to fal into, tontluded to ſendinto Armenia 
ts tell the King, which Altheſus and one Murellus , two Knights 
of great valoz, undertok the next night to perform. 

Montelion being ar his Tent determining to repoſe Himſelf, 
pet feling no deſire to lap, called foz The Chronicles of the 
Wars of Amiochus King of Syria, and ſpending ſome hours in 
reading that Viſfap, His Eſquite being gone to bed, about the 
dead time ofthe night, he heard the neighing of a Horſe as it ſer⸗ 
med to him without the Citp,then reading, and again ffaping to 
liſten ; his minde being ſamewhac troubled, (being fill in his 
Armoz) he girdedhis Swoꝛd ts his ſide, determining himſelf to 
walk che rounds ,'tv \& how diligent the Watch. was kept; 
who he found fleping as ſoundly,” as if then had bern tu their 
beds, marvelling much at their dzowſineſs , but much moze at 
their carelefſeneſs:He went from plate to plate, not minding that 
night to flep, but ro wateh foꝛ them all. He had not long faxed, 
but he eſpped Cwo in Armoz , with Haſtn ſteps paſſing thzough 
the camp on fat, whom he little ſuſpeced ro be other then of his 
own cotapany, thinking them to be ſame ffraglers , chat ſteing 
their fellows all p, wcnt to rob; following as cloſely as he could, 
he perceiving them to depart the Camp,marvelling thereat,and 
ſo dꝛew nigh co them, interding 3 what N e 

2 t 
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he departed. Thep perceiving one to follow them,and Having 

otten without the Camp, purpoſed to lap Hold on Him , and 

ozte him to declare what the Perſians intended; ſo turning 
back to him, Alcheſus offered to lap hands on him, Sofr (quoth 
Monrelion) let me firſt know what you are We are enemies to 
thee aid Alcheſus) und therefoze peeld. Tell me (quoth He) 
pour names - Alcheſus knowtng Himſelf to bee of great valoz, 
and little thinking he would Have reſiſted them, told Him his 
uame was Alcheſus. Then J defie the, (ſaid Moncelion)foz J am 
thy enemp, and will rather dye than peldto the; then Altheſus 
dꝛew foꝛth his Swoꝛd and ſtruck at him, and Montelion did the 
like to defend Himſelf , and afterwards he offended them lo 
much, that both of them found much ado ts ſave their own 
lives. 

Altheſus ſ&ing His Ualo:, deſired to know his name, which he 
told him: which when be heard, and laing Mucellus fallen, and 
faint with effuſion of blood, he thus ſaid; 

Sir Knight, at this time I cannot ſtay to end the Combat, for by 
hazarding my life , I (hall endanger the lives of many; therefore 
adieu till more convenient time to meet again: with that he turn- 
ed his back; and Montolion ffwped ta gibe his Adverſarp bzeath, 
which revived Mutellus, but (ing Alchefus gone, his heart was 
readp to dye with grief; Me bid him be ol god comfoze , foz his 
intent was, ta uſe him honazablx, and helping him up, led him to 
his Tent, and called up bis ownEſquire to attend upon him, and 
diſarming him, hes went pꝛeſently to the noble King Perſicles. 

The next dap Montelion cauſed: Mutellus to he tarrped befoze 
the General, where he declared the cauſe of their departure, 
which the King was glad to hear, that bp his faꝛe · nawledge, he 
might pꝛevent the intention of his enemies, but moſt of ail he 
highly commended Montelion fat this noble Aa, which had not 
then ben diſtabered, it might habe bzought. the whole Camp 
into great diſtreſſe, by this means everp one growing into ſuch 
- admiration of His baloz, that thep eſf@med him their onely de- 
fence and ſaferp ; inſomuch that whereſoever he went, the epes 
af multitudes followed him, being much delighted to behold 


dim. | 
The Pziſoner defired the King to appoint Scouſe — 
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rommitted that to Montelion, who after he had honozablp feaſt- 
ed him, ſent him ranſomleſs to the City , where he ſ@n got en⸗ 
trance, and declared the mis foztune had befallen him, and Al- 
theſus, which turned their conceived hope of tom koꝛt into de- 
ſpair, and had overcome them with fear, had not ſome hopes of 
his eſcape revived them. | 

San daps then remained thus within the City, being ſo 
Hardlp beſieged , that then were out of all Hopes of getting ann 
vicuals,but were dziven to content themſelves with ſpare dyet, 
ſcanting out everp Douldier and Inhabitant vheir allowance, 
which then continued ſo long (expecting to hear from Armenia) 
but being fruffratedexpecednothing but miſerable famine,that 
cauſed them late in the night to aſſemble their old, weak, and 
impotent men, unable to fight, and all women and childzen ex- 
cept ſome of great account, and turned them out of the Citp, to 
the number of ſixteen thouſand, whoſe diſtrelled eſfare,the King 
pitryed,canfing them ro have ſufficiens fod,themſelves building 
Cabbins to defend them from the weather. 

Per ſieles \&ing the miſerable eſtate his own Countrp was in, 
and to what extremitp the people were bzought , and knowing 
that this Uſurper was not able to endure, but that he and all 
thoſe wit hin the City were ready to be ſtarved; by the advice 
and counſel of thoſe that he moſt eſteemed, he ſont a Herald unto 
Palian with this meſſage : | 

That although he had unjuſtly uſurped his Crown, and many 
other ways done him great injuries, yet pitty ing the miſerable 
eſtate, he was like to bring the Citizens into by®his cruelty , he 
made him this proffer : that although he might work revenge by 
his death (whole life was now at his mercy) he ſhould without in- 
xerruprion with all his Souldiers have free liberty ro depart out cf 
Aria. | 

The Perald with this Pefſage went to the City, detlaring the 


rauſe of his coming. 


Palian hearing this meſlage, was puſfed up with ſuch Chol- 


ler, that he returned this anſwer. 


That what he held was his right by conqueff, + that be would 
hold, ſcozning He ſhould ſend anp p2offer to him that was well 
able to defend Himſelf, as little regarding his courteous prot: 

er 
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fer as his malice, wiſhing him not to Fay long, le aſt His Fathers 
coming infliced a greater puniſhment upon him than her could 
eſchew , Ferſicles was much enraged with his diſdatuful reply, 
fearing indeed that if the Kings fozces were once come,it would 
be a great cauſe ts lengthen out the wars; which he earneTlp 
deſired might have an end, that He might travel in ſearchof 
Conſtantia , fo2 whom his heart cudured nuich ſozrow. Being 
thus diſquieted in his thoughts, and deſirous of eaſe to his reit- 
[ce paſſions, one dau amonglk mann, that Fe paſſed over with 
penſiveneſſe, he got htmſclf to a ſolitary plate, and there in ſad 
ſilence mediated upon his miskfoztune, 

Montelion being troubled with remembꝛante of his unknown 
efate, choſe the ſame place to utter his pzivate griefs, wherein 
the King was already zowded, and ſuddenly eſpping him, be⸗ 
gan to with-dzaw himſelf , but the King deſiring him to ſfap, 
{aid: Worthy Knight, I perceive ſome inward care hath made you 
withdraw your ſelf from me; but impart your diſcontent to me, 
if not, hear mine, for I have deſired to declare mine to one on 
whole fidelity I might repoſe my ſelf; and you are the man I have 
elected, having had ſufficient tryal of your courteſie and friend(hip, 
that without doubting , I dare commit my ſelf to your ſecreſie, 
for your aid may (as heretofore it hath) preſerve me. Pp Lozd 
(quoth be) J count mp ſelf onelp foztunate in pour lobe, and my 
heart acknowledgeth everlaffing dutp te pour Pajeſtp, which 
bindeth me in all reverence to become p aut Waſſal , being moze 
readp to benture mp life in pour ſerbice then pon can imagine; 
therefoze , god my Loꝛd, fear not to impoſe anp task upon me, 
f in pour emploping me, I ſhall account m (elf blefſed and 


8 thee good Friend (ſaid the King) and if ever Fortune 
favour me again, | will requite this kindneſs, though now I am 
plunged in the depth ofill luck, being as you ſee deprived of my 
Kingdom by the rebellion of my own Subjects, and the Tyranny of 
the King of Armenia: The brief diſcourſe whereof is this: Pp 
Father when heltved , matched mp Siffer. Fiera in Parriage 
to this wozthp Knight Deloratus: ſending me into Perſia 
with her, who befoze mp return dped: whilſt J was there J 
chanccd to ſix mp epe on the beautp of Conſtantia , Danghter 
t 
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the Emperoꝛ of Perſia, which by reaſon of mp ſudden departure 
Fcould not give her notice of , having no other comfozt but mu 
ſiſter Piera, to whom J told the ſecrets of mp heart, departing 
with her pzomile of alliſtante. Mhilſt J went into Aſſy ria, to effa- 
bliſh my Kingdom , Pꝛinte Helion of Arabia obtained the Em- 
perozs conſent to marry her, which news my ſiſter ſent me. I 
being much troubled therewith,after J had repulſed mp old ene⸗ 
mu the Ling of Armenia in a battel, Jleft the Government of 
mu Kingdom to iwo of my Nobles, and departed in a habit of a 
Palmer into Perſia, where within ſhozt (ſpace Juſed ſuch means 
by mp Sifters friendſhip,that J was in that habit without ſuſ- 
pition in her Chamber, and thercbp had conference with Con⸗ 
ftancia , and attained her con:ent , nothing remaining but cnet 
means to eſcape, which afterwards we effected, and travelling to- 
gether till we came to a @hepberds houſe, w} ere we were lundlu 
welcome,contracing a ſolemn marriage between our ſelves , be- 
cauſe we durft not be known to the contrary, where we liv'dſome 
days in quitt, in the mean time her father cauſed diligent ſearch 
to be made, and it was Piſor's chance to finde us, who liept our 
counſel,and was bp me ſent into Aſſyria to fetch ome of my own 
Kts,toateend me home, where he found mp \ubjees at ſtrife, ai d 
the King of Armenia taking that oppoztunity , with a mightp 
band of Souldiers, ew moſt of mp Guard, then jouning with 
him till he had ſeiſed mp Crown, Piſor with this heavy news 
returned to me, being unwilling to gite me knowledge thereof, 
which overcame my heart with ſuch grief, that ſeeking out a lo- 
litary plate, I wand td ſo far that J could not return to the 
Shepherds houſe that night che milling me, alſo came foꝛth the 
Cottage toſeek me, but direaing her feps a contrary wap , o: 
meeting with ſome misfozrune.J never heard of her ſince, Piſor 
be likewiſe went fozth to ſ&k us, and ignozantip taftedof an uns 
happy fruit that infuſed a ecpyneſs upon him for the ſpace of 
four andtwentp hourg hut pct in his and mp moſt earneſt ſcarch 
we could never nde her, and I fear never ſhall, but if J could 
recober this evil dane by my Foes , J would then ſpend the ref 
of mu life in her fearch. Having ended theſe ſpeches,his Feart 
was \a much overcome with grief, that he had much ado to 
with⸗ hold his epes from tears. 
Montelion 
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Montelion was eppꝛeſt with no leſſe grief than he whoſe heart 
felt mo2e inward dilquiet than a ſtrangers could have done, in 
ſilent ſadneſs, ſ@ming to partake of his ſozrows , but not able 
to counſel him which wap to recrute them, that at laſf bp reaſon 
the neceſſity of the time affo2ded little reſpite ; then were ton 
ſtraincd to depart. | 


CHAP. XV. 


How Montelion by a ſtrange and dangerous accident won the City, 
and took Palian priſoner. 


Ontelion that night eleced out of His own followers 
twenty Knights,ſuch as he eſtermed mott valiant,cel- 
ting them he had a matter of great danger and ſecreſie 
tocomplot , which might be a means to effablith the 
King in his Kingdom, if then would faithfullp jopn with him, 
which then all vowed to accompliſh, and follow him, though it 
were to their deaths. Arm pou then (ſaid he) in Armenian Ar: 
moz, of which xeu Have choice, and come to me at mid-night. 

The Knights being all come accozding to the appointed time, 
he departed with them thzough the Camp to the Cirp Gate, 
and there he knocked , but ſcarce ſo loud that the Pozter could 
hear him, who coming to the Battlements , demanded who it 
was - A am (quoth he) Alcheſus and other Armenians , as thou 
mapeſt know by our Armoꝛ, and bzing god news, therefoze o⸗ 
pen the Gateg, leaſt bp delap we are betraved , foz we are pur⸗ 
ſued, The Pozter being haſkp to ſuccour them, pzeſently unbol⸗ 
ted the Gates. Montelion was no ſener entred,but he flew the 
Porter , entring the Lodge, and fell upon the Watch that lay 
lleping, killing molt of them befoze then awaked. One of them 
ſubmitting himſelf,ſaid thus: Jam an Aſſyrian, ſpare mp life, 
and if pou be friends of Perſicles, J will direc pou how to ſur- 
pꝛize the Citp, and take the Uſurper. 

In ſo doing (quoth he) thou halt bee Honozed of the King, and 
purchaſe thy own liberty. After he had put the reſt to the ſwozd, 
the Aſſyrian direaed them tothe Palace , and by ſo ſecret a wan 
that He b:ought them even within the compaſſe of the Ca- 
tle, 


tt 
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Me to the verp plate where the Guard was, Montelion then 
ſaid thus to his followers: n Champions, let not fear now 
polleſſe pour heart, but by this exploit win Bono? fo: eber; and 
by the Aſſycia"1's direatons divided themſelves into two parts, 
the one to the foꝛmoſt entrance,and the other te a by wap, Mon- 
telion knocking at the do, one of rhe Guard opening the lame, 
and p:eſently he ruſhed in with his Sword dawn, killing the 
firſt , and all that came within his compaſs. The Guardians 
were ſo amazed therewith , that they were confounded in then 
ſcnſes 3 their courages fo; want of time to conſider abated, and 
their hands with fear and trembling not able to dꝛaw their 
(words, and when thep Had d2awn them, knew not whe to reſiff, 
foz Montelion and his inighrs were lo like them in Ar moꝛ, and 
ſo intermingled amongſt chem, that then knemthem not from 
their own fellows, by which means Monre!ton's Knitghis (who 
b a pꝛibate mark knew one another) made ſuch a laughter a⸗ 
mongtt them that ozall the Flooz did [wim with bled; Seme 
madineans to flie cut at the back deo, butas they ſtepped out then 
met death, he that followed, not knowing him that went befoze 
to be lam, and had they all come that way they would one bn 
one have bern deitroved, that in the end bn Montelion's Ualoz, 


there was not one left alive. 


This Plot was per foʒmed with ſuch expedition in the night 


time, that the rumoz thereof tame not to the hearing of anp, ſo 


that within ſhozt {pace and little laboz, Montelion ſurpꝛized Pa⸗ 
lian in his Bed, who leing one in Armoꝛ beſmeared with blood, 
and his Swoꝛd dzawn, farting up, ag ked what he was ⸗ Jam 
thy Cnemp { gizoth Montelion) and Friend to Perticles : Thou 
arta Villian aid a Traytor (ſaid Pelian) and then he called to 
his Guard, crying out Treaſon, Treaſon, Iam betrayed , Help, 
Help. 

Thou crueff in vain { ſaid Monte ion) fo thereis none near 
to hear the, foʒ bu this Hand thu Guard are lain: and thon 
ſhalt follow the ſame unto death, 1iniefſe thou doeſt ask mercy, 
fo: mp hands can hardiv abſtain from wozking revenge ou thn 
Traptoꝛs head, thou halt deſerved to be puniſhed with inexcra- 

le to2ments. Montelion had ſcarce made an end of hi (pecbes, 
but he heard the etc ho of a great * cr2 ſolicite His cars, the 
occa- 
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occaſton was this: After Montelion was departed his Tent,his 
E. quire following him, and ſceing him enter the City with lo 
few in his company, ran back with all ſped , and told the King 
what he had ſ&@1 , who fearing that raſh attempt might endan⸗ 
ger his life , and hearing that he had gotten entrance into the 
City: Armed binſelf, calling np Deloracus, Piſor, Oſimus, Co- 
chanes, and all the reſt of his chef Commanders of the Army, 
with the chie feſt of their bands, to the number of t went thou- 
ſand, and marched to the Citp Gates, which then found wide 
open, and being entred, and by ſeveral Companies diſperſt into 
ederp coner of the ſtreets, p2eſently on ebern flde , then gave an 
Allarum , which ſounded ſo terrible in the ears of all the Arme- 
nians, that like men bereft of their ſenſes, they ran up and down 
to their own Deſfruction. There did Deloratus fill His hands 
with laughter, and Piſor with cruelty revenge his with-holden. 
libertp; there did Corhanes and Olimus with many thouſands, 
colour pale Death with red, and there did the King Tryumph 
aver his Foes, his conquering [wozd wozking their deaths, that 
the City Chanuels ran with goze blood, and their had ſteps 
intercepted by heaps of men that lap dead on the ground, then 
began ſuch an out-crp as would have frighted the ſenſes of the 
moſt valiant; Old men hiding their beads in their houſes, the 
Women with their Childzen , crying , wzinging their hands, 
making great lamentation; the Souldiers ready to kill one an- 
other , not knowing whom to offend, being ignorant of rhe be- 
gining of this Tragedy. | 

The Counſellers, and ſuch as ſate in Seat of Juffice , with 
an hafte went to the Caſtle, wherein Palian was; where at their 
fr entrance then found what ſad ſpecacles of Hozroz and dꝛead 
Had alreadp entred there , laping open paſſage to death , Monte- 
ſion's Knights (though but few , {wn laid hands on them, flay- 
ing thoſe that refiffed; and encloſing them that yielded within a 
fFrong Tower. 

By this time Montelion had Haled Palian fozth his Cham- 
ber, and bound him Hand and Fort, encloſing him in a ffrong 
YJapl, where mann Palefacozs was impriſoned , himlelf being 
His Japloz , and having intelligence that the King was entred 
the Citp, de bent hig ſteps to ſinde him out, bn the wap 2 
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the Armenians, who tok him to be one of their own Officers by 
his Armoz. 

At laſt he came fo the Abbey , where the greate part of the 
Enemy lap, ina large field, encompaſſed within the Wall, 
whereinto the King with ther thouſand Bouldiers were bekoze 
entred, making luch a ſlaughter ag would Have grieved the heart 
of any beholder. 

Montelion being alone , thought now o2 never to make tryal 
of his valo2 , though being on fot , yet ruſhing amongſt the 
thickeſt of his Enemies, who lering him in that Armoꝛ, thought 
he had rather been one of their Chief Commanders than a Foe, 
who framick with the fright , laughtered chem , becauſe then 
were 11. w io kill their Enemies, which when he perceived , he 
cred unto them, Uilitans, Traptozs, Cowards, why da you 
ſhun me - J am your Enemm, a Perſian, and come to deſtroy you; 
not witl ſtanding his ſpeches.,bp reaſon then had no time to ton⸗ 
fider what to do, then ſtill fled from him, not ſo much with the 
thought of what he was, as with fear to tome near him, foz none 
tame within his compa(s but he dned; lo that where e fought 
Death trnumphed, and bp reaſon of their flight, hig haſty blows 
were [pent in vatn, 

The King and Deloratus being nigh, ſtod and beheld him 
with admiration , wondzing who it was (that they thought) 
with ſuch fury fought againſt Himſelf, until he eſpyed them, by 
his ſperches giving them notice who he was. Having found him 
then defired,thep followed their Enemies with cruel deffrucion, 
the bꝛight dap diſcloſing the blody aa of that night, which ap- 
peared befoze them with ſuch agrim Aſpea, that it made terroz 
ſ&m terrible, and befozemany hours of the dap were ſpent, the 
Armenians were utterly deffroved, 

The Ring gave a ſtria Ozder fo diligent ſearch to be made 
thꝛough all the City, and ik then found an» Rebels to put them 
to the @wo2d, which dme, he commanded the dead carkafſes to 
be carried in Carts out of the City, which were lo mann, as that 
then had muth ado to per foʒm it in a dape time: when he had 
done this , he gave the ſpotl of the Enemies Tents and Pouſes 
unto the Peclian Douldiers , and alſo gabe commandment that 
all the Women , Children, Old men, and impotent people, 
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and be bzonight into the City, and every one poſſefſe Hig vwn 
Houſe roberein he dwelled befoze: This being perkozmed, and 
fo: that dap oꝛder being taken fo che wounded , the @ouldierg 
enriched with ſpoil, the Citi:ens at quiet in their Bouſes, dili⸗ 
tut Watch let at each Cate, and a ſtrong Guard within the 
ents, with that it dzew to night, and their laboꝛ required eaſe, 
after much jon, then betolt them elves to their reſt. 

Early the next moꝛning then foziok their Pavilions, and ap⸗ 
pointed certain Dcouts to watch about the boꝛders of the Couns 
try foʒ the appꝛoach of the King of Armenia, which they all ſup⸗ 
poſed would be verp ſho:tlp, foꝛ it was now two months ſince 
Altheſus departed. 

Wp that time the dap was aged the ſpaceof thꝛee hours, the 
Auhabitants of Aſſyria that Had lived under the lubjeaon of the 
Armenians, Hearing of Palian's overthzow, and being aſſured of 
Perſicles's ſafetp (which befoze then would not believe) came in 
multitudes to ſubmit themſelves unto their lawful Ring, who 
rejopcing thertat, had chem in ſign of their obedience arm them 
ſelves and return to their own Houſes, and deſtroy all the Ar- 
menians that Jnhabited the Land af Aſſyria, not (uffering Pan, 
Woman, oz Childe to live. 

It was a wonder to behold with what gredineſs the Pulti⸗ 
tudes bent themſelves to their Enemies deffrucion , every one 
thinking to be fozemoT, and he that was lait, thinking himſelf 
bappy if he could graſp a Dwozd to ſ&k his own liherty: which 
then effected within th: days , that there was not anp of the 
Armenians Pzogenp left. 

It then found an Aſſyrian woman marrped to an Armenian 
man, both ſhe and all her childzen dved ; and if they found a wo- 
man with child, oꝛ having ann Childzen, that ſhe could not ſhew 
an Aſſyrian was the Father of them, then had all of them bern 
flain, 

In the mean while, all thoſe that were pziſoners. were bought 
fozth. Perſicles by the touſent of his Nobles, People, and Coun- 
lel, 3 them to due (Palian excepted) who alſo Had that 
day \uFered a ſhameful death, Had he not been a Kings Son, be- 

ing onely committed to ſafe.cuſtodp , where he was Honozably 


yſed-. 
| Thele 
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Theſe Tragical ſtratagems oberpaſt, and all things in ſecu* 
ritp,yet the beauty of the Land was deffrored by the Armenians 
and now the Nobles and Peers of the Land that durſt not lok 
ober the Caſtle walls, aſſembled themſelves unte the King,ma- 
king an the pꝛeparation thep could foz His moze Honozable enter- 
tamment: The Eeus rung fo2 jop , andthe people with great 
jon applauded his Uicory, Within few days he was again 
Crowned King of Aﬀyria, and Monrelion Honozed with ſuch 
tommendatiens as his woꝛthineſſe deſerved; everp one (as of 
right then ſhould) attribute that honozed Winorp to his Ualo? ; 
all men growing into dep affection towards him, and with re- 
jopting manifeſts their love. 


CHAP. XVI. 
Of the King of Armeniz's arrival with a new Army ; how Mintelion 
ſer Palian at liberty, and of a peace that was concluded. 


Hereas certain of the pus had knowledge of the ap⸗ 
pzoach of the Bing of Armenia, and bzought news 


thereof to the Court, which ffirredup new diſcozd 

amongſt tf em fo; then then began on all ſides to arm 
themſeves afreſh: But that was leon ffayed by the coming of 
Ambaſſadozs fram the King of Armenia, who delivered their 
Peſſage thus.

Let him with haſte return, left mp fury overrake him, and ſo he 
feel the miſchief he intendeth to me, foꝛ I mean to met Him pꝛe⸗ 
ſently, and wok luch deſfruction amongſt his Souldiers, as ſhall 
cauſe them to ſee his life foꝛ bet raving them into mp hands. 

Perficles (peak theſe wozds with ſuch furp, that the Ambaſſa- 
doꝛs believed He would do it, and ſo they departed, The King 
of Armenia little thinking to receive ſuch an anſwer, bur rather 
perfozmance of his demand, was ſo enraged, that te pzeſentlu 
commanded his Souldiers to march to the City, vowing to re- 
dem his Don, oz he be taken pꝛiſoner Himſelf, Perſicles alſo Had 
collected a mighty Band of Per ſians and Aſſyrians to meet him, 
that this was likely to pꝛobe the hotteſt battel that ever was 
fought in that part of the world. 

In the mean time Palian was bzonght befoze Perſicles, who 
was ſeatedupon his Kinglp Thione in great Pajeſtu, and then 
ſaid: What canſt thou alledge ro excuſe thy ſelf from death, ha- 
ving rightly deſerved the ſame ? Thou knoweſt that it now reſteth 
in my power to ſer thee free, or put thee to death; which the juſt 
Heavens have inflicted upon thce , as a due puniſhment for thy 
Tyranny. | 

Jam (quoth Palian) a Bing as abſolute as thp ſelf, there- 
foze F know thou dareſt not put me to death; which if thou 
ſhouldeſt preſume to attempt, know that my Father is hard at 
thy Elbow to revenge the lame, whoſe power thou tanſt not eſ- 
tape: therefore J defie the; and dare the to do the (ame, foz 4 
know thee to be of ſo cowardlp a diſpoſition, that when thou doeff 
once come within mu Fathers ſight, thou wilt run away, The 
people that ſfod by hearing this,crped out, Hang him up, Let him 
dye, Let him dye; and it was long befoze the multitude 
would be appealed; but at length the King ſaid; Traptoz, da- 
reſt thou utter theſe woꝛds in mp pꝛelente, thou ſhalt alluredly 
dre, all the woꝛld hall not redem ther, and ſo commanded his 
Guard to hew bim in pieces, whereupon then began to wound 
Pim; but Montelion ſtepping between them, and humbling 2 
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| ſelf upon his kne , thus ſaid: Moſt Noble King, vouchſaſe to 
hear ne ſpeak , and without offence let me claim my Right: This 


Knight is my Priſoner, and to put him to death without my con- 
ſent, were to do me wrong: Vet although! 9 this, pardon me, 
I ſpeak not any thing to contradict your will, but I kumbly deſire 
your Majeſty to grant me this favour, that as Itock him, ſo I may 
diſpoſe ot him. 

The King with great Haſte roſe ſrom Fis ſcat and embzated 
Monrelion , ſapiug: Were it my Kingdom , my life, oz an 
thing elſe that J eſfem moꝛe than both, that pou required, 3 
would fo ever curſe my heart if J ſhould denn it pou , fo2 you 
have done me ſo much god, and mp debt is to pou ſo great, that 
if J live a thouſand years, I hall never pap; therefoze J give 
him freelp unto von, and his life wit hal. J humbly thank you 
(replyed he) and ſotwk his Pꝛiſoner by the hand, and after 
humble Reverence done , he departed, to whom being alone, 
ſaid; Noble P21nce, not e xpeaing reward, oz fearing thzeats, 
J here give pou liberty, Then did he deſire him to male chovce 
of His Yozſe and Armoz, and arming himielf , rode diſcourte- 
oulln awap , His ffout heart not ſuffering him to give Montelion 
thanks: being come to the Camp, be humbled Himſclf to his Fa- 
ther, who embzacing him ſaid; My dear Son welcome; Then 
ſtrutting up and down, ſaid; J thought that Daſfard Perlicles 
durſt not detain ther, fot if he had, his lite had paid thy Ran'om, 
and ſhall do pet foꝛ leping th ſo leug: by ſupiter, this night 
will J fire the City about his ears, betauſe J know the Coward 
dares not come fozth to meet me. 

Hearing his Father thus boa , and knowing how imlikelp 
he was to perfozm it, ſuch a paſſion of dep conſideration, chan⸗ 
ged in him ſuch a ſudden alteration cent rarp to His fozmer dil⸗ 
pofition, and calling to remembꝛance how lately he was in dan- 
ger of death, the great power Perſicles had about him, the late 
laughter he had made amongſt his Souldiers , the courteſie of 
Montelion; but moſt of all his ungratitude towards Him that 
had given him his life, thus ſaid: 

My Noble Father, not the fear of your Forces, nor Perficles 


. Cowardize ( for by his own doom I had dyed ) ſer me at liberty 


but the courteſie of a noble Knight, who took me priſoner; who 
when 
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when Perſicles had appointed my death, and the Executioner 
ſeiſing on me, challenged me to be his Priſoner , honourably ar- 
med me, and curteouſly let me go; therefore I beſeech you 
with-draw your Forces, and offer no wrong to Perficles , who ne- 
ver offended you; the Kingdom of Armenia ic as good as Aria, 
and better, and it is better to enjoy that, wich quiet, then both 
that and this wich diſcontent; if not for that, yer for this, I 
humbly entreat you ro conclude a peace with Perſicles , for your 
own ſaſety, for his power is too mighty to be ſubdued by theſe 
ſmall Forces you have brought, he is now allyed to the Perſian, 
who is yet no enemy, but wholly your friend; bur if theſe wars 
continue long, he will prove your mortal Foe; if you go for- 
wards, I muſt ſtay behind, for it were a great dithonour for me 
ro fight againſt him that hath ſu honourably ſer me at liberty; 
if you ſhould be overcome, how much would ic endanger your 
life? and if your life were in danger, do you think we could eſ- 
cape? beſides, I will ſubmit my ſelf into the hands your enemies, 
or rather ſpill mv own blood before your face, than live to fee ſo diſ- 
mal a day as that will prove; therefore I humbly delire you to con- 
clude a peace, 

| The King heard out his ipeeches with ſtlent Lexations, being 
ſo inwardly enraged and with defire of thiriting after revenge, 
tat his heart was ready to burff with malice; but at laſt being 
mollif.ed rather with deſpair of vigorn, then of pielding to his 
Sons requeſt, he ald; let it be as pou would Have it, foz this 
time vou ſhall ober- vule mit. 

Noble Father (quoth he) I know to conclude this veate will 
turn to our eberlaſting god, and pour own content ; Pericles 1s 
Honozable,and never offended pou, and J know he will emb2ace 
it, there foʒe I deſire pou, let it be concluded wfeh vour fret con- 
ſent; whereupon be gave his conlent , willing dim to conclude 
what he thought god, | 

Palian muinting Himſelf, ſet ſpurs to His Hoz'e, with all ſp& 
riding towards the Citu, where he met with Pecticles's might u 
Band of Douldiers , and de firing to {peak with Montelion, ka 
kindly embzaced him, yielding him ſo manp hearty thanks with 
ſuch courteſie,love and earneſt atfegion, wit h mann earnef vows 
fo; pzeſerving his life, that Moncelion wondꝛzed at the ſudden al- 
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teration in him, that befoze wag ſo rude and diſcourteous , moff 
lovingly embzaced him: then did he unfold the cauſe of His com- 
ing with ſuch earneftneſſe , entreating Montelion to jopn with 
him to conclude the peace , that he p;omiſed him alſiſtance, ſo 
thep both went unto the King, 

Palian delivered his Peſſage with humble reverence,and Per- 
ſieles with as much courtefie received it, and ſo'effectuallp was 
this w2ought,that the peace was accepted,and both the Armies 
mering in the field, inſtead of blows emb:aced each other, and 
both the Kings laluted each other, firff in frange ſozt, but after · 
wards with moze familiarity. After mann on both 
ſides, Perficles accuſing him of wzongs , and he ffill alleadging 
the contrarp,but Palian laboured earnefflp to conclude the peace, 
pet the battel was like to jopn , andofrentimes thep both grew 
to great rage, which by Montelions and Palians perſwafions was 
concluded. Ozowing to this concluſion , a peace was ratified 
fo two pears , in which time Ambaſſadozs ſhould be ſont to the 
Empe roꝛ of Perſia, and the King of Macedonia, to entreat their 
Royal aſſiſfance to make an end of this controverſie. 

Perficles's Heart could hardly endure to peild to his for ſo far, 
o2 abſfain Himſelf from revenge,o2 His rightful eſtate to 
be determined by the do:1htfal tale of Arbirrement, in his heart 
diſdaining hisenemp ſhould Have ſo much ſcope limited Him, as 
though he had intereſt at all in his Kingdom , but rather that 
then he ſhonld either abſolutely win all, oz loſe all; but regarding 
How much he Had troubled Deloratus and the Per ſians, who now 
deſired to return home to their own Country ; but moſt of all 
being deſirous to travel in ſearch of His dear Love , from whom 
he had long ben abſent,foz whoſe ſafetp,he would have [off life, 
Kingdom and liberty, whoſe abſence was a continual grief to his 
Conſcience,utterlp deſpairing of finding her; but pet that, no 
anp other ambiguity could cauſe him to deſiſt, but that he would 
depart in her ſearch, thinking ſhe was living, therefoze He peild- 
ed to any thing. 

Having taken the King of Armenia's Oath, not to interrupt 
bim in his kingdom till the time pefired, then parted, Perficles 
tothe Citp , and the King with his 9 to Armenia, Palians 
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minde was linked in duch admiration of Moncclion's vertues, 
that he humbly entregted bis Fathers leave to bear him com- 
vnun, but he denped him, repzobing: him greatly with bitter 
terms; pet not wit hſtanding within few daus after he departed 
in ditguiſe. The King would Have (ent after him to habe Raue d 
him, but his Nobles perl waded him to the contrapy, 

- Palian being arrived at the Aſſyrian Court , declared to Mon- 
telion the cauſe of his [caving his Fathers Court, which wag 
with no other intent (e (ats) then to enjoy his company,and to 
do Perſicles ſervice ; which proceedednot from any coloured diſ- 
ſimulat ion, bat from the depth of a tonſfaut reſolution. - Such 
au alteration Had Montelion's bertues and his Fathers tprann nu 
wꝛought in him, that he adwired the one, and abhezred the 
ather ; of which he gabe ſuch manife@ tokens, that Per ſicles had 
na tauſe to mis doubt him, noz Montelion qs refuſe his familia 
vifp: -.

Afterwards they departed, Montelion leaving Cothanes and 
His Foſter Mot er, who bewatled his departure with abundance 
of tears: but within few days they arrived Perſia,” the Em · 
peroz lending out Troops of gallant Knights to attend them, tke 
States, Nohles, and Peers of the Land in rich artyze to enter- 
tain them, and himſelf with the Cmpaeffe , Piera, and a number 
of other gallant Ladies, fozſaking the Court to mer them; the 
Citizens hearing of their appꝛoach pzeparedrotenterramn them 
with delightful hows. The Knights met thein ſome two miles 
from the City, welcoming Deloratus withgreit reverchce ; and

One of theme faid 
he) is our late reconciled friend Pahan, and the offer ty the mot 
valiant Knight Montelion; that bn Hts valoʒ h th 'preferved 
our lives, confoundedHisenemies, and won himſeſfimmozif 
honoz. The Empero2bad Palian welcome into Feria; any theft 
he very kindlpembyaced Montelion, whe with rebceritte fell at 
his fret. 11.55 3 4K 
All that beheld Him, admired that one ([oroung ſhould be en- 
dued with luch Chivalryz and rhe Ladies with their nice exes 
\urveyedeach part of eee found 
to be moff exguiſite. Alf tedious ſalutations being pat, then 
tame to the Court, and entred with ſuth Royalty as it dzave an 
admiratiou to the beholders enes: There might one ſre the pes 
ple with gredineſs thꝛong to behold chem, burt eſpertalln the 
white Knighe, everg one agking which was ße, that he Himſelf 
could hear them, whirh ortentimes made the blod revrve in his 
ch&ks with a lobe ln blu. To rehearſe every particular wanld 
be to tedious; and toffay long in retttal of thetr Ropal%hter: 
tainment, Feaſts , Spethes, and Welcomes'; would detain 
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peu from the hearing of Conſtantias migfoztunes,foz ſuch enter- 
tainment was there, and everp thing perfozmed with ſuch Rop- 
altp, as might have beſemed the greateſt Ponarch in the wozld : 
After Supper, the time of reſt being tome, the aged Emperoz 
and Empꝛe lle bade god night to their Gueſts, and every one 
betok themſelbes to their leveral Lodgings , remitting all con- 
ference until the next days oppoztunity. | 

The King being alone, ſtudied moff part of the night which 
wap to travel inſearchof Conſtantia, Montelion in thinking of 
His unknown Parents, Palian ſurfeiting in love with Praxen- 
tia , and ſhe in commendation of Montelion ; Deloratus in plea⸗ 
fure with Piera, andthe old Gmperoz and Empꝛeſſe in jopful re- 
-membzance of all their ſafetieg, every one poſſefſed with a ſebe⸗ 

ral conceit till l&pobercame their ſenſes. 

Early the next mozning then fozſ@k their beds , Perficles and 
Deloratus fn conference with the Emperoꝛ, and Empꝛeſſe, and 
Piera in the hearing of thePzinceſs,and other Ladies rehearſing 
the Wars in Aſſyria, and the manner of their victozp. Montelion 
in companp of Palian, commended the Ropaltp of the Perſians 
Court, and the beautp of the Ladies; which ſp#ch then entred 
into bp reaſon of Palian , whoſe Heart could not chuſe buſt utter 
bis inward thoughts, which had entertained a ſurfeiring view

lion would pzofer lobe to her; and he on the other ſide , ſeeking 
means to haſten Perſicles s departure, which he wauld inſtantly 
Have dane, but that he could not ſo ſon ſ&k to leave the Empe- 
roꝛ noz his Sitter; Pet not withſtanding the Emperoz requeft- 
ed him to fap a month, which he could by no means denn. Pa- 
lian was glad of this, and Praxentia was not ſozrp ; onelp Mon- 


telion 
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telion thought he would be to tedious becauſe his affections war 
whollp bent on his journey,

When Monceliou ſaw that, he pye- 
ſentl begun to perceive ſome Hope, and bp little and little Love 
ole the poſſeſſion of His heart, withal, he remembzed what Pa- 
lian Had befoze (aid co him, all this ſ@med likely - h thas it 
was lo: As he continued in theſe thoughts, and with moze bold- 
nefle had viewed her well ( whole epes were never of him) the 
Puſick began to ſound again, and the Old Empero! of Perfia be: 
ing pleaſant and merry with feaſfing, twk the Empꝛels by the 
Hand to dance; Perkicles ſeeing that, took Piera ; then ſaid the 
Empero: , is there none will make a third / Piera deſirous to 
fhew Montelion any favour, defired him todo it. But he with 
miloneſs, made a refuſal, in regard oł᷑ his duty to the Emperoz, 
But ſuddenlp Palian ſfep d up and to Praxentia to dance with 
bim, who being of a milde behavour refuſed not, and the rather, 
that none ſhould note her affection to Montelion, which the allu⸗ 
red her ſelf, he could not call in queſtion.

upon anp other, troubled with a multitude of theſe paſſions, by 
reaſon of the truth, the made the beit conffruction of all things, 
wiſhing Pallan Had ben further off that dap, whom ſhe thought 
of purpoſe Had their conferrence. But to eale Her of 
theſe troubledcogitations, Lanula comes in with a Yeſſage from 
Palian, faz as ſan as the company was parted, went to her, and 
noting with what little reſpea Montelion had that dan regarded 
her,he thought ſome miſchief might croſs his further intent,and 
fearing withal left ſhe would lend to him, he ſent his meſſage. 
That with all Bumilien, he deſiredHer not to miſconceibe his 
meaning;foz the little reſpec he gade unto her, was with no other 
intent then to avoid ſuſpit ion, his heart being entirely bound in 
all Kutp to Her command. This meſſage pleaſed her well and ba- 
niſhed all mifts of malice from her heart, devifing with Lanula 
foʒ a convenient time to have conferrence with him. 

Montelion Had now taken ſuch a view of her beautp , that he 
pielbed to be loves thꝛall, and attoꝛding to his diſtempered minde

gan to wax ſickly, which Lanula made known to him, appoint- 
ing him the next dap to come to her, and he ſhould know when 
again to viſit her and in the mean time ſhe had wzought lo effe- 
aua with the Emperoz and Empꝛels, as they had appoiured 
her to be her keeper, and none to tome at her, but upan her ſuffe- 
rante which plealed the Pzince(s well. Night being come, Palian 
went to Lanulaes Chamber, where he found her, dec{aring all 
that had Happened, appointing him that night to come thither; 
Lauula returning, would not make known Hts coming to he

eaſily be ſ&n, the ſame being turned down below Her waſte, her 
neck naked and her Jvorp bzeaffs paſſing deſcription , laping 
fozth their beauties , her arms ſ\pzead one above her head, the 
other down by her ide. 

Palian beholding this pleaſant ſight (which was able to ra⸗ 
viſh the ſences of a modeſt beholder, chat his heart was ſoenfla- 
med as he Had much ado to abſtain from touching that beauty, 
He had not ſtrad long, but being troubled with ſome flumbzing 

motion 
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motion, awaked, and eſpying one ſonear her bed fide, was reg 
dp to give a ſh2tek , but with moze regard noting his habit , 
knew him, ſhzowding her ſelf from his ſight, until he entreated 
her to 3 his boldneſs, pꝛoteſting his intent was not to dil 
quiet her. N 

J am not diſquieted (quoth ſhe) now à know pou , but q mar 
vel J was not acquainted with pour coming , it is Lanulaes do- 
ings hath uſed me thus immodeſlp.

The fight quoth he can pzocure no offence, foz it hurteth not, 
therefoze in \@ing J committed no injurn; but where there is 
mutual love, and conſent in love, there nothing can bed offence 
but difloyaity, which is as far from me as 1mpoſſibilities, then 
J can no wap offend but in that, end in that J will never offend: 
All this map be granted (quoth ſhe) in pou , but not in me; foz 
A count it a great cffence ta be immodeſt, and nothing moze con- 
trary to perfec bertue. | 

Vou cannot offend (quothHhe) in that to me, fo2 having given 

your ſelf mine, whp ſhould J not both lee, touch, and enjop pou,

Thele wozds were intermingled with mann kiſſes and cm- 
bzaces, able to ffirr affection to the heighth; ſo that knowing his 
meaning by his wozds , ſhe ſaid : Dear Knight, I underſtand 
your meaning, which 1 will not, nor cannot grant, but in any 
thing elſe you ſhall command me, onely I deſire and am reſolved

membzante, he laid, nau map ave the laboz, J have dealt wich 
one ta that effea, who pꝛomiſed to nvet me within this hour, re- 
tuen there ſoʒe, and mp ſelf wil ſtan his coming. Lanula thought 
nothing, but went in, telling the Pꝛinteſſe whp ſhe returned ſo 
ſwn. Montelion covering his face as pꝛivilu as he could from 
being diſcoLered , walked up and down bp the dag, and in ſhxt 
ſpace he eſpyed Palian coming, asked who was there, are pou 
Montelion?

She is (ſaid then) Daughter to Amphiador 
Duke of lla, her name is Philotheta; foz Beauty, Uertue, Po⸗ 
deſtu, Shape, Courteſie, Pumilitp, Temperance, Chattity, and 
Wil dom, not to be equalled, therefoze the moze to be pitied, and 
fuccoured in diffreſſe ; we are poſting back to bzing this heavp 
news unto the Court, and whilft we ſtan here, ſhe runs in fur- 
ther danger. Which wap went thep laid he)direalp bp the wap 
we came (quoth thep) whom we would have foflowed further, 
but that we durſt not venture over the River after them; 
with that Montelion returned hack, declaring to Perſicles what 
de had heard. Af repoꝛt lpe not (ſaid Perſicles) the Damoſels 
habe not flatreringly pzaiſed her, J have befoze this Heard of her. 
Then both of them haſted ta follow her, but paſſed the river with 
much danger of dzowning. When thep had rode two Hours,they 
met with a Countrp ſwain, running fozward ſo fearfullp as if 
He had ben purſued, Fellow (ſaid Perſicles) what aileſt thou: 
O Sir (quoth He) J met with thꝛer of the hugeſt men that eber 
J beheld in mp life, carryinga Ladp that made great lamenta- 
tion. Pearing this, then poſted down the wap that was braten 
plain, at laff the ſame parted into two waps, and being doubt- 
ful which of them to talte, they concluded to part,embzacing each 
other as if they ſhould never met again, Perſicles on the 2 
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Hand, and Montelion on the left. On whoſeſeteral adventures 
ſtrange accidents befel. 

Pericles rode on with great [wiftuefſe, not once ſetting eye on 
them,fo: that way they went nor: therefoze he ſyent much laboꝛ 
in vain, until it grew to night, and then he thought it in vain to 
ſcek them, bur wandzing about to ſk (ome conbentent place ta 
reſt in, but he could not, fo: tho'e Deſerts were net inhabited. 
At laſt dꝛawing nigh unto a Rocky Hill, he might e pn a glim⸗ 
mering light to ſhine though the hollow clifrs thereot; and thi⸗ 
therwardshe went, perceiving it to be ſome po habitation, Fe 
alighted, tuing his Yozſe to a buſh, and knocking at the det, it 
opened of it ſelf, and heeſpyed an aged man ſifting ovet alitile 
fire very buſie turning of rots, which he roſted; and caſting ap 
his enes, andeſpping Perſicles, (aid unto him: Come in gad 
night. diſfreſs J know hath bzought pou hitper, elſe pou weuld 
not walk theſe Deſarts lo late. Parden me god Father (quotH 
be) fo: this bold intruſion. You guefſe aright of my eſtate, fe; 
I have wand:ed out of mu wap, and ſought long foʒ ſonie habi⸗ 
tatien, but was fruſtrated, until J was bzonght hither by the 
light of pour Candle. Sir ( ſaid the old man) ou are welcome, and 
I wiſh I were able to comſort you in ſome good ſort, but ſich as my 
poor habitation yieldeih, if you pleaſe ro ſay this might, ſhall 
be at your cemmand : neither are you the firſt man that hath been 
thus entertained by me, therefore diſdain me not for my good will: 
Father (ſaid He) J greatly accept pour pꝛoffer, and thᷣank pou fo 
this kindneſs that exc&ds mp deſert, oꝛ means to requite it, and 
the rather J de ſite your company and conference , by reaſon 
Jam but a ſtranger in this Cauntru, and would glaily Hear 
ſomething thereof by pour repozt. Sir (ſaidtFe Hermit) firſt 
ſit down , and take (uch ſpare dner as mp Houſe affozbs , and 
then J will tell pou what J can to ſatig ſie pou : whereupon rhe 
Permit thus vegan. | 
Dir, I ſhall firf diſcover what J am, and the cauſe of my li⸗ 
vitig in this ob ture place, and withal,diſcover thoſe things that 
peu think are bepond my knowledge: foz no want of mis foz⸗ 
tune 02 fear of being diſcovered, hath made me chuſe thts ſolita- 
rp life, but my own voluntary fancy, which pex{wades me J tan 
no wap libe with mp unfo:tunate diſpoſition: neither W 
wil » + 
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J have peu think I intend to fill pour ears with idle pꝛattre, oꝛ 
repetivion of topes, but as J intend to taſt pour Heart of fome of 
the care it pofſeſſeth ; ſo deſtre you bu hearing my mis-foztune 
andaiding mu eſtate, to taſe me, 02 at leaſt to comfozt me with 
dope of pour faithful affiſfance ; foz J know pour Name,Coun- 
tt n, cauſe of travel me ans of remedy, and pour friccefſe perrak⸗ 
ter, which J will declare unto ou, when pou habe heard out mp 
Tragick ffozv, which J cannot but utter firſt. 

Perticles wond2ed to hear his ſpech, little thinking he could 

perform what he pzomiled, but pet determining to try him, 
and defirous of comfo:t, heentreated him to pzored, foz He 
was deſirous to Hear big diicourſe, Sir (ſaid the Hermit) my 
name in my flouriſhing eſtate was called Delatus , my Digniry and 
Dukedom of lla, which le. joyed many years in great quiet, being 
both enriched in the gifts of Fortune and Nature; for in my Youth 
I chanced to ſer my affeion on the _— of Alſala, being Daugh- 
ter to a Gentleman of Antiochia, not for her poſſeſſions, but for her 
beauty, which ſurpaſſed all the Ladies of the South parts of this 
Continent; I ſued long, and at laſt obtained her conſent, mar- 
ried her, and brought her into 1/2 , where Ilived with her a year 
in great content , being in that ſpace inriched with'a Daughter 
naming her Pbelotheta,in her infancy ſhewing that more years would 
perform in her more exquiſite beauty, which is the Virgin you now 
travel in ſearch of. 

Living in this bliſsful content, there chanced a Knight named 
Amphiador to take a view of my fair Alſalaes beauty, which at 
the firſt fight pierced ſo deep, that he was entangled therewith, 
laboured by all means to grow into familiarity , thereby by enjoy 
more fully her fight and company; Fortune and my (elf  favour- 
ing him, that I efteemed ſo well of his company, that I did think 
my ſelſ not well when he was from me : he on the other fide, ſeeming 
ſo much to affect me, that Iadmir'd his kindneſs. All this time 
he infinuated himſelfinto A/ſalars company, ſhe alſo efteeming ſo 
honorably of him , that by reaſon of che love between him and me 
and her little ſuſpect of his difloyal dealing, ſhe always admitted 
him into her company, and uſed him ſo familiarly , that ſhe made 
him privy to all her counſels, Notwithſtanding all this, he durft 

not 
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not ſhew love to her, ſeeing indeed her vertue to be ſuch, that he did 
think it impoſſible to artain it; thinking it better to live in ſilence, 
and enjoy her company, than by uttering his afſections to be depri- 
ved of all comforr, Upon a time (as he did) there arrived at my 
Caſtle another Knight, named Palleſus, who in the ſame manner as 
he had done, ſurſeited on Alſalaes beauty, and was admitted ro 
mine and Amphiador's company, both eſteeming well of him for 
many honourable qualities that he was endued withal ; he as litile 
ſuſpecting Amphiador's love as he did his, nor I, nor Allala onee 
thinking any ſuch matter, ſor that our kindneſs bred in us ſuch lan. ĩ- 
liarity, as many paſſionate and amorous actions might be acted, and 
yet no way ſuſpected. 
Thus did I live in great content ſome two years, ſpending my time 
in Hawking, Hunting, and other paſtimes, as void or diſquiet as 
heart could wiſh, thinking my ſelt happy in their kindneſs , but 
moſt in Alſalaes beauty; they with coloured courteſie ſeeming to 
live by injoying my company and familiarity , and ſhe as much as I 
eſteeming them for their love: but at laſt this pleaſarit Summer 
began to turn to Wii ter, and our ſweet content tu diſcontent; for 
Palleſus's love burſt into a flame, which he was unable to reſtrain, 
that in ſecret he gave Alſala knowledge thereof , „ich » as as hore 
rid to her hearing, as for one to hear that he hc!) dr poy ſon: 
bur notwithſtanding, her minde beirg endued with vertue and 
courteſie, in kinde ſort reproved him, wilting him not to proſecute 
any ſuch matter, for ſhe would never yield thereto ; notwith- 
ſtanding her courteous denial bred in him no remoi ſe, hit rather 
hope of comfort, that continually he followed his fit , which bred 
much trouble in her minde, that whereas ſhe was be ore delightful 
and pleaſant, ſhe became ſo melancholly and ſad, that I admired 
at it, but I could not learn the cauſe thereof; thi king ir had been 
ſome fickneſs , rather then trouble of minde. Being long thus 
troubled with his love, ſhe began to deviſe how to be rid of it, that 
ſo it might not come to my knowledge; for her vertucus love made 
her loath to diſquiet me ; relying upon Amphiadors vertues, ſhe 
thought by his aſſiſtance te rid her ſelf of Palleſus, therefore on a 
time being with him in ſecrer, ſhe told all the circumſtance to 
br: defiring his counſel , and diſſwade Palleſws from —_ - * 
| ue 
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ſuch diſhonor , Amphi ador a heart was ſuddenly poſſeſſed with a jea- 
lous conceit againſt the ſaid Palleſws ; but he meant by that means 
to attain his deſire, and coming to Palleſur he told him what 4 
ls had made him privie unto, not difſwading him, but counſel 
him co perſiſt therein, promiſing he would by all the means he coul 
further the ſame. Palleſus was ſomewhat comforted therewith, 
and ſhe was more chearful, hoping by Amphiador's means to be rid 
of his love, 

Ampbiador one day being alone with me in my Forreſt, ficſt uſing 
many entreaties to me to be ſecret, and binding me by many 
Oathes not to declare it to any, he told me that Palleſur did make 
love to Alſala, and that ic was likely ſhe would yeild thereto , gi- 
ving me notice that oftentimes they met in ſecret, and withal , gi- 
ving me counſel ro note their glances and behaviours , and I ſhould 
finde that to be true, which I leaſt thought of, proteſting that 
meer love to me in o_ of my honour, and his own duty, bound 
him co diſcover it, which orherwiſe he would never have revealed: 
with this my minde was much diſquieted,but I would not rooraſhly 
give credit to his ſpeeches , before I had obſerved their behaviour 
ſome time, which I found to be ſomewhat familiar , of deep affe- 
ion on his part, but on hers with a contrary intent, leaſt her 
countenance bewray his love to me, which ſhe knew would breed 
my diſquiet. By reaſon of Amphiador's perſwalion , who conti- 
nually augmented my ſuſpicion I then began to ſuſpect them, and 
grew to extream jealouſie, aſſuring my ſelſ they dealt diſloyally 
with me, purpoſing to work revenge againſt them: but then he 
began to perſwade me not to condemn them without manifeſt proof, 
as much perſwading me not to think ſo, as beforghe had done to 
perſwade me thereto : nothing then could alter my minde, my 
ay 5g would not ſuffer me to reſt, nor to finde his de- 
ceic, One day being alone I complain d againſt my hard fortune 
and her diſſoyalty, and in the milf of theſe complaints he found 
me out, intending by my overthrow to work his delire. I ſeeing 
him near me, after ſome conference, I deſired him to counſel me the 
beſt way to ſalve theſe evils, to be aſſured of the truth, and to do it 
wichour my reproach or her ſcandal , ſor I am loath to accule her 
without juſt proof, If (aid he) I may then counſel you, thus would 1 
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adviſe you to do; The King is now fick, and hath ſent for many 
of his Nobles to come to him, ſay you alſo, that you have received 
Letters from him, and chat you muſt three days hence depart to the 
Court; by this youſhall finde out the truth hereof, and at the time 
of your departure deſire Palleſus to beat you company, which if he 
refuſe , you may then judge of him accordingly , my ſelf will then 
accompany you to my Caſtle , wherein you:thall remain in ſecret 
awhile, and | ina diſguiſe unknown to any, will return, and will 
careſully note their behaviour at all time to finde the truth there- 
of. {I liked well of his counſel, and followed the ſame , making 
my rture known to Alſala, who with a heavy heart lamented to 
her of my abſence , which then (by reaſon of my ſuſpect) I eſteem'd 
to be diſſimulation: Amphiador in the mean times went to Palleſus, 
and told him by reaſon of ſome conceit or ſuſpition ] had lately con- 
ceived , would carry him with me to the Court, and therefore 
willed him to be abſent at that inſtant. The time of my departure 
being come, I thought to finde him, but he was gone, which augmen- 
ted my ſuſpition to a reſolution, but intending to try the utmoſt of 
all, and truſting to Amphiagor's faithſulneſs, I went with him unto 
his Caftle , ſtay ing there three days: In the mean time, Ithink- 
ing he had been returned to my Caſtle) he went to an Enchanter 
named Penthraſus; aud brought him to my Caſtle , fhewing him 
Philotheta , promiling him, that if he would but work means to rid 
me away, ſo that I might never return, when ſhe eame to years 
to procure her to confent to his love, Penthraſus at the firſt fight 
liked the proffer , and promiſed to undertake the fame , raking a 
ſolemn Oath never to diſcover it. Now fearing leaſt ſome other 
ſhould prevent him, and to avoid his wives ſuſpicion , who had 
great knowledge in Necromancy , and often by her skil croſſed his 
practiſes , and withal unwilling to be guilty of my blood; after l 
was delivered to him, he brought me to this place, cafting ſuch 
charms upon me, that I ſhall never be releaſed , and when he had 
done, he told of Amphiador's practice againſt me. I then entrea- 
ted him to releaſe me, promiſing to fulfil whatſoever Amphiador 
had promiſed him, but nothing could prevail, for he told me he 
had by a ſolemn Oath bound him to perform , which he could not 
break, ſor if he did, by that he ſhould loſe the vertue of his Art. hes 
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did | lament my misfortunes with bitter exclaims , but he told me 
it was in vain , and {© departed ; here did I live many years paſt 
hope of all comforr, thinking co end my days in this place, withour 
ever hearing oſ them again; but at laſt Penthraſu came to me again, 
rehearſing the ſequel of this Hiſtory following. 

Amphiador being ſure enough of me returned to my Caſtle, and 
coming to Alſala, told her, that the day after I went from thence, 
Palleſws had ſer upon me with an ambuſh of men, and ſo ſlain me, 
telling the ſame with ſuch proteſtations & proabbility of truth, that 
ſhe could not chuſe but believe him, counſelling her in ſecret to 
apprehend him, and caſt him in Priſon, Alſals — this, had 
much ads to keep life within her, having ſcarce breath enough to 
command herServants to appreheud him,whilft Amphiador laboured 
with ſuch as were about her to keep life in her. 

The rumour of my death was ſoon ſpread abroad, and my ſer- 
vants believing the ſame ; ſome poſted to the Court, ſome ſearching 
for my body, none finding me alive nor dead, for which Amphia- 
dor had ſtill an anſwer ready to ſatisfie any doubt. Palleſu hearing 
that it was Arphiador,accuſed him, and for no leſs matter than my 
death (as he might well) denied the ſame , and often entreated 4/= 
ſala to let him be brought to his tryal. But being over-ſwayed by 
Ampbi ador s perſu aſiuns, and being before troubled with his love, 
whereby he ſought to diſhonour me that was his friend, which bred 
a perſwaſion in her, that to attain chat, he ſought my liſe, and 
would give no eredit to him, but he ſhould dye, and within few 
days after , ſhe apparelled her ſelf, her Servants, and all her At- 
tendants in mourning weeds , and departed to the Court, craving 
juſtice of the King againſt Palliſus for murdering me : the King told 
her the ſhould have juſtice z whereupon _- was brought be- 
fore the King, and there accuſed by Ampbiador; he alledging all 
the falſe accuſations he could, and the other ſtill pleading his inno- 
cency , that in the end Amphiador deſired the King to grant him a 


Combat againſt Palleſus, which ſhould end the doubt of all the con- 


troverſie: ſo the King granted it, and appointed a day for the 
Tryal: in which violent combat, cruel fortune fo ordered the iſſue, 
that Palleſws was ſlain , and all men accounted him guilty , and me 
dead, yeilding much honour to Amphiador, and the King in recom- 
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ence ofhis ſuppoſed loyalty to me and for that I dyed without an 

eir, created him Duke of Ils, yet reſerving the — to Alſals 
during her life : this done, Alſala returned towards Ila and Amphia- 

dor with her very ſore wounded , of whom ſhe had a ſpeeial care, 
rendring him as her ſelf for the love he had ſhewed her in becoming 
her Champion for revenge of my death. After he had recovered his 
wounds, he continued many days with her , not once mentioning 
any love to her, ſeeming with her to lament my loſs : but all things 
in time wear out of minde, ſo did her ſorrow for me, and ſhe began 
to conceive well of him, which he perceiving did proſecute his love 
wich ſuch ſucceſs, that in the end he married her: which when 
Penthraſus declared to me, it ſtruck my heart wich deadly grief,then 
Ideſired him to releaſe me from this miſery. Neither (ſaid Penthra- 
ſus) do] intend to claim the performance of Ampbiador's promile, 
for t hi lotheta is fair, chaſte, and vertuous, neither will I reveal this 
ſecret to any but your ſelf, nor ſhall you depart from hence till the 
time of the Enchanted Tower be ended, built by Helion, in which 
he hath ſhut Conſtantia daughtes to the Emperor of Perſia, and be- 
trothed wife to Perficles King of Aſyria, who ſhall be the firſt Knight 
that ſhall arrive in this — „neither ſhall the enchantment be 
ended by any but the Son of Pericles begotten by Cenſtantias; for 
= he) the date of my life is at an end, and at ſuch time as Per- 

reles arriveth here, will him to return into AHri⸗ to eſtabliſii his 
Kingdom in peace, for it will be in vain for him to ſpend his days 
in travel to redeem her, the finiſhing whereof muſt be by his own 
Son. When he had ſpoken theſe words he vaniſhed, appointing me 
to a certain bounds which I cannot paſs, nor any yet come into, but 
onely your ſelf, which aſſureth me that you are Ferſieles, and travel 
in ſearch of Conſtantia, 

You have (ſaid Perſicles) filled mn heart with fear, Hope, and 
tomfoꝛt, the one ſfriving to over-maſter the ether; frar, that the 
Enchanter diſſemhled, fo2 that J have as net no Won , noz ne- 
ver wall habe by Conſtantia , foz the being ffill enchanted, how 
wall J attain ber companp : vet again, Jam ſomewhat tom 
fozted that he could as well tell who ſhould finifhthe Enchant- 
ment he Had made, as mp coming co this place,foz Jam the moſt 
fozlozn King of Aſſyria that hall never enjop comfoze til — be 

relea⸗ 
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releaſed, which doubt perl wadeth me will never bez fg ik J muff 
now return into Afl/ria, how ſhall J Hope to finde comfozt - Ver 
be ol god comfozt (quoth he) foz Hope Hath pzeſerved mp life 
many years , afluring mp (elf, that Penchraſus told me nothing 
bur truth: whp ſhould pon deſpair mote than J, fince both our 
tonifoꝛttz reſts on her releaſe. But accozding tohis counſel tra- 
vel no further, foz it were in vain to do that which can pield no 
bope of tomfoꝑt. 

In doing le (ſaid he) J ſhall diſhonour mp ſelf , and loave my 
friend unkindlp, whoſe deſerts hath bound mp life to requite his 
love, who hath onelp foz mp ſake undertaken to travel in ſearch 
of Conſtantia, the cauſe of whoſe departure from me, was in 
ſearch of pour Daughter Philotheta, that is reputed to be 
Daughter to Amphiador, who was this dap ffollen from lla, by 
thze Gyants: then he declared how then came to the know- 
ledge thereof, 

It did him god to hear that ſhe was libing , that he rejopced 
greatip thereat ; withal, enquiring of him what Knight that 
was who was gone in her reſcue, Perſicles then ſaid, it were tw 
tebious tomake recital of him, foz then J ſhould rehearſe the 
diſcourſe of mp misfoztunes.Were it not troubleſome(quoth the 
Duke) J would deſire to hear chem. Torequite pour kindneſſe, 
(ſaid he) J will rehearſe the ſame , which pet I have kept from 
all men but Montelion: with that he declared all from the be- 
ginning of his firſt love to that Hour, which when he heard, he 
wondzed who that Knight Montelion hould be. 

The night being ſpent in this diſcourſe , and bꝛight Phœbus 
ſhining on the Delart, He knew not what was beſt, either to de- 
part oꝛ ſfay; bur at laſt being perſwaded bp Delarus,he tak his 
leave of him with many eoarceous farewels,and mounting hbim⸗ 
_— Hozſe-back, he departed direaly towards the Kingdom o*

ſceing Him on fat, went awap laughing: but the Gpant miſſing 
his aim bp reaſon of Montelion's nimbleneſſe, was readp to turn 
about with the fozce of his blow; in which time Montel ion leap'd 
within him and thut his \wozd{o far into his body that he fen 
down dead. The other ſering that, one of them tame running back 
to reſtue him whom Montelion ſon eſpꝝed being readꝝ to reteibe 
him. The Gpant ſ@ing his fellow dead, thought at one blow to 
end Monrelion's [tfa, that he ffruck at Him with all His fozce, but 
he avotded his blow not net daring to come within him amtil he 
was ſome what out of bꝛeath, being furious foꝛ revenge, but moze 
mad ta mils ſo many blows , he truck lo full and violently at 
Montelion that his maſſp Club Tuck in the earth, and wHilff he 
laboꝛed to pul it out , Montelion ſtruck him ſo full a blow on the 
arm, that he cut the ſame quite off , wherewith he gave ſuch a 
groan that all the place rung with rhe nopſe thereof, running a- 
wap as faſt as he could towards Montelion's Bozſe,whom he af. 
frighted ſo much with his griflp r bluſtering appoach , that he 
bake in ſunder the reines of his bꝛidle, æ ran awap with great 
wittnels: Montelion wag exttedinglu vexed foz lack of his hozſe, 
not knowing fo: want of him what to do, and bp reaſon of the 
nights 
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nights appꝛoach . he Fill purſued the Opant,keping him in ſight 
ol long as he cauld, who at laſt he loff, Seeing himlelf ſo diſap- 
pointed,and unhoꝛſed, he began to fudp what to do;at laſt being 
palt hope of finding them oz his ted, bu reaſon of the darkneſs 
of the nighr , he went wandzing up and down to ſeek a plate of 
reſt, leaſt come wilde Beaf# might devour him;coming to a Md 
with a purpoſe to paſſe thzough the ſame, he heard the ſound of a 
big voice, which made him fand ſtill and liſten, and with ſoftly 
ſteps dzawing thitherwards , he perceived it was the Gyants, 
who did eurſe and han him fo? croſfing their journey. What ſhal 


we do(quoth one of them)ſhall we tap here oꝛ no- We ſhall wan- 


der J know not whither ; A Plague upon that white Devil that 
haunted us; Jam ſute he ig no man, foz we are men, and one 
man ſhould be as god in fight as another; hut you two like Co⸗ 
wardlp ſlaves have ſuffered ſuch a wzetch ro have the advantage 
of nu. Mold thy pꝛating (aid the other) thou couldeſt have 
done no moze then we: thou niedeſt not ver me, J am verede- 
nough with the loſs of mx Arm, let us reit here till dau, and then 
we will be gone,foz he Harh wozKenough to inde his Hoꝛſe. Phi- 
lotheta was ſo affrighted with fear, that the lay like one in a 
Trance , to whom one of them ſaid: Sweet Philotheta be not 
offended with me, foz J habe lobed ch& long, and long expected 
this happy hour to enjop ther, be content to lodge on the cold 
carth one night foz mp lake, who bath loff many a nights ſlep fo: 
thine,neither walt thou lpe on the earth,fo: mp body ſhall be thy 
bed, whilſt mu arms embzace the; then did he take her in his 
arms, beſtawing many a loathſome kiſs upon her, but ihe foz 
fear durſt not cxp out. Montelion fd and heard all their unre- 
verent uſage , wiſhing it were dax, that he might revenge their 
diſlonaltn. Then had not lain long, but firſt one, and then another 
fell faft allen, which he knew bp their ſnozting , thinking it 
no diſcredit to laughter ſuch Pilcreants that delighted in no 
Knightly agion,but in wꝛong and oppreſſion: and dꝛawing near 
unto them,Philothera eſpyed him; and bp reaſon of his white Ar⸗ 
mo2 knew him, deſirous ſhe was toſpeak to him, but being 
fearful to awake her k&per with-held her, and pet ſhe knew the 
care of her aFright hindzed him from revenge, at laſt ſo boldly 
as the durſt ſhe lifted up her hand and beckoned Montelion to —

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and pointing to the Gpant. Pe underſfanding her meaning, 
fhzuff dis ſ[wozd into him, that had her folded in his arms, who 
ftriving with the pangs , ſhe Had the libertp to leap from him, 
roaring fozth luth a groan as all the wund ſounded therewith, 
and his fellow being half ama; d, ſtarted up readp to run awap, 
bur Montelion's ®wozd overtwk his Hindermoſt Legge , at one 
blow he cut in ſunder the ſinews , and he fell down holding up 
hig hands foz mercp , but with the next blow he pierced his 
bꝛains, ſo that he dyed a moſt miſerable death. | 
The other had received no moztal wound, foz the point of 
his Swoꝛd lighting upon ons of his Ribs, was taped from en · 
ding his life, who whilft Montelion was flaughtering the other, 
Had recovered dis ftaffe, bending a ful blow at Monteſion, who by 
god foztime and Philothetaes ſhriek turned about, andeſpping 
rFe ſame coming bzoke half rhe foꝛte, and running in withall, 
ran bis Swoꝛd quite up his body, but with the bzuiſe he retei⸗ 
ved fell down Himſelf in a trance, 1 
Ehilorhera thinking be bad hen dead, run to him with ſp&d 
ſtribing with her tender hand to unbuckle His beaver , and un | 
lace his Helmet to give him heath; which though long, pet at 
Iaſt the attained, but ſ&@ing Him bereft of his ſenſes , her lamen⸗ 
tations were ſuch as would have turned revenge into Remozſe, 
and thoſe ſenceleſs Tres intopitty, and the birds hearing her 
moan, left off their lwiet notes to liffen ts her mourntul plaints, 
which ſhe began after this manner: Ape me what will now be- 
come of me - How ſhall Jeſcape further miſery / here I am left 
alone ready to be deveured of wilde Beaffs; Bet what nerd | 
fear any miſchief,when ſo great miſery is befallen me, as great- | 
er cannot be. Ver laments conduged the ſteps of an aged Hermit 
that dwelt in thoſe wods , tothe place where ſhe lap weping o⸗ 
ver Montelion, and being half affrighted,ſaid; If thou art a man 
pittp me, help me to revive this Knight ; At thou bieſt a Ghoſt, 
think not to affright mie, for J am already full of fear; a if thou 
bieſt neither, then tel me-what thou att. Damſel ( ſaid he) feat not 
foz J am a living creature as thou art, J pittp thy diſtreſs, and 
will do mp beff to help pou : and kneling down bp Montelion, 
rubbing his ch@ks, & laping his hand upon his bzeaff,felt ſome 
ſign of liſe in þim,ſ&king foz an herb, pꝛeſentiy be —_ 


— 
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be bzuiſed the ſame, letting the junte fal into His noTrils, with 
the vertue wherof his vital ſenſes returned to their fozmer ove- 
rations, and his epes received thetr light. With that, raiſing 
Himſelf upon his arm, he (aid; J perceive J have troubled you, 
and (as it were half aſhamed of himſelf) he defired her not to be 
dilquieted at his miſ-foztunes, Philothetaes heart rejouced to (ce 
him revived, not ſo well knowing what to lan, now he was rev1- 
ved, as when he was in his trance: but her vertue and his deſert 
confframing her, the could do no leſs then utter theſe ſpectes :; 
Sir Knight, pour courteſle being ſo far bepond mp deſert, bind- 
eth me to pield you thanks, and thanks is an inſufficient requi⸗ 
tal fo2 nout pains : Although J know pon not, no; never law 
vou until this dap, ret our valoz and tourteſie in delivering me 
from captivity, hath bound me to hecome grateful , and delerv⸗ 
eth moe recempence then Jam able to pield. Lady (ſaid Mon- 
telion) tte Beavens have aſſiſted you , not mp valoz, which J 
þave attempted without erpeaation of recompence; Af pou rhink 
well of mu pains, it is all the reward J crave. 

The old Hermit, perteiving (ome ffrange accident Had brought 
them thither, defired them, (Montelion being very ſoze bzuiled, 
and ſhe much affrighted and diſquieted) to accept of hig Cell, to 
repoſe in, until then could take better ozder foz their ſafety. 
Montelion thanking him, ſaving : he was pleaſed, ſo it liked the 
Lady: with that then began to go; but Montelion by reaſon of 
his ſoꝛe bꝛuiſe, with much ado could fand. The Hermit taking 
him bp the arm, ſuppoꝛted him, whilſt he with griefthac his miſ- 
foztunes had bꝛought him to ſuch a low effate, ſaid; It ill beſ@- 
meth pouth to be ſuppoꝛted by age, but no man tan pꝛevent de 
ſting, Philotheta offered to leud him an arm, but he deſired her 
not to trouble her ſelf, ir (ſaid the Hermit] refuſe not her cour- 
teſie , foʒ in time of ned it is not god to be to curious. With 
that ſhe leut him her arm, but he twok her Hand, and p he thought 
as much bsldneſs as it was a trouble,fkriving againſt the weak: 
neſs he had received bp his bzuiſe, to go upright ; the likewiſe 
wondꝛed that nature had wꝛought in her ſuch a Familiar regard 
towards him ſhe knew not; often actuſing her ſelf of lightneſs, 
and bluſhing when he graſped her tender hand, that with exced- 
ing fear, and fancies „ ſtned his palm; thinking with 

her 
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her ſelf:now is mp effate altered, that to dap was fre from care, 
now (uddenlp bzought to bondage, and ſrom bondage to this dil⸗ 
quiet, and all in a moment: J am now like one that am content 
with milſerp ; and pet diſcontented with that content: J could 
with mp ſelf from hence, and pet were Jgone, J ſhould wiſh my 
ſelf here again, becauſe I defire this Knights welfare, and pet 
me thinls J ſhould not be to familiar, and pet I know he hath 
deſerved moze tourteſie then Jcan pzoffer. Paup ſuch thoughts 
poſſeT her fancp, that and other things, foz her part hoꝛtuing 
the wap to the Cell, where being arrived, the Permit gave Mon- 
relion a petion of commixed Dzugs, which comfozted him grrat · 
ly, and Philotheta a cup of Greekiſh Mine, which revived and 
guickned her affrighted heart. There was no light inihe Rom, 
therefoze ag pet, utither of chem Had ſen each other: Mortelion 
wilked the dap might appear that he might behold her beauty, 
and Ke, that ſhe might behold whether his perſon were agree- 
able to His pꝛoweſſe; and the Hermit deſirous to {& what gueſts 
He Had entertained. S&ing them both ſilent, tle one abained 
foz greif, the other foz mobeſtp, after he had ſeated them on ſoft 
Ruthes, he ſaid; As it ſems to me peu are ffrangers one to an- 
other, which makes me deſirous to know what accident hath 
befallen pou; Father (ſaid he) iuderd we are (o,fo: as pet J never 
ſaw this Ladies beauty, pet J know her name ig Philochera, 

aughter to the Duke of lla; which knowledge J cot by this 
means: As J and another Knight were traveling in ſcarch of a 
Lady that hath been long time miſſing , we chanced to eſpp two 
Damolels clad in white,palling us with great ſped, with whom 
J fad conference , and they told me, that this Lady was taken 
away from them bp thz&@ Gpants ; J returned to mp friend 
with this news, and we both poſted after them until at a croſs 
wap we parted, that if then went either wap we ſhoiildovertake 
them, but it was mp god foztune to light on them, and by their 
deaths to fre the Lady, thinking mu valoz well beſtowed , to 
redem her from their treacherp, : 

Philotheta refrained to (peak, and onelp thanked him, fearing 
the ſhould ſeem moze courteous then modeſty would permit, oz 
moze cop then vertue required. Sir (ſaid che Hermit) I know theſe 
Gyams , and the manner of their life to be moſt inkun.ane and 

wicked, 
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wicked , whoſe habitation is not far off in the Deſart of Arabia; 
by whoſe death this Country is freed from much our-rage, 
which they daily committed. Dir (ſaid Montelion) J pꝛan what 
Countru is this ⸗ It is Arabia ( quoth he) Doth nat Helion 
reign as King here ⸗ Sir ( replied he) he did reign as Ring: 
but whether he be now living oz no it is doubtful; ſome ſap He 
is Enchanted in a Tower he built himſelf , ſituate not far off; 
from whence be cannot be releaſed until the Enchantment be 
ended, which mann Knights of trangeCountreys have adventn- 
red, but n ne tan futth; the tauſe of building thereof, no man as 
net tan tell. Philocheta having befoze heard thereof,aud wearied 
with chat daus travel, whilſt then were in communication, fell 
aſlep , which Montelion perceiving, ceaſed conference til mozn- 
ing, being unwilling to wake ber with their noiſe, The arfſf 
that awaked was the Hermit, who went to gather certain 
Herbs leaving them both ſl@ping, who both at once awalted, at 
the firit, bluſhing at each others ſight, de wond: ing at her crce- 
ding beavicu, and te at his exquiſite perſon ; he comparing the 
dams ela rep2:t of her beauty, and her other gifts thereto, which 
he luppocd beyond concert , and ſhe comparing his valoz to his 
worth, and his courtefte with both, though her epe never be held 
his coial, ſanding as it were enchanted with each other, net- 
ther being able to with hold their eyes from each other, but no- 
ting cach o:hers behaviour, until Monte lion aroſe , and ſhe did 
the like, he firſt hzealting ſilence, ſaid; Fair Lady, now that the 
Dun hath baniſhed the miſtu Clouds of the Night, pou ned not 
fear ann mii ap, foz your enemies being dead, J think there is 
none libing or ſo inſunnane a dilpoſit ion, as would diſquiet port; 
fo2 nin ſelf.mp life and all J have reffeth at pour tommand. Sir 
Knight (ſaid ſhe) J thank nau fo your kindneſs paſt, and now 
p2offered, which hath rid me from that J was in, and out of fear 
ofother miſhaps to come,foz vour vertues bath authszitvagainff 
ann wicked ation. ' Be foze aun further ſpeeches paſt, the Hermit 
came, bꝛinging in his band the Herbs he had gathered, (ome of 
which he ſtamped and ſtrained, giving it Montelion to dzink, o⸗ 
thers he boiled on the fire, making thereof a dainty diſh, which 
when they had caſfed,the Hermit laid: Though J know you fnd 
pour (elf of ſuſtitient ſfrength, pet by mp counſel travel not this 
2 dan, 
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dap, foꝛ pou map impair pour health, my ſelf, if it pleaſeth this 

Ladp, will ſend a Peſſenger to 11: to repoꝛt her ſafetn. Not ſa 
(quoth Montelion) mp ſelf, if it pleaſe her to accept of mp ſer⸗ 
bice will attend Her thither, and that pzeſeutly, Dir (quoth we) 
I would not have pou endanger vour health for mp ſake that am 
in lafetp, til ſuch time as pou are perfectly recovered. Then ſaid 
the Hermit, pon ſhall not in this place want any thing; noz fear 
diſquiet, foʒ Here hath ſecurity dwelt many pears, mp ſelf being 
glad ift mu pe Cell can pield pou anp content, Then he went 
fozth to get p2oviſion, leaving them together in his Cell, whoſe 
epes were filled with a ſurfeiting ſurben or each others perfeai⸗ 
eng. Yer beauty being ſuch as might not be equaled to anp, and 
His proportion, beſides his pouths beautp, and other comlineſs 
of ſuch fozm as would pleaſe any Ladies ent: which view ton 
duted an inſtina of love in each others heart, where it ſetledin 
that vertuous Yarboz with {uch tonſtantp, that it was impoſ- 
fible to be removed , neither derming eachother ſo foztunare as 
to agree in ſuch a ſpmpathp of lobe; he thinking he ſhould nor 
lobe, and the per (wading her ſelf he had ſetled his love upon 
that Lady he went in ſearch of; He not knowing which way to 
frame his (uit on ſo {mall acquaintance,nor ſhe how to ew him 
favoz without further trial. 

Philotheta bzeaking ſilence , with a heavy ſigh bꝛed from the 
depth of meditation, he tok occaſion toſap; Lady, that ſigh br 
wꝛapeth ſome diſquiet of minde that moleffeth pou, the occaſion 
whereof mp ſmall acquaintance and unwozthynels to be ſo bold, 
Sindzeth me from agking: but if pou would pield me ſuch favoz, 
as to impart pour ſecrets to me, J would pzove ſo faithful and 
diligent to pleaſe pou, that pou would not condemn my willing- 
neſs.though mp ability,fs: mp heart wicheth mp tongue to utter 
that which mp fancp perlwades me from, not for that thep diſa- 
gre,but foz that mp heart harbozeth that which mp fancy binds 
me not to utter, becauſe J fear pou will not believe it: aud pet 
vou might believe, if it were of moze antiquity; fog it ts tommon · 
tp Holden foz truth, that all things of anttquity are permanent, 
bat nevor would have ken, if chep hadnos fir begun in pouth: 
youth being rhe firft faundation,thefoundacton is then conffanc, 


then things though young of growth contain conftancp , — 
eing 
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be ing cheriſhed grow to perfection: ſo Lady, if J might without 
pour miſ-conceit , diſcover the conTant zeal of nour perfecions 
that is rotedin mp heart, and finde ſome ſparks of pour gentle 
favo: to comfo:t it, it would grow to that ſetled reſolut ion that 
nothing ſhauld remove it, but if in the fr (pzing it bs blaſfed 
with dis favoꝛ, it will then ſpzead it (elf into all parts of my ſen- 
ſes, tozturing every part of me until it be cheriſhed with pour 
k indnels, I cannot pꝛote ſt, vow, oʒ (wear, that J have lobed long, 
yet if pour ſuſped convert not the truth of mp well meaning 
wozds into diſtruſt, J durft pꝛoteſt, vow, and (wear, that lobe to 
pour per fedions is ſetled iu mp heart, + nothing tan remove it. 

Sir ( ſaid ſhe) ſhould I credit pour woꝛds, oꝛ impute mp ſecrets 
t pou, it might be counted to much credulity ; pet without 
blame J migbt; relying upon pour vertues; oz ſhould J grant it 
were as you (ap, that love began in a moment, being the rot ig 
the (nbffance , and therefoze permanent; vet How Gould pou 
think of me, if on ſo ſmall pzobabilitp J ſhould thank pou fo2 
pour god will, andaceept thereof, nat meaſuring me bp pour ſelf 
if pou are conſtant, but meaſuring me bu unconffancy,pou would 
judge me but light, as J man judge pour woꝛds of courſe: pet ſo 
much god will as map grow upon ſo ſ mall acquaintance J bear 
pou, meaſuring the ſame by pour own; foz i pou finde cauſe to 
lobe me, J habe moze cauſe to thank pou fo pour love ,. that J 
habe reteibed gd by pou ; but neither effem me light foʒ being 
ſo familiar, oz eafilp to be won, becauſe J am courteous , foz 
ſhould J be ton, pou would count me unmannerly, and not wothn 
to be afſiffed'as J have ben by pou, 

Lady { quoth Montelion d J harboz a thought that 
might impeach the leaff tittle of pour compleat Aertue, J were 
wozthp to be hated; foʒ J knowt hat truth is plain, and niedeth 
no coloured phzaſes of curioſity , which animateth me to enter 
into this bold conference with pou ; not framing mp wozbs of 
caurſe, but of true devotion; truſfing that your bertue will par⸗ 
don my boldneſs, and pour corirteſte cenſure mm meaning aright, 
fo I finde in mp ſelf an un wonted alteration, which deſire to be 


gracious in pour ſighthath bꝛed in ms(Nature,noz Art,frami 


it) which J neither know how to manifeſt, no2 dare, bn reaſon 


this ſmal acquaincance , though mp ſoul knoweth mp hearts 


puritp 
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puritp and conſent thereunto, fearing to be miſconceived of pou, 
but if pou will vouchlafe to make tryal of me, and grant me but 

tobe your Servant, in time to be cenſured and tryed attoꝛding 

comp truth, J ſhall account mp ſelf moſt foztunate, and ret Hope 

map be the Ancheꝛ of mp comfo2t,cne day to be gractous in pour 

light. Sir ſaid we) How could J but blame my ſelf, if J ſhould 

pield pou anp other favour then fo; pour late pains, which ſhall 

binde me to requite it to mp power; but Love being another 

lubject , How ſhould J give pou any credit being a ſtranger, al- 

together unknown to me - Ladp (ſaid he) you may do it, it pour 

gentle heart will yield therunto, thougß J am both a ſtranger, and 

to mu ſelf unknown,fo2 that Jam, pou can witne 8, but who are 

my Parents, the Heavens babe tontealed; my name, if pou e- 

ber heard of, is Montelion, mp cauſe of coming into this Coun- 

try was with Perſicles King of Aſſyria, in ſearch of Conſtantia 

Danghter ro the Emperez of Perſia his betrothed Wife, by 

mis foztune loſt many pears fince. All that J know of mp ſelf 

I have told nou, and would J had never known mp ſelf, unleſſe 

nou favour me. Philothera rrmembzed that Amphiado in te- 

citing the Marg between Perſicles and the King of Araicnis, had 
made ample repo:t of his valoz, ſo much the mote efforring 

him, vet ſhe concealed the lame, thinking though he were never 

ſo baliant, pet he might be untonſtant. making him this oi rer. 

Dir, becauſe pou ſhall not accuſe me of diſcourfefie , J will not 

deny pour ſuit, no2 in any reſpec grant it, till moze cndenient 

time to make tryal thereof; Neither ſhall you name your ſelt mn 

Servant, foz you have deſerved to be better rewarded, which 

:Hereafter pou Mall inde. Lady (quoth he) onely one favour ab- 
ſolutely granted, would now moze comfott my heart than mann 

in luſpentce, not that J miſdoubt nour er foꝛmante, but that long 

lingering pam in the mean time will pinch mp heart, therefoze 

without mi\-doubt of truth, gratitude, andconffancy, enrich me 

but with one, though the leaſt comfezrable anſwer. Sir (qd. the) 

what in vertue Jcan grant, J will preld pou,chough vou map ge- 

count me-already Pzodigal in favour, and gentle in reply; pet 
ſhould J be ungrateful you map blame me, oz to pꝛolix pou may 

condemn me, but as much god will as in ſe ſhoꝛt time map be, 

I bear nou, and pou ſhall finde me perfozm; fo: mp heart would

The diſpleaſure that aroſe between Montelion and Amphia- 
dor, and of Philothetaes ſirauge departure. 


W hen He had ended theſe wozds, the Hermit came in, 


which bzake off their communication, telling him that 

Amphiador with mann followers were cutred the 

Wood where the Gpants lap dead. Philotheta then 

thought all care paſt; but remembzing ſhe muſt part from Monte- 

lion, her heart fainted with grief, and ſhe was exceedingly trou⸗ 

bled; Foz ſhe knew well that Amphiador was rude and ſuſpi- 

tious, that he would not thank him, noz invite him to his 

Caſtle: he having fozmerly diſgraced others that ſought her 

love, Montelion on the other ſide fudicd what means to uſe 

' toenjop her company ; and pet he thought a diſhonour to him 
to follow love , and leave Perſicles in ſearch fo: Conſtantia, 

and the knowledge of bis Parents. But to rid them both 

oat of Heir troubled tHoughts , there entred thze Knights 

in green Armoz, and without ſpeaking a woꝛd, two of them 

tot Philochera and Handed her fozth of the Cell, Montelion 

, Tarting up d:ew His Swozd, and followed to reſcue her, 
bur the third without ſpeaking , ffruck at him, wherewith 
be began acruel combat. Ar laſt the Gzeen Knight ſaid: thou 
ſtriveſt in vain ſhe is paſt recoberp. With that Montelion 
loking about, ſaw them quite ont of His ſight, marvelling then 
could ſo ſuddenly convep Her thence. Ik thou wilt finde her 
(quoth he) thou mult (@k her amongſt the Heſper ian Nimphs; 
which ſaid , He rode awan ſo [wiftlp, that Montelion did think 
it in vain to folow him. By this time Amphiador and His com- 
panp was come to him, amongft whom he elpped one * 
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His ted unto whom he went, and ſafd: Sir, this is mp ted, 
Ana pou deliver bim te me. The fellow denying him he 
Truck him a god blow with his fiſt, and over-thzxw hem. Am- 
phiador ſ&ing that, (aid : What art thorn, that ſo bold[p ſtriłeſt 
mp ſervant : Montelion being vered with the loſs of Philotheta, 
anſwered, J will not cell ther. Amphiador being likewiſe vered at 
His ſcoꝛntulneſs, ſaid no moze but dzew His woꝛd, and ſfruck at 
Him, Montelion thought ta revenge it, but ſuddenly remembzed 
Himſelf, (aid: Wert thou not Father to Philotheta, J would 
make thee repent thy ſelf, Amphiador Hearing him name Phi- 
lotheta would habe ſpoke ro Him again; but Montetion mount 
ing his Sterd, rode away. 

The Hermit ſeing them at ſuch variance , came to Amphia- 
dor, giding him knowledge of all that had happened: Put he 
thinking it was ſome coloured excuſe, foz Her eſcape, cauſed his 
ſervants to bind him, intending bp toztures to make him confeſs 
moe than he could. Montelion rememhzing Himſelf, when he 
Had rode a god wan, How ungratefullp he had left His kinde 
Vote the Hermit, returned to give him thanks,which he had no 
ſooner done, but he eſpyedhim bound amongſt Amphiador Hig 
men, which vered him ſo much, that He dzew His [woꝛd again, 
and ſet them, wounding ſome , and killing others, that 
Serewith Amphiador d:ew his Dwo2d and ſtruck at him again. 
By Þeaven (ad. Montelion) ſtrike me the third time, and thon 
dyeff, Notwithſtanding His wozds , Amphiador vert foz the 
death of bis Dervants, ſcruck Him again; whereupon MMontelion 
not onelp defended Himſelf ; but offended him ſo much, that he 
ſoze wounded Him; and had not His ſervants with ſome of their 
lives bozn off ſome blows , He Had ended his life: but notwith- 
fanding all their endeavours , he left him in ſuch a miſerable 
tondition, that His ſervants had much ado tokep life in him un⸗ 
til then bzought him Home,

How M-mnteli.m in his travel arrived at the Bower of the Heſperian

Aving fred the Permit, aud pielded him mann 
t hands foꝛ his kindnefſe, be departed with fo heavy a 
heart, that he could ſcarte (peak foz grief; travelling 
he knew not whither, Having lo many ottaſions of 
care he knew not what te do, no} which wap to direc his ſteps.

with their confuffon,and his ſen'es ſo over-grown with conceit, 
that then rocked hin into a deep fle, in the mid whereof he 
ſud:enlp awaked, and being called by a Damoſel that appeared 
unto him, who Fanding befoze him, ſaid: Dir Knight,ariſe and 
follow me. He marbelſing what ſhe ſhould be,atoſs and followed 
her, ſhe leading him the way (as de thought) though many by- 
paths, and crofſ-waps, Hils, Dails, and Wods; until the Sun 
aroſe, then vaniſhing out of his fighr,the left him in the mids of 
a pleaſant greenPeadow, beautified with all ſoꝛts of frech blown 
Fiowers,who'e beautp delighted the eye, and wert (mell affected 
the ſenſcs, and loking about Him he elpyed it encompaſſed with 
Sp:11gs, Trees,Gzoves ; and in the midf an Arbox of blowing 
Roſes, made wich ſuch art, that be admited the lame, and the 
floz frewed with ruches, and all ſozts of flowers: Ye fad a 
while iu admiration, and taſting his eve alide, he eſpyed a table 
with thele Weries witten thereon. 


What e're thou art that ſhall behold this writ, 
Abftain fromgoming into this ſacred place, 
A company of comely Nymphs here lit, 

That rule the Heſperiaz Oracle - Grace : 
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Be not too bold, leaſt thou repent too late 
Thy raſh attempt, aud hard Divining Fate. 

Which when be had read, he fod in a dep ſtudp, ar guing their 
ambiguity, then luddenlyu he heard the ſound of molt (wer Mu⸗ 
fick dzawing near him, and turning about, heeſpyed a Trop of 
Damoſels attpzed in moſk rich Dznaments, with Garlands of 
Roſes, mixed with divers coloured Flowers upon their Veads, 
ſome plaping upon JuFruments. others having in their hands 
a Bow, and at their back a ſheaf of the Arrows: Amongſt them 
there was chze# taller, moze beautiful, and richly adozned than 
the reff, wearing Crowns of Palm; amongft whom he eſpped 
the Damoſel that bzought Jim thither , which made him with 
moz2e boldneſle ſtap their coming. FRET" 

Thep paſſed bp him continuing their Pelodp,until then came 
within their Pavilion: then two of them came {ozth, (aluting 
Hi m with courteaus and gentle behaviour, leading him to the 
Pavilion, until He came to the place where thep were all ſeated, 
and the thz# chief in the midft , Montelion diſarming his head, 
did them reverence on hig kues, ard then pꝛeſentlp he heard a 
boiceuttering theſe ſp>ches : 

Moſt noble Knight, The Npmphs of the Heſperian Oracle 

ittping thy care and troubles, have bzought ther hit her tocom- 
ro2t thee with our aſfifance : unto which place never anp man 
was pet admitted, therefoze reveal not to anp what thou haſf 
ſen: with thy @wozd maintain their Yonoz,and name thy ſclf 
Knight of the Ocacle : Thp parentage is Noble, thp Father not 
knowing he hath a Don, and pour Bother not thinking to ſe ei⸗ 
ther Father oz Son ; Thy fo2tune ſhall be god, thu mig feztune 
great , that which thou loveft beſt wall trouble ther moſt , and 
what thou thinkeft thy ſelf neareſt, thou ſhalt be fartheft off, thun 

elled friends, thy greateff foes : Thou wert begotten in Per- 

2, bozn in Arabia, and bzonghtup in Aſſyria. Beconffant in 
lobe, true to thp friends, patient in milerp, and lowlp in pꝛoſpe⸗ 
ritp ; Fare wel, and be both happp and foztunate. The vonte 
teaſiig, the Rymphs came round about him, one ungirding his 
Sword, another unlacing his Helmet, and the third unbuckling 
His Armoz, other unlacing off his Gant lets, æ everp one buſie to 
diſarm him; this done, ene of the thie leſt of them pꝛelented —

witha molt curious rich armoz , wwught of rhe belt and puteſt 
Lydian fel , enameled all over with green, and belet with Di- 
amonds, @aphires, Jaſpers , and Riibies, the like faz ſtrength 
and richnelle never Knight pofſefſed; then the (ſecond gave him a 
Shield agreable thereto, with this Device thereon, A Knight 
neeling, encompaſſed wich Nymphs, Crowning him with a Wreath 
of Roſes, and und:rneath theſe wazds wintten in Letters of 
Gold, The Knight of the Oracle. The third p:eſented him with 
a rich Owozd, which he girded to his ſide, another a pair of 
Gautlets, another a Plume, another a Spear, another a pair 
of Spurs, andeverp one lomething to expzeſſe their kindneſs, 
hen he was thus adozned, which made him moff beautiful to 
behold , every one of them gave him a conrteous farewel , and 
departed again the ſame wap thep came from the GS. abe. Then 
the Damolel that bzonght Him thither came to him, «nd laid: 
Dir knight, The Ladies of chis Oracle, pittniug the hard adben⸗ 
tures pou are to undertake, have beffowed theſe Arms on vou, 
which ſhall oftentimes pzelerve pour life; and habe hons2ed pou 
ſo much as to chule you foz their Knight ; they habe alſo aps 
pointed me to bzing pou to the place where J found pou , there- 
foze let us depart, my (elf will give pou a Bozſe, whoſe equal fo 
geodnefle cannot be had: which laid, che led the wan, and he fel- 
lowed after , until they tame to the Caſtle, into which the Da⸗ 
molel entred, willing him to ſtay till che returned, leading in 
her hand a Hoꝛſe, black of colour, but of ſuch a godlp pzopozrion 
that his eves never beheld the like be oe, and mounting him- 
ſelf, the Damolel laidto him: Knight of the Oracle, farewell, 
pzoſper, and be foztunate; which che had no ſoner (poken, but 
pze'ently ſhe baniſhed from his fight , befoze he could Have re- 
ſpight ro give her thanks foz her courceſie ; being parted from 
her he entred into theſe Pedications, which ſhoꝛtned the wan ag 
he rode along. 

J have loſt the Noble Knight Pecficles;who bpthis time accu: 
ſeth me of diſcourteſte,foz not finding him out;how can J do that 
when J have loft my ſelf and Philotheta, and in her mp eſſence, 
being, a ſubſfance - which of theſe are deareſt to me J know not, 
mp ſelf J love by nature, him foz his henoꝛ, and her by affecion : 
which then ould J go in ſearch of, _ then are both ſo dear 

2 unto 
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nts ine, as Hat I thin mp ſelf departed of comfozr by miſſing 
them; mp eſtate alſo is uncertain, and the place where to finde 
them lo doubtful , that J tannet aire mp ſelf of confidence in 
either, but mut take mp foztune as it falleth , and arm mp ſelf 
with parience to endare the hardeff trpal of extreams: Chen he 
began to fuby which way to trabel, being as ignozant of the 
place where Philochera was , as unacquainted in thole ways, 
Riding along in theſe ſolitary dumps, he at laſt lighted in a 
plain fair beaten path, in the furrows of whole duff he might 
perceive the foting of Hoꝛſes that had newly gone that way, 
which put him in comfogr , that it would not be long befoze He 
Hould finde ſome company, 

He had not robe an hour, but he chanced to enter a way that 
aſcended a high Pointain, whoſe lofty top diſcovered to His epe 
the fair Turrets of the Enchanted Tower, which gliſtered as if 
thep had been framed of map gold, which dave him into an ad- 
miration: and viewing wel the fituarion thereof, be diſcerned 
whe valleps round about over-ſpzead with Tents , as ik it had 
ben encompaſſed with an Hofte of enemies; and fozſaking the 
gallant pzoſpec , He intended to travel thither to know the cauſe 
of that aſſembly, making rhe moꝛe hatte foꝛ that it grew toward

CHAP. XXVI. 


Of the conſerence between Philetheta and Conſtantia in Pentbraſns's 
Palace. 


T He Hiffory hath long diſcontinued to ſpeak of Conftantia 
that remained Enchanted , and Helion that lap there en- 
thꝛalled in great miſerp , rightip rewarded foz his treacheroug 
dealing. Her epes continually ſhed tears foz the abſence of Per- 
'ficles , on whom the continually meditated , reſolving that no- 
thing but death would aboliſh Him rememb2ance , that had not 
the Enthantrels comfozted her with pzomiles of her releaſe , the 
extremitp of her ſozrow had ended her life; withal , 3 
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that Perficles and her poung Son might both be in ſafety, and ſhe 
bp no means hear thereof,which added ſome comfort to her heaun 
Þeart, The Cnchantrefſe would often entreat her co behold the 
valiant adventures of noble knights that hazarded their own 
perſons in great peril to attain her love, and in pzibate combat 
amongk themſelves, with whom rhep were deplip affected onelp 
with the fight of her Picture , bur ſhe Fill refuſed ir,accounting 
it no plealute to her to ſ their misfoztune , who ſpent their la⸗ 
bour in vain; fo: in the continuance of ſo mann vears as the 
had been there encloſed , rhe kame of her beauty was [pzead into 
mok parts of thoſe Countreps thereabouts, and mann thouſand 
wozthp Knights had ben there to trp their foztunes, but all fai⸗ 
led; the recital whereof would be te tedious, but many of them 
lap there impziſened bp the Enchantreſs, who being now in de- 
= — her own ſafetp,thought to bzing all ta miſerp as well as 
her ſelf, 

At the ſame time that Philotheta was carrped from Montelion 
in the Hermits Cell, Conſtantia remained in ſuch extremity of 
ſozrow , that had not lla wzought that tetyce to bzing Philotheta 
thither to accompany her, it would have been impoſſible her ſen⸗ 
ſes could habe overcome the extremity of the paſſion rhat toz- 
mented her, but ſitting alone in a dark cozner, ſhe uttered ſuch 
lamentations as would have turned the hardeft heart of a cruel 
Tpzant into remozſe : but when ſhe eſpped lla entred, and with 
Her ſo beautiful a Damoſel , with cheeks bedewed with Chiiffal 
tears that in abundance trickleddown from her eyes, with that 
objec left her own laments to pity hers , and ſte ing them dꝛaw 
nigh her, ſhe aro'e after a ſad ſozt ſalnting their apptoach. Ila 
withont ſpeaking a word to either, lets them together, and al- 
though then were women, pet then greatly admixed each others 
beautp, the one thinking the other to excel all ; and pet had then 
but beheld their own perfections , then would Have found them 
ſuch , that then might in ward have conceited as well of them- 
lelves, as then did of the outward objec, 


Conſtantia being moze familiar with ſozrow then Phllotheta 


was,firff bzoke ſilence, ſaping : Lady, J perceive bp pour tears, 
that conſtraint (not conſent) did bzing pou to this plate, beau- 
tiful to the epe , but filled with diltontents, which long 2 
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rience hath taught me: Therefoze if pou want acompanioi in 
care accept of mp compaup , but if pou ſ&k foꝛ comfozt abandon 
me, fo: my chieteſt folace is ſozrow, and my thoughts and medi- 
tations are nothing but diſcontent. J have not (ſaid Philocheca) 
ben long ſubjea to this misfoztune , but being now plunged 
therein, J know not haw to releaſe mp ſelf, oz how to ſhun the 
ſame; Neither knowing who is the cauſe thereof, where J am, oꝛ 
when J ſhall be releaſed,mp ſozrows being \uch, map well enter- 
tain a (ozrowful companion, accepting pour pꝛoffered kindneſs 
with hearty thanks. Lady (ſaid Conſtantia) as pou vouchlafe 
me pour tompanu, ſo let me know what miſfoztune hath bzought 
pou Hither , which will ſhozten ſome of the tedious time we are 
Ake to over⸗pals in this place: which done, pou ſhall know to 
whom you hate imparted pou ſecrets , which recital will be te- 
dions, Philochera fitting down by her, uttered cheſe ſpeches :; 
Mn name is Philothera , Daughter in Law to Amphiador : and 
ag J was walking in mp Fathers Garden, upon what pzetence 
Jknow not, thꝛæ Gpants ſurpzi ed me, by fozce tarrping me 
thence, none to mp knowledge {eing their trueltg. When then 
had travelled with ie till it was late, a Knight armed all in 
white, gallantlu mounted, came tomy reſcue, and entred com- 
bate with one of them, his valiant heart not refuſing to cope 
with them all chze; but one of them (thinking him'elf to ſtrong 
foʒ him) ſfaped behinde and fought him, the other two haffning 
me awan ; bus in ſhozt ſpace one of them ran bac to reſcue his 
fellow; but he ſuddenlp returned with the loſs of an Arm: Then 
thep Hailed me fozward with a violent fozce , until thep came 
to the midf# of a Wed, where they meant to ſt ay all that night. 
This Knight, directed by foztune, alighted on the plate where 
then lap, and bp his valoz and policy flew them both, vet was ſo 
ſoze hurt himſelf, that he lap bzeathleſs on the earth; which affli- 
ged mp heart with ſozrow, fearing Hig death, foꝛ J could not re- 
cober him with my lamentations, therefoze accounted it moze 
mtisfo2tune to be the cauſe of ſo wozrhp a Knights death, then if 
J had fil ben pꝛiſoner to thoſe Ponſters. The Heavens favo- 
ring mp lozrows, and his miſhap, direaed an old Hermit to the 
place;who with jupte of certain hearbs recovered him,and with 


mp weak alliſtante bꝛought him to his Cell, within ſhozt ſpace 
turing

it with grief, rherefoze J will omit the relation of mp Tragedy 
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curing him: in which time J noted every part of his per fedions. 
and found them ſuch, as J want skill to decipher , comparing 
thereto his behaviour , which bzead a perſwaſion in me that ag 
he was valiant, ſo he was bertuons, and as he excelled all that 
ever J beheld in perſon, lo he did in courteſie; much conference 
paſt between us, which Jomit, the ſubject whereof was love, 
which he vowed to be as conſtant in him thougß new begun as 
it was in ann bu long tontinuante:amongtt the reſt of his ſpiech⸗ 
es he told me he knew not his parents: His name was Monte- 


lion, the tauſt of his travel was in ſearch of a Lady named Con- 


ſtantia, betrothed Mife to Perſieles King of Aſſyria, who parted 
from him that dap he reſcued me in Arabia. Conſtantia hearing 
ſuch god news of the ſafety of Perſicles, could not contain her 
ſelf from be wꝛaping what ſhe was, hut taking Philotheta bp the 
Pand, ſaid : Dear Lady, this news addeth much tomfozt to my 
deſpairing Heart : J am that unfoztunate Conſtantia, that till 
this hour have deſyatred of ever ſ&ing that noble King again, 
acrountitig my ſelf ſo much bound to pou, foʒ being the Repozter 
of this welcome news , that J pꝛoteſt my ſelf pour everlaſting 
friend, aſſuring pou that if the woꝛt hu Knight that reſcucd you 
be companion with Pecticles, he is endued with all Heroitk qua- 
lities; but pꝛan tell me out the reſt. The wazthp knights ſpe- 
ches (ſaid ſhe) wꝛeught ſo effectually with me, that J could have 
ben content to have lived there fo eber with him: In the end 
the Hermit bꝛought in the news that Amphiador was hard bn 
in mp ſearch , at which news J was very glad, pet alſo diſplea⸗ 
ſed, well knowing that his rude beþaviour would not ſuffer him 
touſe him kindly : whilf J was in this thought,thi& Knights 
in green Armoz entredthe Cell, two of them without ſpeaking 
a wo2d, bp fozce carrying me awap, whileſt the third taped the 
Knight in Combat, who followed haffilp to reſcue me: but on a 
ſudden befoze J could bethink me what then ſhould he, J was 
within this Garden, where J met her that bzought me unte 
vou, who bad me fear norhing,foz here J ſhould abide in lafetp. 
With that a fled of tears guſhed from her epes, that it fopped 
the paſſage of her ſpech, turning the ſame into ſilence, Ladp 
(qd. Conſtantia) ts add mae care to mp heart will over:whelm

Menon) 
and after him manp others, everp one deſfrous to dral with him 
rſt; then ſtepped fozth the Pꝛinte of Parthia, named Neſſus, fap- 
ing: Fellow knights, we being al pzofefſo2s of Arms, and every 
one a partner in this quarrel, let us caffLors, and to His ſhare 
the Lot falls firff , let him begin, and the reit folfow, to which 
then agreed, The Knight of the Oracle chought he ſhoyld not be 
idle, rejoyting that he Had ſo ged an occaſion ti make tryal of 
his valoz: the Lot fell ro Arnon of Perſia to begin, the plate a god: 
In plain, in the full view of the Tower, and the time was with- 
in an houre- | 

This being agreed upan, the Knight of the Oracle in the in- 
ter im rode about the Tower, to behold the — ſituation 
thereof; and caffing up his eye, He eſpyed on che Battlements

Parents, which map be true: Foz Cothanes often told me, that 
he found me en the top of aPountain lping in [wadling cloaths, 
end not far off the body of a woman tozn and diſmembzed by 
wilde Etaſtg, and many Jewels about me, one of which 3 have 
ever ſince woꝛn about mp neck. Conſtantia ſeeing it knew the 
ſame , embzacing Him in her arms, and killing him, whilſt he 
with humble dutp did her reverence, J ſhould be to tedious ro 
recite their jopes , and how much Delatus and Alla made of 
them. who would not ſo leave them, but pꝛomiſed to travel with 
them into Aſſyria, where then were aſſured to meet Perficles, 
but in luch ſoꝛt that none might know them, foꝛ as pec Conſtan- 
tia feared her Fathers diſpleaſure. Then ſfaned there but that 
night, and early the next moꝛning then betok themſelves to tra- 
vel. Not withſtanding this jop, the Knight of the Oracle felt 
ſome ſparks of diſcontent which trouhled His ſcnſes , and tur-

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ned his quiet into diſquiet, which was with the remembzance

How Amphiador, Philotheta, and Praxentia met : how they preyen- 
red his Luſt, and departed towards Aria. 


T chanced, that not long after, as Amphiador was walking 

alone in a ſolitary plate, he Heard the lamentation of a diſtrel⸗ 
ſed Ladp,whoutrered theſe woꝛds: What miſerp am J bzought 
into by my own doting folly on that unknown Knight which 
never regarded me - Fond Wotinan that J am, thus to abandoy 
mu Fathers Court, where J was renowned foz vertue : fo: who 
heard the name of Praxentia that did not adoze the ſame - And 
who was moe reverenced than mu ſelf, who now hath bꝛought 
myHonoz intodiſgrace, and fo: the love of a frauger bath refu⸗ 
ſed to match with ſo mighty a Pꝛince as Palian? © Perlicles , 
the man J curſe; foz bu thu means he is loſt ; oz left where he 
will never return. 

Amphiador wondꝛed much to bear her name Perficles , Palian, 
and Praxentia, which names he knew,admired who it ſhould be: 
but'ſ&eing her, ſilent, He dzew near Her ſaping: Lady, hearing 
pour laments, I could not chuſe but pitty pou, which makes me 
thus bold to appꝛaach into pour company , Rofering mp alli⸗ 
ſfance to aid pou in what J can. ꝙn friend (ſaid Praxentia) a⸗ 


gainſt mp will you arep:ivy to my eſtate; which if pou pitty, 


ſuccoux me: fa Fam b2ought low by to much grief, and weak 
fo: want of ſuſtenante. Ladp (qd. be) mp Habitation is not far 


_ off, whither if pou will go,pou ſhall have what nou defire. Being 


come thither, then found Philorhera dꝛowned in tears , the caule 
whereot he well knew: but Praxentia wondzed at it, —_— 
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another in ward ſozrow to ſee ſo [wet a creature in ſuch ſadneſſe, 
Philothera marvelled what ſhe was, Hoping by her company to 
receive ſome comfozt, 

Amphiador leaving them both together, went out to meditate 
on what be had done, devifing by what means to enjo» both 
their loves; which he was full reſolved tu do, though the derd 
was never lo wicked, 

Praxentia Having well refreſhed her ſelf with ſuch god fd as 
ſhe had received , demanded Philocheraes cauſe of ſozrow. Ave 
me (ſaid ſhe ) none ſo miſerable as J: this Tyzant that bzought 
pou hither is my Father in Law, whole minde is ſo wicked, that 
he ffrives to winne me to his luſt, which addeth much ſozrow to 
mu heart; (a that J am wearp of mp life. Pyname is Philo- 
thera, Daughter to the Duke of lla, whom all men thought had 
ben dead: but he being infozmed of the contrary by the En⸗ 
chantreſ\s, fled, bzinging me hither bp fozce, where he intends to 
keep me as his Bond aue, but the Heavens J Hope will oꝛdain 
ſome ſuttour to my diffreſs. Your help J cannot deſire, becaule 
pou are in diſtreſſe tw; to remedy which evil,vou are fallen into 
a place that peildeth no comfozt : Befoze Praxenria could reply, 
Amphiador came in and entertained hes with many counterfeit 
courteſles, and comfozted her with mann fair ſpeches, pꝛotell⸗ 
ing ſo mann ſervites, that none but one of ſo impubent a diſpo⸗ 
ſition could habe found on ſucha ſudden to'p2offer : the purpoſe 
whereof Praxeniia (being befoze fozewarned) well underſtood, 
fearing (ome further miſchief would follow thereon. That dan 
then could Have no further conference together, foz he kept him: 
ſelf always in their company, 

When it was night, thep thonght to have lodged together; 
but he oꝛdered the contrarp: by which means fo: thꝛer daus af- 
ter, they could not utter their mindes to one another. Jn the 
mean time Amphiador was never out of one of their companies, 
perſwading Philotheta to peild her liking to what he had pzoffe-

Neher intending pour diſhonoz , noz under other pꝛetente than 
vertnous, came pour po ſervant Amphiador into pour pꝛeſente, 
only with thankfulneſs to manifeſt mp hearts true devotion; J 
belech pou ſhun me not, noz \ulpec me, fo2 my heart will ſwner 
ler it (elf toꝛn in peetes, than think a thought to wꝛong pour 
wozthineffe, Should J be lo mad as to truſt the, thau mighteſt 
will repute me foz immodeſt, and well might J blame mp ſelf it 
I luſtained wꝛong; therefoze foz this time J will leave pou. 
With that ſhe made faſt the dw2 , and haſtnedunto Philothetaes

cauſe thereof. At laſt the declared how Amphiador had uſed her, 
O baſe Uillainiſaid Philorhera)will the Fates ſuffer him to pꝛo⸗ 
ced thus, and not tut him off,o2 can we deviſe no means to avoid 
his intent » Lady (quoth Praxentia) do hut jonn with me, and 
vou ſhall (on ſee that between us we will quickly be rid of him. 
© Lo2q , (ſaid Philotheca) J ſhould think mp ſelt rhe moſt hap⸗ 
pieſt woman living, and fox ever honoz pou , if by pour coun- 
{cl and help J attain this felititu. Then (quorh ſhe) by ſome 
means oz other convey his Swozd into mp Chamber, aud there 
Hide pour lelt til I tome: in the mean time J will ſo dcal with 
him, that he ſhall come again to mp Chamber, without ſuſpea 
In of our intent, with mer hopes to attain mp love; and when he 
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ning out-reach him, oꝛ ſheath the ſame into his bowels. All this, 
(ſaid Philotheta) will J conſtantly per foʒm. 

Earl the next moꝛning Philotheta fettht Prax entiaes appareil. 
and pitting it on, ſhe went down where Amphiador was : who 
eſpying her, came to her, deſtring that ſhe would pardon his laſt 
nights boldneſs. Sir (ſaid ſhe) J was diſquieced there with moze 
than I needed, conſidering pou meant me no violence,as por p20- 
teſt; but it was great folly in pou to tome at ſo unſea'onable a 
time, and not make the party acquainted. Pardon me, J humbly 
deſire pou; and withal pity me, that am enſnarcd with pour 
beauty. b | 

Mann ſuch ſpeechks he uſed , and the counterfeited mann fai- 
ned denials, which was intermingled with ſuch hope, that he 
perceived ſhe would peild, and there foze the moze he entreated, 
bowed aud pꝛoteſfed to win her conſent: which at laſt, atcoꝛ ding 
to her appointment , ſhe granted; but with ſuch conditiong as 
fuxthered the purpole of their intended revenge.

He at 
counted that requeſt to pꝛatetd from bathful fear , not from polt- 
tu; thinking though his hands were bound, he ſhould be good e- 
nough foꝛ her with his legs, granted it. Then ſhe tok a Scarff 
which ſhe had bzoughtr on purpoſe , and therewith bound his 
Hands ſo faſt, that it was unpollible foz him to undo them; which 
done, Philotheta ſtep d fozth,delivering one of the So ds to Pra- 
xentia,, and holding the other againſt his bꝛeaſt, ſaid: Now, Am- 
phiador, what hath thy lewdnels brought ther unto but milern⸗ 
Thinleſt thou, that had no mercy in (&king our diſhenour, to 
finde remoꝛſe in us to work revenge » Nap, Uillainons Trap- 
to2 (ſaid Praxentia) ſhould we ſuter ſo vile a ꝓiſtreant to libe, 
we ſhould do a wicked ded; foz a man of thy 1mpions life, will 
infec the whole woꝛld. Arg thou ſo treacherous that thou tareſt 
not what Laws thou viol and pet ſo imple as to be over- 
tome by a woman - Yet know whom thou halt offended, and to 
whom thau woulde{t have done violence: Know, J ſay,Trapto?, 
that mn name is Praxentia, Daughter ts the Cmperoꝛ of Perlia, 
that will woꝛk revenge upon the, wozthu thy batnous ad. Am- 
phiador marbailed when he heard her name and he lan confoun- 
ded with ſhame, his heart fainting with ſuch fear, that with lit⸗ 
tle violence it would Have ban overcome. To make him moe 
luxe, one of them bound his fest, whilſt the other fod ready to 
ſtab him if he ſtirred. This done, then withdzew themſclves, 
conſulting which wap to be rid of him. Poft noble Lady (guoth 
Philotheta) pour pꝛudeute Hath ſctars at liberty from this Tp- 
rant, whom ik von pleaſe, we will leave in this plate, and not 
ſfain our innocent hands with His impure blod. But ſaid 
Praxentia) how ſhall we eſcape from Hence » Caſily replyed che: 
fo: leaving him faſt bound, there is none to purſue us. Then 
Praxentia went unto him, and ſaid: - Amphiador, we cannot ag 
pet reſolve how to wozk ſufficient revenge upon the; therefoze 
make noexclamateion, but with patience abide our will, which 
will be tw favourable.; foz if we Hear ther but once open thy 
mouth, ſuch ſhall be thn uſage , that thou ſhalt wich thou Hadſf 
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taken our directions ; upon which then locked the Do, and left 
im. Then thep began toconſult what to do; Praxentia ſaping, 
Lady , it map be pou will travel into Arabia , which will atta · 
flon our ſeparation ; fez I reſolve to go to Aſſyria , upon an oc: 
caſton that concerns no leffe than mp life, which J will impart 
unto pau upon pꝛomiſe of ſecreſie. I were not wozthp to live te 
plved ſhe) 1f Jrebealed your counſel. Then did ſhe unfold her love 
to Moncelion, and how Palian croff the ſame. Philocheracs heart 
melted wit hin her to hear her (pech, fearing to be diſappointed 
of her intent, being troubled with extream anguiſh that ſo great 
a Pzinteſſe ſhould be ber R*val; ſometimes Thinking chat be 
did not eſtem her acco2ding ta his ſpech , but chat he p2offered 
his love ta ber of common courteſie to trp her aſfeuion. Pann 
other cogitations occurred in her bzain; but ſ&ing that ſhe ex- 
peded a replp , ſhe made this anſwer ; Þo& Noble P2incefCe, 
if vau will accept of my company, J will in regard of pour tour · 
te lle undelervedlu ſhewed to me, venture mp ſelf with pou, and 
da mp bef co further pou in attaining pour dere. Prazentia 
wag glad thereof; and with this reſolution in the motning

C HAP. XXXII. 


How the Emperour of Perſia and the King of Macedonia, met to con- 
clude the Peace between Perſicles and | bs King of Armenia: how 
Perſicles erected a Pavilion to entertain all ſtrangers: how tt. e 
Knight of the Oracle and Conſtantia arrived there: how Pericles 
diſcovered them, and of the joy that was made for their ſafety : 
how Perſicles knew the Knight of the Oracle to be his Son, and was 
afcerwards married to Conſtantia. 


14 Emperoꝛ of Perſia and the King of Macedonia (acco:ding 
to the Peace ratified between Perlicles andthe King of Ar- 
men) met at the Citp of Piſos , and were there received by Per- 
fcles in ſuch Honourable ſor, as it is not to be deſcribed. This 
Citp of Piſos bozdereth on the uttermoſt Confines of Aſſyria, not 
Wove a furkong diffant from Armenia, on the edge whereof 
Sgdthe City of Liſar , rich and populous , where the King of 
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Armenia then lap. Between theſe two Cities was ſo large a val- 
lep of plains , that the fair p2oſpec of both the Cities lap open 
to each orhers vit w. In the midſt of this vallep were the Ropal 
Tents of Perſia and Macedonia pitcHt , and about them a num- 
ber of Tents of gallant Knights that came to bear them compa⸗ 
ny; and both the Cities were foztified with Gariſons of Doul- 
dierg, to pꝛevent injury that might be offered to either party. 
The King of Macedonia liſtewiſe bzought with him his the 
Dong, Mentus, Drurus, Therns, his Auen, and his fair Daugh- 
ter Sabina, in whoſe companp were the choiceft Ladies of Mace- 
donia, and ſuch Treps of valiant knights, that all the Uallen 
was f fled with their Tents and Pavilions, Perſicles truſting 
to the aſſurance Delatus had given him of Conſtantia's releaſe, 
tut d all the beautiful Damſels in Aſſyria to be bzought be foze 
him, electing out of them one hundzed, whom he cauſed co be 
cloathed al in white. He alſo cauſed a ffatelp Pavilion to be 
ereced in the view of al the reſt, of ſuch cofflp and curious wozk 
that all that beheld it admired the lame: over the dan of the 
Pavilion were theſe Uerſes: 

Honour, Valour, and Vertue guard this place, 

Where Honour is for all that theſe embrace: 

An abſent Knight ofhonour'd Gifts and Fame 

Shall be their Hoſt, MONTELION is his name. 

Here boldly enter; here repoſe and feed ; 

For love to him made Perficles do this deed, 

Who ere he be can tell where he remains, 

Shall have a Royal Gift to qult his pains. 

Perlicles intent in doing this, was , that all Strangers that 
had no poſſeſſion of their own, Could there finde entertainment 
in Honour of Montelion, in whoſe memozial he Had built the 
ſame , as a remembzante of his love and favour; his intent 
being to dꝛaw all ſtrangers rhither , by whoſe report be hoped 
to hear (ſome news of his beloved friend. 

Mithin few days the Knight of the Oracle and his company 
arrived in Aſſyria; and meeting with an Aſſyr ian, he demanded 
of him whoſe Tents thoſe were: he detlared unto him all that He 
knew, Where may we have Lodging (ſaidhe /) Not inthe 
Citp (an\weved the Aſſyrian) fez —y er are none permitted to

come wichout examination; but in the midi of theſe Tents is 
a Pavilion in remembzance of the Noble Knight Montelion, who 
freed our Countrp from the Armenians; in which, all Trangers 
Have entertainment in his remembzante. Milt thou direc us 
thither (ſaid he - and J will reward ther. J will, replyed rhe 
Aſſyrian. When thep came thtther,accozding to his repozt, chen 
were entertained , and lodged in ſuch ſozt as then defired; and 
being late, every one departed to their plate of ref , omitting 
further conference until the next dap. 

Early the next mozning the Knight of the Oracle arming him- 
ſelf, mounted his Steed, and rode up and dawn till Non , to be- 
Hold the Tents and beautiful ſituation of thoſe two Cities, and 
to let the Tilts and Turnies that were perkozmed by man 
Knights, returning again to conſer with his other abaut dil⸗ 
cobering themſelves. | 

Perficles hearing that manp ſtrangers were in Montelion's 
Pavilion,diſguiſed Himſelf in the Habit of one of his own men, 
only to view them, and ſer if his Servants uſed them lo Honoza- 
blp as he intended: and coming into the rom where Corſtan: ia, 
the Knight of the Oracle, Delatus and Alſala, at the frſt ſight 
knew Delatus and Montelion, who was called Knight of the Ora- 
cle ; andviewing well Conſtantia he alſo knew ker. Then did 
he pꝛeſeutlu believe that the Knight of the Oracle had releaſed 
Her. All theſe jones concurring, filled up his ſenſes with luch de- 
light, that Ke was fozced to withdzaw himſelf from being dil 
cobered, which at that time he would not be. Altering his dil⸗ 
guiſe again, he went tothe Emperoꝛ of Perſias Tent , and find 
ing him in a convenient place, he uttered theſe (peches. 

Polt renowned Emperoz, the friendthip and help J habe re 
ceived bp pour favoz, without ann merit of mp own, hath made 
me maſt infinite bound unto pour Extellencp; pet neverthe- 
lelle J deſire one favour moꝛe at pour hands, which pou map with 
mote ſafctp grant than denp,and thereby make me and pour ſelf 
Koth happy. Þp loving friend, ſaid he) what ever it be, J will 
nat denn it vou. J make the moze doubt, (replyed he) becauſe J 
Have Heard you vow the. contrarp; and pet ſhould-pou perfozm 
that Uow, it would pꝛoture pou much diſcontent. Araſh Now 
Laid the Emperoz) may be bzoken,; therefoze let me know _ 
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requef, and it map bs J will diſpence therewith, Pp deſire is, 
(ſaid he) that pou would pardon pour Daughter Conſtantia, and 
remit the ofFence committed bp her, and him, that cauſed her to 
leabe the Perſian Court. Whp,mp Lozd, (ſaid the Emperoz) do 
pou know where the is - Firf, J beſ#ch pou, (quoth he) grant 
mp requef, and J will tell pou all J know. Fo2 pour ſake (ſaid 
he) J will fre[p accept her into mu favo:. Jhumblp thank volt, 
(replped he) both foz her and mp ſelf: It was my unhappp ſelf 
that was the cauſe of her departure, but ſince that time, J have 
not ſen her till this dau, fo2 going to the Pavilion , which is 
named by Montelion, J (aw her there in company with him, who 
is called, the Knight of the Oracle. The Empero! rejopted 
greatly to Fear theſe tydings, which ſo well pleaſed him, that he 
could not chuſe but reveal it to tte Cmpzefſe, who was ready to 
run foꝛth of her Tent to her. The Emperoz and ©mpzefſe 
with a godly Train, accompanied by Perſicles, who had ſent fo: 
the hund:ed Damolels, aud moſt of the Pers of Aly ria to wel- 
come Conſtantia, with great jop went to the Pavilion, the Em⸗ 
peroz and Empzeſſe going befoze, and he coming after, that 
when their grætings were paſt, he might have the more liberty 
to Embzate her. They encring the rom where Conſtantia and 
Montelion were, knew her, and ſhe them, falling pꝛoſtrate befoze 
them, whiltt then welcomed her with great kindneſſe. Then 
welcoming the Knight of the Oracle, Perlicles embraced Conſtan- 
tia , each werping fo: jon: O Heavens ſaid he) never was 7 
blefZ till this Happy hour, atrer lo much ſozrow to enjon ſuch 
pleaſure. Montelion's appꝛoach bꝛake off their ſpeech, whokneled 
be loze him. Nap dear friend aid be/knel not, fo J am not woz- 
thy to be ſo honoꝛed. P Lo2d, (quoth Delatus) well map he do 
it, foꝛ he is pour own Son. Woge honoz, jop, camfozt and con⸗ 
tent (ſaid Perficles) could never habe Happened to ann moztal 
man, then doth this dap to me; to finde a Father, a Wife, and a 
Don, that this day knew not either Father, Wife, oz Son : one 
ſo honozable and magnificent, the other ſo vertuous, bountiful, 
and loving ; the laſt ſo valiant, vertuous, magnanimous and 
p2udent, that all the woꝛlds wealth cannot countervail mp rich- 
28. Then turning tothe Emperoz, kneeling down with them, he 
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Renowned Empereur, J beſiech pou attept us thꝛie as pour 
thildꝛen, remitting all diſpleaſure conceived againſt us. Then 
did the Emperoz and Empꝛeſſe, Deloratus and Piera, all embzace 
them, ſhedding tears of jop foz their happy meting. The No- 
bles welcomed tie Knight of the Oracle and Conſtantia, and ſuch 
jon was made on every ſide,as is not to be expꝛeſſed. Parting 
from thence towards the Citp in Ropaltp, then were welcomed 
by the Citizens and Merchants with great jon, whilſt the Cm- 
pero: uttered theſe ſpt hes: 

Deer here, mp friends of Ally ria, pour Liegc-Lod and Sove- 
raign , the Son of Perſicles and Conſtantia ! Mew man you ap- 
plaud the bounty cf Heaven , pzoviding foz eu ſuch a Noble 
P2ince » Then taking Conſtantia by the hand, he ſaid , Pere 
Perficles,take mu daughter; J give her the as frelp as the Hea⸗ 
bens gave her me, that Parriage map joyn hands as true love 
hath united pour keartg. He tok that Gift with moze jop than 
if he had delit ered him the Mozlds Monarch; ſaying, Poſt 
mightu Emperoz , Jknow not how to render (ufficent thanks, 
in that your Yighneſs is pleaſed to enrich me with pour daugh⸗ 
ter, which hath bern the only thing J always deſired,foz which 
J hope to ſhew ſuch deſcrts hereafter, as neither ſhe ſhall be dil⸗ 
contented,noz your PYajeſkp repent this god deed, 


CHAP. XXXIII. 


How the two Ladi es arrived at the Pavillion: how Philotheta diſ- 
covered to Myntelion Praxentiaes love, to make trial ot him whom 
the molt dearly loved. 


A T Ow great jon was made by the Aſſyrians fo2 theſe afct- 

dents. That evening had bzought the two Ladies Philo- 

theta and Praxentia to the City-walls, were they beheld the 
Turnaments , and ſaw the Knight ofthe Oracle bear awap the 
p:tze, whom then were infozmed to be Montelion, and ſon of Per- 
licles and Conſtantia. This news rejonted them both; Prazentia 
hoping to enjop his love, and Philotheta purpoſing to live no lon- 
ger then to live in hope to do the like; taking the entertainment 
of the Knight of the Oracles Pavilion, which peilded them ſuch ſe⸗ 
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cuvitp as then deſtred. Praxentia bethinking her ſelf of a wap 
toeffec her delire , thus bꝛake Her minde to Philothera : Lady, 
(ſaid ſhe) J am moze beholding unto pou fo undertaking this 
travel fo: mp ſake , then J ſhall ever live to requite ; not with- 
#anding fo: that mp paſſions crave pittu and your god help, J 
beſ&ch pou aid me in this extremity; J have made my name 
and foztune known to you , and now it would be in vain foz me 
to ſtanʒ fo: ſhould I manifeſt wp lobe, it would turn to mp ever- 
lating ſhame ; J will therefoze make my being known here to 
none, but the Knight of the Oracle, which ſhalt be done by this 
means, i vou will undertake it. Jn this Habit you man as ſafely 
go without being known as it pou had never been ſeen; and find- 
ing him out,g1ve him knowledge of my being here, and the mi- 
ſern J Have endured foz His ſake; uttering the ſame in ſuch 
fozm of wozds , as hall bei like vou , this will be a means to 
bzing me comtfozt , it you will perfozm the ſame, Philothera po- 
miſed her thas ſhe would ds tt the next dap. 

Early the next mozning Philotheta diſguiſing her ſelf, left the 
Pavilion to ſ&k oppoztunity to deliver her Meſſage; and coming 
to the City gates, with a pꝛetended excuſe(if ſhe were examined) 
found no reliffance : but coming to the Palace , the entred into 
the great all, where ſhe ſfaved to ſ& the Rovaltp of the Court, 
till che beheld the Knight of the Oracle, oneln attended by His 
Page, paſſe into the Garden, and then ſhe followed him, till he 
loking back,” and eſppiug a Palmer behinde him aped , cour- 
teouſip demanding what he would Have » who laid: Knight of 
the Oracle, J have a matter of ſecreſie to deliver unto pou. The 
moſt vertuous, beautiful, and conſtant Lady Praxentia, whom 
pou well know, Having ever fince the firſt ſaw you , loved pou, 
{though without comfozt) enduring much ſozrow fo2 pour ab- 
ſence, regarding her love to you moze than her Life, Parents, 
and Countrep , bath foꝛ pour ſake left her Pomp and Dignity, 
tolive in ſoʒrow and miſerp to finde you out, who remaineth 
now in the Pavilion, where foz pour ſake all frangers are en- 
tertained in ſuch ſoꝛrew and anguiſh, as did ou behold rhe ſame, 
pour vertuous minde could not chuſe but pitry Her. This Jam 
bold to utter to pou, not ſent hither, but in pittu of her, and to ds 
vou good, ſhe being Daughter to the mighty King of — 

Warmer. 
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Palmer (ſaid he) Jcommend then god meaning, and wifhA 
could follow thp Counſel , which bzingeth much diſquiet to ma 
Heart: Jpitty her moze than ſhe doth her ſelf,and do wiſh not to 
have ben bozn, rather than ſhe ſhould do her ſelf wzong foz mp 
ſake : She is worthy to be beloved , but J cannot alter mp affe- 
aiong that are alreadu ſetled, where pet J reap no hope of com: 
fort , and J am kept from bu many difficulties, which makes 
me equal to her in ſoꝛrow. J ſpeak not this with intent pon 
Mould tell it her, fo: that wonld make her mote deſperate ; but 
I fear that you are (ent by her: which if it be (0, von will do me 
wꝛong and her no god: rherefo:e Jp:ap pou diſwade her if 
you can: foz a frangers counſel in \uch matters pzevails much: 
and if nou can bꝛing me news that ſte hath revolted from this 
love, I ſhall count mp ſelf moT happy. 

Sir, (ſaid the Palmer) J would return to ron again, if A 
knew conveniently How to come to ſpeak with pou ; J will bee 
(replyed he)to mozrow within the City about this time, haping 
to hear better news from her by thy perſwaſtong, Then giving 
the Palmer arich Jewel fo: His pains , they parced , Philotheta 
out of the Palace, and he into the Garden,meditating on what 
he Had keard. Philothera returning to the Pavilion, uttered 
the whole ſum of the confrence che had with the Knight of the

to pou. Upon His pꝛoteſtations he revealed his love to Praxentia, 

and how he was crolt bp Montelion, with all that had paſt ſince, 

and of her eſcape out of Per ſia, which was onelp fo: His lobe that 
regarded her not, and how he deſtred revenge, his minde being 
apt to entertain any complot. Ciſor then ſaid; Confer with the 
Kings Sons, and diſcover to them with what earneſtneſle ſhe 
hath ſought His lobe; and receiving ſcozn foz Her affection , and 
-diſdain foz her god will, hath in a deſperate ſozr (aſhamed to be 
rejeced) ſtoln from the Court of the Emperoz of Per ſia, either to 
deffrop her ſelf,o2 wilfulln to live in perpetual exile; When 
thep hear this, their Hearts will eaſiſn be won to revenge her

WP" the time was come, Philotheta not failing, met the 
night of the Oracle to do Her Peſſage; *Wow now, Pal⸗ 

mer (ſaid he - doſt thou bzing me news that Prazentia hath gi- 
ben ober her love - it thou halt, tei me; if not. pꝛap the trou⸗ 
ble me not. Pp Lo2d, (quoth ſhe)ſhe rageth mot extreatnlp,atd 
Ifear wil do her (vlf ſome vfolence;untefle pou pity her, Acau- 
not do that (ſaid he) though it pintheth' me to hear of Fer ſoz- 
rem, what tan J ſap mote - o what wouldeſt thou with me to 
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do to eaſe her, and pet reſerve my lopaltp - @ir, (replxed ſhe) 
noi map conſider that ſhe is honozable,vertuous, and Daughter 
to a King, woꝛthu to be beloved; and it man be the Lodp whom 
nau loue is not comparable to her in anꝝ of theſe gifts : No no 
in love, which map peradvencure love another; and then ou 
will wꝛong pour ſelf, and injure her. Peacs Palmer (qusth be) 
if my foztune pꝛobe ſo had, the greater will be mp miſerp ; tell 
me there loꝛe, what thou wouldft Have me do, Py Lozd, (ſatd ſhe) 
had J not pꝛomiſed her to bzing pou to ſpeak with her, ſhe would 
have deftroped Her ſelf ere this ; therefoze vouchſate: me ſuch 
favo; that J mawperfoum.mp wozd , which map be a means to 
end her maladn. Didi thou know (quoth he) how unwilling 4 
am to do it, J think thou wouldff not requeſt it: but to ſatigfie 
her of that which peradventure the will not credit by thy repozr, 
and at thy requtſt, J will come to her this evening. Philotheta 
being parted from him, by the way uttered theſe ſp&ches : O 
that foztune would favoz me ſo much,. and bleſſe me with that fe- 
licity to be the party this wozthy night loveth ſa conffantly ! 
En thts time ſhe was come to the Pavilion, where even there 
entred four Knights in black armozgallantly mounted, by their 
ontward habit pzetending ſome cruel Tragedy: theſe Knights 
were Palian and the King of Macedon's the @ons, who bad bo⸗ 
wed either ſecretly oz openly to tomplot the death of Mcn:elion;; 
taking up their Lodgings there to hatch their Treaſon, ' 

The dan being paſt, the Knight of the Oracle appatelled him: 
ſelfs in the habit of one of tke Kings ſervants ; and onelp gird⸗ 
ing his Swoꝛd to his fide, he went to the Pavilion, concgaling 
himſelf ſo cloſeln as he could: But the Yeavens had ozdained 
him to endure ſome miſerp,fozPalian eſpyed his coming thither. 
Being entred the Pavilion, Philotheta met him, who with care- 
fulneſs expeded his comming , conducting Him unto the place 
where Praxentia was; which went ſo (oze againtk her heart to 
do, that with vern grief ſhr was ready to due; whether Palians 
treacherous eres watched him. The P:incefle eſpping him, 
bluſhed exceedingly,Her-own heart accuſing her of immodeftp, ta 
reveal that which ſhe would have concealed. Me ſaluting her, 
uttered theſe ſpeches : | 


Mot Noble Pꝛinteſſe, to fulfil * deſire, and ſhew mp grati-

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tude to pou fo pour friendſhip beffowed on him that is not woꝛ⸗ 
thu thereof; J am come to por, deſiring nou not tomiſconceive 
me, noz condemn.me of inhumanity, that am not mp own, and 
therefoze cannot give mp felf topou. J baveutrtered to the Þal- 
mer that which I win now conceal , becauſe J will not offend 
pou, deſiring pou to commandmp life, it pou pleaſe; fo2 that ſhall 
be at your diſpoſition,otherwile Jcaunot employ myſelf to your 
liking. FHave long ſince known of pour god will to me, which 
Palian bp Hig ſubtiltpcncreaſed , of whole love and pꝛeteedings J 
know lo much, that to futklpourrequeff, I ſhould wzong him, 
I was the man that ſhould Have jonned pour Hands, when he twlt 
my name und habit upon him: which I pzeſume herr toutter, 
that potr man remember mp inuotencꝝ in that tomplot and how 
conftantly I have vowed mp ſelf to another. 

Praxentia with anger, ſhame and grief, ld like one mute, 
vexedthat He knew of Palian's aa aſhamed to malte love contrary 
to the ptopertp of her kind. grievedto be diſappointed;al:which 
together, ſuffered her not ro ſpeak , till at laſt her paſſions and 
burning lu ſo overcame per, that kneling down, ſhe laid: Sod 
Knight blame me not noꝛ condemn me of immodeſtu, but grant 
pitep ta mp toʒment. Me taking Her up,deſired her not to kneol 
t him that was not wozthu thereof, noʒ able tobeſerve it. She 
taking him bp the hand, deſtred Him to fit down bp her upon the 
bed, making ſigns foz Philotheta ro depart the Rom. 


To repeat what manner of behaviour this woman uſed, and 


the wotds we ſpake, would make my modeſt car bluſh: but ſæing 
chav nothing could pzebail,R age aud Luſt ſo 6bercame her, that 
in bitter exclaims the crued out, Inhumane, Diflopal, and Ba'e 
Kiight, doT thou requite mu lobe with this diſdain ⸗ oz think- 
ef} thou that Fwill live to bear the blot of thy refuſal - Ar the 
concluſion of which words, Thecus entredthe Rom, and with 
His Sw8;d dawn ran at Him ; who bp god foztune ſ@ing him, 
ffarted aſide,otherwiſe he Had been lain, pet He was ſoꝛe wound⸗ 
ed; whereupon diawing his ®wozd he ſrruclt at Thetus, at everp 
blow wounding Him, Philotheta heaving the noiſe, came in, and 
laing Monrelion wounded with fear, grief,aud amazement cried 
aut aloud; Help, help, the Kings Son will be murthered. The 


ert ho of hes Mzil boite founded thꝛoughout the whole — 
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and both the ſerbants and ether RK came running thirher; 
but befoze then tame, he had gotten Thetus andoverthzown him, 
and th; uff his Swozd into his bopp. By this time Palian and her 
other two bzethzen came in, who ling Thetus flain , trped aut, 
_ the Tratto:, he hach muirthered Thetus, Don to the King 
of Macedonia. Praxentia hearing that, toe her hair, rent her gar · 
ments, and lo dis igured her face, as was lamentable to behold, 
Some began 6 lan Hands on the Knight of the Oracle; bur His 
Fathers lervants knowing him, od in his defence : then there 
began a hot Combat on both parts, and many were flain. Prax- 
entia being now diſcovered, was know to Palian, and her two 
bzethzen,to whom ſhe tryed rebenge mp ſhame and my bzorhers 
death on this wicked knight , who ſ&keth bp violence to diſho- 
your me, and hath ſlain mn b:other. 

What grief this was to Philotheta you map judge; and How 
it bexed him to be thus betraped,canno? be uttered ; Fanding in 
his own defence again ſuch as would have appꝛehended him, 
that did not know him, til he was gricvouſlp wounded, and ma⸗ 
np of them flain. Bp this time, the news thereof tame to Perſi- 
cles, the Emperoz of Perſia, and the R. of Macedonia, who tame 
thither with all ſperd; and the Aſſy rians hearing of the Knight 
ot the Oracle's diſfrefſe , hoke the Conditions of the concluded 
prate, and mp multitudes ran fozthof the City to pꝛeſerbe him. 

Periicles firſt entred the Tent, ueyt Him the Emperoꝛ then the 
N. of Macedonia, commandtng upon pain of death, that no man 
would ſrike a blow; net notwithſtanding , raſhneſs and headu 
fozcs ſo overcame them, that it was long befoze then were appea- 
led; a the Emperoꝛ (&ing Praxentia there in ſuth ſort diſfigured, 
asked if ann could tell the cauſe of that miſchief, Firſt Praxentia 
pale, be ing moſt guilty, pet thought to extuſe her ſelk: Noble 
mperoʒ , mp bzother pou ſi is lain in reſcuing me from that 
Knights violence. The Knight of the Oracle kneeling down be- 
foe the Emperoz,ſaid mp noble Gzandfather,J flew him in mp 
own defence : neither did J know what he was, being mp ſelf 
trained hither, to mp death. Moze he would have (aid but the 
Souldiers having entred the Pavilion, reſtednot till then had 
gotten to him, & he to ſatisfie them, and avoid further miſchief, 
departed with chem to the City; then did the Emperoꝛ ay + 
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ficles comfozt the King of Macedon : but he being vexed with his 
Sons death, and his Daughters diſgrace ,; and urged by his 
other two Sons, that tend bn, be ſaid; Cmpero of Ferſia, Jam 
much wzonged and abuſed bp ther and tha Pzogevp , bu whoſe

King of Macedon ſaid Perficles) J defie thie fo aceufing me oz 
mine of any diſhonoꝛ ; and thou ſhalt ſ& and finde, this accuſa- 
tion is falſe; why elle are thu Sons here diſguiſed with mp e- 
nemn - bu whole plot this miſchief was intended againſt mp 
Don, though it lighted upcu themſelves. 


CHAP. XXXVI. 


Of the grief Philuheta, endured for this misfortune : how (he; was 
taken and carried to the Armenian Hoſt : of Neue misfortune, 
and the meſſage (he delivered to Montelton, : 


Hilothera ſeeing How unfoztunatelp all things fell out, with- 

dꝛew her ſelf out of ſight , and in bitter exciaims lamented 
her hard foztune , but moſt of all, that ſhe was the cauſe of Mon- 
relion's coming thither, which had lo near endaugered his like: 
therefoze ſhe ſhzowded her ſelf cill it was night , which being 
come, ſhe travelled further into the Countrey, and ſelling a Je⸗ 
wel, the altered her old habit into her right fozm. She aped 
ſome days in ad illage nat far from the City of Pilos,tin the houſt 
of an antient Ladp named Ralea , to whom che related fer nits- 
foztunes pꝛotured bu Amphiador, bat concealed her love to Mon- 
telion, fearing to commit that to her letreüe. Ralea being a 
woman ot great wiſdom, uled Philothera verp kindly ; pꝛomiſing 
in wozds, and her deds ſhewing it, that if ſhe would ap with 


her, the would as deaxlp tender her, as her own Daughter, 


whom ſhe cauled to kep her companp. Rejoycing much at this 
god Foztune , being alone, uttered theſe (pzches : 
Praxentia , the onely map J accuſe fo; this miſerp ; fo 
whom J undertoka task which my Heart even then tt"

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and now repent not ſo much intending ts pꝛocure the that thou 
de lire dſt, as to ſatig ſie mu own diſquiet ſenſes: by the ſame 
means habing dawn the Lopal Knight into danger ok bis life, 
whoſe bleod thou didit (ok to (pill, elſe would thou not ſo diſho- 
nozahly and falſelu have accuſed him. The conſideration of 
which fratagems dꝛew ſuch a flood of tears from her epes, that 
Ge could not ffop their paſſage ; which Ralea eſpying, demanded 
the cauſe thereof; but (&ing Philotheta make no reply, the ſaid, 
Philothera, J pitꝑ your eFate, and would gladin know the cauſe, 
that J might endeavour to comfozt pou. Philothera truſting to 
her vertne,diſcloſed to her the love ſhe bare to Montelion, and all 
that palled betwixt her aud Praxentia, as is befoze rehearſed, 
Ralea thereby noting her beauty, commended the ſame ; pꝛomi⸗ 
ſing her, that if with patience ſhe would quiet her (elf ſome few 
days, ſhe would uſe all means poſſible foꝛ to comfort her. 
Monteſion having recovered his wounds, gathered together a 
mighty Hoſt, and bzought them to the City of Piſos, where were 
aſſembled the choice Souldiers, Noblemen Ats. and Gentlemen 
of Perſia to fight in their Cmperozs behalf , who intrenched 


themſelves without the City, TheLings of Macedonia æ Arme- 


nia [tkewiſe had gathered together ſo mightp an Army as might 
Have ben thought able to make a conquett of woʒld, who pitcht 
their Tents about the City in Armenia, where their Kings lay. 
Monrelion's Heart was fired with deſire to dzive back thoſe Foes, 
not ffaping to give them leave to make the firſt challenge: Fut 
humbling himſelf upon His kne be foꝛe rheCmperoz# his father 
uttered theſe ſpeches: Moſt mighty Empero:,+ nip noble father, 
IJ have alreadyJhope ſatiſhed pon of mp innocencp, being trained 
thither to mp intended death, by Praxentia and her bzerhzen; but 
fo: that my honoꝛ is blemiſhed by that infamous accuſation, the 
common people reſt unſarigked, and mp w2ongs unrevenged, J 
Humblp crave pour licenſe that J map ſend defiance to my falſe 
accuſers,and by challenge acquit mp ſelf; which Jam conffrain- 
ed thus haffilp to deſire, fo: that my Heart will abide rxtream to2- 
ments until it be iniſht. TheSmperozrejoyting at His foxward- 
neſs, and ſæing Perſieles willing to habe it ſo , gave His tonſent, 
Ehich done, Montelion left them, and arming himſelf in white 
armoꝛ wich he had cauſed to be made of purpoſe, that 1 — 
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ſhouldknow hin, rote into the feld ber wen both Camps, aud 
hy a Herald 'ene this de kante into the Armenian s Cainp : King 
of Armenia, thet e in a Knight whom you may behold in the field, that 
hach ſent defiance to all the Knights in chis Army, eſpecially to thy 
Son, whom he accuſeth co be a diſhonourabſe Knight, and. not 
worthy the name ofa Prince, that he treacherouſly betrayed Me- 
lion's lito; and he offers by Combat to prove againſt all Knights, 
that Moni eliun is a Knight both honourabſe and vertucus, and that 
Praxentia s acculation is unttue: Tfe Peſſage was no ſoner 
delivered, but thouſands of Knights made ſuite to Combat 
bim: But Pali an to whom it pꝛincipalu belonged to defend his 
own Honoz , deſiring his Fathers can ent, and obtained it; and 
— himſelk being gallantlu mounted, rode into the feld te 

m. 

Montelion being deſirous of rebenge , and his heart inwardly 
fozmented with grief, met Palian with a furious entsuntir, be 
anſ wer ing him with the line b;eaking tfeir Lances with great 
tamelinels then dꝛawing their l woꝛds they began the Combat, 
which waz len ended, foꝛ within few blows Montelionꝰs @wozy 
bzolie, ſo that Fe wag tonſfrained to cloſe with Palian, wing ing 
bis lwoꝛd from him wich ſuch feꝛte, that y pomel thereof Fruck 
him ſs violent a blow on the head, that pe bzuiſed it, and over⸗ 
the w him, everp one thinking he had ben dead: which done, 
Menſin, eldeſt @on to the N. of Macedonia, being reads armed, 
arteted Montelion with theſe wor da: Kuight , thou hat under ⸗ 
taken a tedious tack to combat all the Knights in this Camp; 
jet J hope thou ſhalt never do that, fog mp ſelf will abate ihn 
tsurage. Af there were as maup moze (quoth Montelion) J frar 
not all: if thou tomeſt to combat with me, hold thy tongue, and 
be Tir <p Eands; for I will have a hot with ther. Mith that then 
gate 82cH other manꝝ cruel blows , and received ſome wounds, 
Fill. Mon:citon again 0: cr-charging his (word with His unmeaſy:- 
rake ffreagth,bzoke the ſame; which ſo vezcdHim that he ruſhe d 
ypon Men to habe cloſed, but, be knowing his intent, avoided 
Hum audi efete he could turn abaut: gabe him ſo biolent a blow, 
that it pierced his ax mc . Mont elion having thr hilt of his broky 
en wand Tull in bis hand lung the ſame with ſuch violence, that 
lighting on Menſus's Fozle head, ffruck him down, uy 
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much ado to get from him without harm. Whilit Menſus wast 
mouncing him(elf.on a frech Seed Moncelion's Eſquire bzough 
him tie (wozd which was given him by the Heſperian Nymphs 
which when he graſped, he (aid; Pad Jarmed my (elf with 
the, my Foes had felt ſome (marr , and mp ſelf leſs diſgrace. 
Peting again with ſuch furp, that then mangled their Armoz, 
and tte blwd guthed fo:th in mann plates: but rhe Knight of the 
Oracle charged his adverſary ſo ful, that in ſhozt [pace he got 
advantage , wounding Menſus ſo ſoze , that had he not ben rel⸗ 
cued, he had either dred oz ben fo:cedto pield: ſo that Monte» 
lion returned with viaozy, to the great jor of the Aſſyrians, but 
elpeciallp tothe Emperoz and his Father, 

Ralea that dau left her Houſe, atto ding to her pꝛomiſt to Phi- 

lotheta, to try whether Montelion did affec her 02 no, coming fo 
the Court at ſuch time as Montelivn was newly arrived, and 
had his few wounds dzeſt, a Pellenger gave him knowledge of 
her coming. Being come to him, and all avsided the chamber ſhe 
ſaid: Noble Pzince,J am come ts tel nou that not mauy days 
fince there hapned to tome a Lady to my houſe in the d:\guiſe of 
a Palmer, deſiring that J would fo: certain days entertain her 
till cke wars were ended, foz that ſhe bad a me lage to deliver 
unto you, from a Lad in Arabia; named Philothera , which the 
thought god to conceal a time, til you had better leiſure to hear 
it, and to perfo:m that ſhe requeſted : Notwithſtanding, becauſe 
J honour 104 above all men, and would ſhew my duty to pou in 
aun reſpec, J have adventured to give pou notice thereof with 
out hec knowledge. 

The Knight ot che Oracle was ſo raviſhed with jon ta hear 
Philotheta named, much moe that ſhe ſhould ſend to ler him, 
and molt of al what the eſſage ſhould be and how ſhe could tel 
where he was, oz how the ſhould remember him, who had never 
Wit once ſeen him, that he ſate in a deep and filent Peditation, 
but befoze he could make anſwer, a ſervant of Raleaes came inte 
the r vm in great hafte, uttering theſe ſperches: Padam, fince 
pou de parted much ſozrow hath befallen us; foz certain Com- 
panies of the Armenian Hoſte having renſacked pour houſe ,ffoln 
your Cattel, tarrved away the Lady, and conſumed all pour 
Geods with fire, Ralea with grief then ſaid: Py noble Lok. 
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(ſaid ſhe) that Ladp is the moſt beautiful Philotheta, that hath 
long Honozed pou with a tonſtant lobe, it was ſhe that in the dil⸗ 
guiſe of a Palmer came as a PeClenger to pou from Praxentia, 
who was guiltp of that intended pzagice, her modeſty withhold- 
ing her to utter what fhe was, and undertaking that foz Praxen- 
tia to make tryal of pour vertue, and which wan pour affections 
were bent : Redem her mp Lozd if it be poſſible, for ſhe is the 
moſt vertuous Ladp living, Theſe wozds ended, he dyed which 
were ſufficient to (et Montelion's Heart on fire, being ready to 
arm himſelf , but Raleaes ſervant ſeriug it, told him it was tw 
late to purſue them, foʒ by that time then were in the Holt. 


C HAP. XXXVII. 


How the King of Armenia ſent Philothetaes picture to Delfurns Em- 
perour of Almaigu, who promiſed to aid him againſt his Foes : 
of the divers Combats he maintained in her beauty. 

| 7 being now in the Armenian Yolk , bp reaſon of her 

exceding beauty , was pꝛeſently tarryed to the Tent of the 

King of Macedon, who no ſwner ſaw her, but he pꝛeſentlu thought 
Her a gift fit fo: the greateff Potentate in the Wozld; and 
withal,fearing his Fozces were tw weak fo2 the puifſant Army 
of their Foes, conſulted with the King of Armenia about it, and 
at laſt concluded to ſend Ambaſſadozs into Almaigu to Delfurno, 
who even then, newlp ſucceded His Father in the Empire, 
being a Pꝛinte of great valoz, which was committed to two 
Noble men, the one of Arme nia the other of Macedonia, the ton⸗ 
tents whereof was to entreat his aid, and withal to pꝛotfer him 
that Ladp, whoſe Picure then had with them, being dzawn by 
an exceeding cunning wozk-man, The Ambaſſadozs departed, 
and being arrived, were to be admitted the Emperozs pzeſence; 
and humbling themſelves , one of them delivered their Peſſage 
in theſe words : 

Renowned Emperor, the Kings of Armenia and Macedonia, ſend 
friendly greeting to your Highneſs : deſiring your aid againſt the 
King of Aria, and the Emperor of Perfis , who are joy ned toge- 
ther with oppreſſion and in juſt war to offer them injury, the Son 
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of Perficles having in moſt diſhonorable ſort deflowred Praxentia, 
and (lain Thetws her brother in her reſcue : and our Lords having 
nothing of more worth than a moſt beautiful and vertuous Lady, 
whoexceeds all the Ladies that ever eye beheld, doth preſent her to 
you, whoſe counterfeit imperfectly drawn, we here preſent to your 
Highneſs, deliring your alliftance to the aid of vertue , and ſuppreſ- 
ſion of wrong, which agrees with your Magnanimity. 

Delfurno hearing theſe ſperches, and viewing the piaure well, 
foꝛ a while fod mute; at laſf he made them this anſwer ; I 
Enow not upon what ground J ſhould war againft Aſſyria, and 
Perſia, that never did me w2ong ; pet J would willingly afſift 
vour Lozds, not dꝛawnu theretaby this P:eſent, that Jeſfem 
nor, but the Love J bear them, and to puniſh ſuch diſhanox as 
their Foe Hath done; therefoze return pour Loꝛds this anſwer : 
that within the months J wil be in Armenia, and bzing with 
me luch a power as ſhall vanquiſh their enemies, and put them 
in peattable polſeſſion of their Rights. After the Ambaſſadozs 
were honozablu entertained, and ſumptuoully feaſted, then de- 
parted with this joyful news, which added both comfozt and re 
fointion tothe Armenian Voſk, 

The Emperoz being alone, commanded the Picture to be 
bꝛonght into his Chamber, which he viewed and re viewed, be- 
holding the ſame with ſuch a ſtirfeiting eye, that he began to al 
fen the abſent Lady, by beholding her pꝛeſent pinure ; and cal- 
ling befoze him the Antienteſt Captains and Commanders, that 
were imploped in his Fathers wars, he commanded them to 
muſter up an Armu of foztn thouſand ffrong , of the beſt Soul⸗ 
diers in his Empire, and with all ſped to condac them into Ar- 
menia, neither ſtaping his coming , noz expeaing other com- 
mand from him, foꝛ he would be there befoze them. This done, 
he cauſed a moſf coſflyp Armoz to be wzought of exteeding 
ſtrength, wherewith he armed Himſelf, cauſing his Gfquite 
that attended him, to cover the Picture with a rich veil. He 
departed unknown of any, with this intent, by combat to make 
all he met confeſs, that His Ladies beauty ſurpaſſed all others, 
until he came into Armenia, where he determined to challenge 
all Knights whatſoever in her behalf : where N unknown. 
and carrying the pigure covered, he 12 ending his gy

being neither friend no2 for to this Country, deſireth that with 
pour favoz he map make tryal of his valoz aginf che Knights 
of this Camp, which he will undertake in defence of his Ladies 
beautp, bertue and wozthinefle, whom he will maintain againſt 
all comers,to exced all others. The Peſſenger received this an- 
wer: Tel thu Paſtcr he is welcome , and ſhall have our free 
conſent to what He requires; but let him take this friend[n 
warning from me, that He beware what he undertake”,” leit rhe 
baloz of theſe Knights turn him to repentance. 

The Eſquire having this anſwer, returued to his Palter,who 
me lentip hung the Picture upon the bodp of a fair ſpꝛeading 
Dke,himlſelf fanding thereby ag Guardian, and ready to Com⸗ 
bate him that came next. 

The Knights of Armenia aud Macedonia hearing of this 
range Knights bzave challenge, p:epared to Juſt with him: 
The krft was a poung Knight of Armenia, named Tellurus, who 
loved Briſſa Daughter to the Duke of Linſus, but at the ſecond 
encounter was overth:zown : The next that Jouſted was Arnon 
of Macedonia, who maintained th:e& courſes againſt him with 
great agility, but at the fourth he was unhozſed, Divers o⸗ 
thers Juſted againlf him, but be won the pꝛize from them all. 


CHAP. XXXVIIL 


How the Knight of the Oracle leaving his Parents in diſguiſe, was en- 
tertained by the King of Armenia. 


Ontelion Having Heard of the Damolels carrping away 

rom Raleacs Houſe bp the enemp, little thinking it had 

been Philotheta, ſfudied how to redem her: firſt. he thought to at⸗ 
tempt it by fozce of war, but that courſe ſeemed to tedious; then 
he bethought himſelf of ſome ſperdier means, foʒ that bong delan 
would pinch his heart.

Being 
come to the watch,thep appzehended him, and he peilded deſiring 
to be carryed to their General ; where being come, the General 
demanded of whence be was. J am(qd. he) of Arabia, having tra- 
belled many pears in ſtrange adventures. What is pour name - 
ſaid the General) Sir (qd. he) mp name is Honorius. Will you 
(ſaidthe General) ſerve me againſt mp foe the Aiſyrian;, J win 
(ſaid he) it your quarrel be juſt, ſerve pon faithfully, and (pend 
my life to puniſh diſlonaltu. Then the Teneral repeated the Hi⸗ 
ffozp between him and Perhcles, ſhewing the claim he had to the 
Aſſyrian Crown, and amongſt many other falſhods accuſing 
Montelion of Praxentiaes Rape, and Thetus's death. This vered 
Montelion exceedinglp, Hoping to work ſufficient revenge foz all; 
uſing ſuch behavioz and \pech as was mofk fit at ſuch a time; 
ſo that he was well entertained of the General,and granted ſuch 
pꝛiviledges as the reſt of theknights had being neither known, 
no2 once ſuſpeaed to be the man he was,

b next day the Almaign Fozces arrived in Armenia, and 
the King aſſuring Himlelf chat Delſurno would not be long 
behind them, cauſedPhilocheca to be adoꝛned with molt coſtln and 
rich robes, + to be wel attended bn a gallant train of fair Damo- 
ſels, which he did to pleale and delight him with her beautp.

the earneſt ;cal and love J bear non. Sir, replned ſhe) pour laboꝛ 
was greater than vorm reward, and moze than nou nerded to 
have imdertaken, and it little pleaſeth me; cherefoze J pzan 
leave off to do ſo , and then J ſhall think my ſelf moze beholding 
to nous, the ſubjea nos anſwering the expectation, 

Delturno was nipt with this reply, but ſo mach raviſhed to 
hear her Heavenly voite, that He was to (eek of a reply, ſfanding 
ſo long in a dep ſtudn, that the returned from him and he ffarted 
as aſhamed of that over-ſight , and coming to the Kings of Ma-

Dir, (replved ſhe) pour bertuous kindneſſe Hath deſerved mote 
at mu hands than J can peild thanks foz, then how ſhould J be- 
habe mp ſelf to ds the thing vou de ire, which is already fixed in 
mp heart: I will reit ſo far to be directed bp you as that mu mind 
thall be agreable to any requeſt pou ſhall make. Then dear La- 
du, (ſaid he) J will befoze to mozrow this time ſie you ſafe in 
my Fathers Court, foz much miſchief is intended by the Kings 
of Macedonia and Armenia;both of them hath ben with me this 
dap, and hired me to motion their loves to pou, both of them ſ@k- 
ing to enjoppou , but ſo as the other ſhould not know thereof, 
each ffriving to pꝛebent the other, and both of them the Cmpe- 
roz, which then have revealed unto me; but may J have pour lt- 
tente, J will deliver pou from their tuſfodu. J mof humbly de

He) this evening pou map effea pour defire-o2 never; at which 
time give me but directions whither J man convey her to a place 
of ſecuritp,oz where we map met pou, and J wil adventure mp 
life but J will do it; but pou muſt deliver your ſignet unte me, 
koz our quiet paſſage out of the City Gate; and then J will mer 
pou where pou will appoint us, That ſhall be ſaid the King) at 
Fryer Barnards Cell without the City if pou know it, and there 
1s mu Signet. Thither will J convey her (quoth heat twelve a 
clock. Farewel replyed the Ring, be faithful, and thou ſhalt find 
mp friendſhip ſuch, as ſhall highly reward thy pains, 

Montelion having effeced this, p:eſentlp went to the King of 
Macedon, telling him that the Empero2s imporcunity was ſuch, 
that it was High time to conven Philothera thence , whom he 
found willing ro peild thereto : Be hearing that, deſired1 is 
counſel , pꝛomiſing to reward him well, telling him that it he 
would do it foꝛ him, both he and his Kingdom ould be at his 
comimand, Then quoth Monte: ion) deliver me pour Signet {o2 
mn pals, and appoint the time and plate, and J will bzing ber 
thither. There is mu Signet (ſaith he) and bing her to Fryer 
Barnards Cell at one of the Clock. 

Monrelion then with all ſped went ts the Tmpero: , telling 
him that Philothera did greatly effect him, and had ſent him to 
make an humble requeſt unto him which was: that ſhe might be 
conveped in ſecreſie from the Armenian Camp, foz that many 
dangers did inviron her in that place, and that of ſuch impoꝛ⸗ 
tance as did concern his life, whereon her ſafety depended, 
which becaule then were of weight, he would reveal to none but 

zimſelf, deſiring him not to tome to her, foz it would endanger 
his perſon. . | 242 3H 

Delfirno hearing this, was much troubled in his minde, pet 
being very gladxo hear that ſhe ſo much eſteemed um, ſaid: Ho- 
norius, J would as willinglu effec anp ching to content her. as J 
would to ſave mu own life, yer J donor know how, unlels — 

thy 
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tha directions , therefoze do hut counſel me, and J will yeild to 
that which thou ſhalt adviſe me. Pp Lozd (ſaid he) the ſafeſf 
wan is, this night to convey her ſecretly chzough the Gate where 
pour Souldiers Ine, and J will bzing her to Fryer Barnards Cel 
about eleven a clock, where you may be rsadp to receive her, and 
with a ſtrong guard convep her into Almaign,oz anp place of ſe⸗ 


curity: Pozeober, mp Lozd,ſhe willed me to aſſure pou , that 
both the Kings of Armenia and Macedonia , having diflopallp 


foꝛgotten their pꝛomiſe to pou,ſe&k to win her love to themſelves, 
which diſhonoz ſhe cannot endure, Delfurno was much grieved 
to hear that, pet hoping to pzevent them both, quieted Himſelf, 
delivering His Signet unts him, with manu thanks and much 
entreatu, deſiring him to be careful ; and that nothing might 
pꝛebent his purpole. 

Montelion being glad of this, thought not to eud pet, but pꝛe⸗ 
ſently went tothe Qu&n of Macedonia, telling her the Kings 
plot, to convey Philotheta from thence , ſhewing her his Signet, 
which when ſhe beheld,exceding grief polleſt her heart, to think 
of his diſloyalty, But ſeing her ſozrow, he laid: Although he 
bath attempted this, J know the Ladies vertues to be ſuch, as 
ſhe will ſooner ſuffer the extreameſt miſeries in the wozld , than

will met him there,and bp that means J hope tomake Him give 
aber his attempt.

The Knight ot the Oracle being gone krom her, went to. the 
Armenian Quan, telling her the like, and indeed the truth of her 
Lozd, both giving her his Signet , and directions how ſhe ſhould 
meet him, leaving her ſo mad with rage and jealouſie , that the 
was readp to tear her hair, pea, even with bitter ext laims to 
reveal her minde, bur that ſhe referred it until ſhe might ſur- 
p213e him with a guiltp conſcience at the Cel. 
Wy this time it grew to be night, and after ſupper was ended, 
Delfurno, the King of Armenia, the King of Macedonia, making

Then Montel ion went to Philotheta, telling her that he had (6 
me vailed with the Emperoꝛ, that he had gotten his ſignet as 
the ir warrant to pals thꝛough the Camp deſiring her to be in a 
readineſs to go with him, intreating her to fear no danger, fo 
his life ſhould ſheild her: whereupon the defired him to tap 
with her till the time appointed, which he did, paſſing away the 
ſame in p2ivare conference. 

The time being come, and all things ſilent, Montelion armed 
Himſelf , leading Philotheta out of the Court, paſſing all the 
Guards, Watches and Garriſons , by wewing the Emperozs 
Signet, and coming where the Souldiers lap , they like wiſe let 
him go: Þe Having without danger effected this, turned hig 
ſteps towards his own Citn, where being tome co the Gates, the

Elfurno the @mpere} — to him ſome truſtu Knights 
Dae he meant ould convep Philotheta to Almaign ſecretlu, 
went to the Fryers Cel, where he ſetretlu ſhzowded himlelf un 
der a Tuft of Cypzelle trees, taping the coming of Philocheta; 
but is was au hour befoze any tame, and the firſt was che Quen 
of Macedon , who attended bp one of per Gentlemen , came 


towards Barnards Cel; which he beholding; ſtept to her, ſop- 


ing: a 

u dear Philotheta, J am ſozrp that foz, my ſake pou ſhould 
take ſuch pains at this unſeaſonable Hour to be ahzoad, fo: 
which J yeild pou all the thauks a conſfant heart can wiſh. She 


- heaping that, thinking it had ben her Lo2d, returned him the 


lame; and purpoling to trythe utmoſt befo:e ſue revealed her 

ſaif,ſaid : Had J not ben aCured of pour love, J would not have 

come hither ; but being here, J reſt at pour diſpoſition. | 
Delfurno then embzaced her oftentimes kiſſingher hand; and 


be ing ok aquickconceit,pzeſently bechought Himſelf,1f he wauld 


tondeſtend go tall up the Frner, and be married. L adp, (ſaid he) 


fince you habe nouchſated ta grant me lobe, peild me poſſeſſion, 
and let us be married, | 

PÞp Loꝛd (replyed the) J am content. Then Delſurno called up 
Frper Bacnard;who ariſing the Empero2 to him aſide,and told 
him what he was; who hearing that, meſently jonned their 
hands. Delfurno then purpoſed not to convep her thence, hut re- 
turned ta the Camp: as ſon as he was gone, the King of Mace 
donia tame to the Cell, and pzeſently after , the Quten of Arme- 


nia, attoꝛding to Montelion's diredions. 


The Ring taking her foz Philotheta, at the firſt meriug em⸗ 


bzaced her with a wert Conge , rig mann loving ſpeeches, 
| a 


which 
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which ſhe anſwered as kindly, and he deſired pꝛeſent poſſeſſion of 
Her love; but the denped, telling him that his Queen would ſon 
{&k he death when ſhe knew it. 

Pear not that, (quoth he) foz ere long J mean to make her 
ſure enough foz ever troubling of peu; rierefoze denn me not, 
hut grant me thy lobe. 

J will not (ſaidſhe) without ſome further aſſurance , foz my 
minde pzeſageth ſome ill. Here is a Fryer (quoth he) not far off, 
will pou condeſcend that he (hall marry us » She agreeing he 
talled up the Frper the ſecond time, who marvelling thereat,de- 
manded the cauſe of his coming, Pn friend, (quoth he) J would 
be marrped to this Lady , therefoze J pzap the do it with all 
ſpeed. 

: The Frier thinking that ſome mad Spirits were abꝛoad, o; 
that lome frantick dzeam had overcome his ſenſes. without ask- 
ing ann moze queſtiens, married them, and ſent them away. The 
King of Macedon carried her to his Tent in the field, for he durſt 
not go to the Palace foz fear of his Wife, where he faved with 
her all night. 

Now the King of Armenia all this while was udping what 
eloquent ſptethes he ſhould uſe to ſet foꝛth his love, reſting him⸗ 
ſelf upon a bank hard bp the Cell, ſtaping their coming an Hour: 
but when thꝛer hours were come and paſt, he began to be impa- 
tient, fearing he Gould be diſappointed : but when he ſaw then 
came not, he thought with himſelf that He had miſtaken the 
time, and being much troubled in minde, knocked at the Frvers 
Cell, who ſfarted from His bed as one affrighted, wondzing what 
accident had dziven la many thither that night; and coming to 
the doz, the King of Armenia demanded if there Had not bien a 
Lady there that night. | / 

Pes, (qd-he) here hath ben two, hut what then were, J know 
not: Jthink one couple was Philotheta and Delſurno, that J 
married; but what the other two were, J know not. Yehtaring 
that, in a mad rage went to the King ol Macedon's Tem; deſi⸗ 
ring to ſpeak with him; the Guard knowing him, let him in; 
and he coming to the Bed-ſide, ſaid: 5 

Bother of Macedon, the Ladp that we intended tomarry to 
Delturno, is this night fled , ſo that we ſhall loſe His friendſhip

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foz eber. The king of Macedonia hearing him, [ay like one be 
reft of ſenſe, not knowing what to lau, and the Quern hearing 
her Hug band there, whom ſhe thought lap by her, trembled with 
fear. 

The King of Macedonia ſ&ing no reme du, but that his ded of 
neceſſity muſt be diſcovered,ſaid : King of Armenia, it is ſo: J 
have Philotheta iu mp cuſfodp, and her J will enjop , foz the lies 
folden in mie arins. 

By Jupiter (quoth the King of Acmenia) thy life ſhall not ſa⸗ 
tisſie the diſhono2 thou halt dene us: with that he dzew his 
DS wozd , and the King of Macedon leaped out of the bed torcach 
his to defend himſelk: in which time che King of Armenia catch: 
ing hold on her as lhe lap, dzew her fozthupen the floz, and be 
holding her wel, he was ſo much enraged, that he was ready 
to kill her, but the King of Macedon pzevented him, whom when 
be be held, Le Nod like one metamozphoſed , whillk ſhe haſted to 
appare! her ſelf, aud ran from thence unto the Palace, The 
King of Armenia vowing revenge, went from the Macedonian 
Tent, and cauſed his Dzuins to beat up Alarms, commanding 
his louldiers to deſtron the Macedonians, who atco:dving to o2der 
luddenlu ſer upon them, (sthat there began a great ſlaughter a⸗ 
mongff them. 

The Emperoꝛ hearing this news,ſuppoſing the cauſe had been 
foz the [oſs of Philotheta, commanded two of His Knights to go 
unto either of tl em.and deſire them to be pacifed until then had 
diſcovered their grieis to him, which he could eaſilp remedp. 
The PYeſſengers went, and found them both together in ſingle 
combat, delivering their Pellage unto them; but it was long 
befoze any of them wild go to him, vec at laſt then both went 
together: to whom the Emperoz laid: Pp Lozd3, AJ believe 
vour ſtrife ariſeth from the loſs of Philotheta, if that be the 
cauſe , contend no mote : foꝛ as pou were both willing J ſhould 
enjon her, ſo J have done this night.

gain, ſhe crued out fo pardon ; but thep were all ſo enraged,that 


no time of parlep was admitted, and as well Delſurno as the

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ret betwk Himſelf to Arms, But the Queen, humbling her ſelf 
at her Hus bands feet, ſaid: Both pou, my ſelf, and all of us, art 
deceived; Honorius told me laff night; that pou intended to mar 
rp Philotheta, and J requeſfed his counſel howto pzevent pou ; 
whereupon he told me that pou had appointed to met him and 
her at Bar nards Cell; and oz his paſſe he had received pour Sig- 
net, which at mpentreatp he delivered unto me: J thinking to 
pꝛebent vou, went thither, where the Emperoꝛ met me, whom J 
tok to be your ſelf , and he rok me to be the Lady Philotheta; J 
fill concealed mp ſelf,thinking J had not offended, but now I ſc 
J am betrayed. Lady (ſaidhe) this fault J pardon, having 
committedthe ſame with the Quen of Armenia. 

The @mpero hearing this; ſent a-Peſſengertoknow-if Phi- 
lotheta was in the Court; but he bzought news that neither ſhe 
no2 the frange Knighr were to be found. The Emperoxthen 
ſaid,that Knight hath deteibed us al, therefoze let us be friends, 
Content, (quoth the King of Macedonia.) Bn Heaven (ſaid the 
King of Armenia) J wilt not bear this diſhonoz, but be revenged 
at ful, and make the repent that ever rhoy offered ſuch diſho- 
noz to Armenia. The King of Macedon could not bꝛo his words, 
but in a rage made this reply: Jknew thou art a Tyzant,and: 
regardeſt no Laws Humane oz Divine , as map be ſ&n bp the 
unjuft Title thou lapeſt tothe Aſſyrian Crown, which is foꝛged; 
and were it not $0 rebenge my Daughters ſhame , and. Sons 
death, J would not dꝛaw a ( woꝛd againſt that wozthu King Per- 
ſieles, therefoze ſince thou art ſo peremptou, do th worſt, J re⸗ 
gard ther not. 

The King of Armenia went from thence,and fell upon the Ma- 
cedonians; the Ring of Macedon pꝛeſeutiꝝ left his Tent to de- 
fend himſelk, and the Emperoz with all ſp&d commanded His 
Souldiexs to march out of the Citp.

Perficles hearingof this, 
ſent fo: him to know the cauſe; This night (qd: he) we ſhall ſur- 
pu ze our enemies , who are now together b the ears — 
themſelves, Wherenupon Perficles armed Himſelf, Deloratus, Pi 
ſor ,Cothanes, and manp otherKnights of great eſfeem,marching 
thither, where they Heard ſurh cruel Alarms, that they thought 
the Citp had been ntterlp deſtroped being tome thither, then be- 
held the Emperoz in the field, to whom Fer fieles ſent a Herald. 
tertifyng that he was never foe to the Almaigns, deſiring there- 
foze to know if Delfutno tame againſt him: but he returned 
anſwer that He was no foe to him. * 
Montelion being entred the City , ſer upon his enemies with 
ſuch fury, that manp of them loſt their lfves,and ſ&ing the ings

| Palian Having recovered himſelf , and lwking about him, be- 
held his Fathers Tragedp, aiming his Swoꝛds point at Mon- 
re:ion's heart; which he perceiving, welcomed him with ſocruel 
a blow, that his Armoz flew 11 pieces ; and Palians would have 
done the like, had not his Armoz ben of invincibie trength: but 
in the end he fled from him to (ave his life, finding himlelk to 
weak and feeble. 

Pericles and Deloratus all this while ranged up aud down, de⸗ 
ftroving all then met, until then met the King of Macedonia and 
his two ſons, accompanied with four other Knights of the ſame 
Chmnmrp who had made much laughter amengſt their Seul⸗ 

lers. , 

Peclicles ran his Lance full couched at the King of Macedon, 
and overthzew him; but his etdet Son Cepping to his reſcue, 
did wound Him in the thigh: Then began an unequal fight, 
tho'e fir (et 1 Pericles and Deloracus ;. who continued combar 
with them the ſpace. of au hour, till both ſides were grievouſlp 
wounded ; eſpeciallp them two, who were reads co fainr with 
effuſion of blood. 


Montelion ſæing his Father and Delbrarus in uch danger, was 


ſoenraged, that he ran at one of them with ſuch fozce , that he 
flew him, and the next he bereft of lenle, and charging another 
with ſuch puifſant blows , that he fo ted him to bid vale to the 
Field: another ſ&ing chat,encouncred hum. hut at the firſt charge 
received ſo fatal a blow,that he was not able to re ſiſt him. Per- 
ficles being ſoze wounded, vet behaved himſelf lo valiantlp, that 
one of them lay dead at his fert, and the reſt fled from! Moncelion. 
Then began a deſolation in the Yoſt, the Armenians trying out, 
Fle,flee ; and their Enemies, Kill, kill: that on a ſudden the 
Battel was ſo hot, that the City-channels ran with blod ,' and 
naue could paſſe faz dead bodies. Then began the Citizens to 
run on Heaps. and the two Nucens with Praxentia, bete them⸗ 
ſelves to flight, but were all taken by Piſor. 

Palian was taken Pziſoner bu Deloracus,and the King of Ma- 
cedon aud Hig two Dons -bp Perſicles and Montelion. The ſoul⸗ 
101 9 hs diers 
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diers that we re fled out of the City, and hid themſelbes in the 
telds, and lo mam Citizens as could eſtape the ®@wozd, entrea⸗ 
ted Pericles on their knees to ſave their lives : who peilded upon 
this condition, chat then ſhould pan to ebern common Souldier 
a hundzed'C2owns , and to evern Leader five hundzed; which 
they perfozmed. | | 

Perlicles then ſounded a Retreat, and dꝛew his Foztes out of 
the Citn, appointing garriſons foꝛ them. Delſurno at His return 
met him, and ſo they rode together to the City of Piſos, where 
they were received with great Yonoz and Jon; eſpecially the 
Knight of the Oracle, to whom all men attributed the glozy of 
that bidoꝛy. ä | 

After the dead bodies were buried, and maimed ſouldiers ſent 
to Yoſpitals to be cured , and everp one well gratified , within 
two days the Cmperozs of Almaign and Perſia, Perlicles, Delo- 
ratus, Montelion, and all the Nobles there eytept piiſonets; aſ⸗ 
ſembled to finith the concluſion of this tontroberſie, for that the 
King of Macedonia haſted His releafeinene. Being all ſet ina 
moſt Royal and Pajelfical ſozt, the plates neer tv the Royal 
Aſſembly being gloziouſly furmihed with che beauties of ht- 
ning Ladies, the Pziſoners were 620njHr befoze them in hono⸗ 
rable ſozt ; and after mann aflegations of wrongs, then deſived 
Montelion to appoim their Raitſomes: wherenpon with great 
wiſdom and decent behaviour he peilded them thanks, as was 
ſeldom (een in any Knight ſo poung; fir with great tourteſie 

embzacing the King of Macedon , reconciling him to his Nuten, 
and the reſt who had talen offence by him, ſetring all ff but 
palian and Praxentia; impoling this task upon them Palian to 
marry PraxenGa, and the to quit Him of the wꝛongful accuſation 
| <a upon him, which ſhe p2eſently did, bur refuſed ta marrn 
Palian. 

The two Perſicles deſiring t hen to Honoz the 
Knight of che Oracle, ſtod up, requeſting him to require anp 
thing of them he deſired; foz above all men then eſttemed him, 
as he had beſt deſerved, - Monte lion deſiring nothing moze than 
Philotheracs love , ſfept to the ſeat where the ſate like a Goddeſs
